Energy efficient homes may have radon danger 

Single-family, owner-occupied homes most likely victims of dangerous gases 


Radon, as it occurs in nature, is not known to be 
hazardous. The hazard occurs when the radon gas 
builds up in inhabited areas.

It is oderless. colorless and tasteless. 
It is radon and residents of Win¬ 
chester and surrounding towns are 
getting concerned about it. 

Radon is a naturally occuring 
substance found in soil. It is the 
byproduct of uranium, which decays 
into radium, which decays into radon, 
says Byron Keene, regional represen¬ 
tative for radon with the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency. 

This process of decay, known as 
the half-life of the element, takes 
about 4'i» billion years, so the element 


has been, and will be, around for quite 
some time. 

Radon, as it occurs in nature, is 
not known to be hazardous to one’s 
health. The hazard occurs when the 
radon gas builds up in inhabited 
areas. 

This has become more of a hazard 
in recent years, as homes are sealed 
tighter to conserve energy. 

Levels of radon greater than four 
picocuries per liter are considered to 
be hazardous over extended periods. 
This is about the average level at 
which the gas is found in the air out¬ 


doors, says Keene. 

According to “A Citizen’s Guido to 
Radon, ” published by the state 
department of public health radiation 
control program, “The only known 


health effect assiK'iated with ex¬ 
posure to elevated levels of radon is 
an increased risk of developing lung 
cancer.” 

“In Winchester we had .several 


homes with those levels of radon that 
needed remedial action.says 
Michael Harris of Quality Home In- 
sf)eclion Service, of Belmont, N.H. 

Harris .says his company has 


tesf. d seven or eight homes in Win¬ 
chester and al)out 2r) in surrounding 
towns. Several have had high levels 
of ra(h)n. he says. l)ut all were 
remedied quickly and easily, he said. 

Because gas entei-s homes through 
cracks, drains and openings in 
basements, then builds up. 
eliminating the problem usually 
means sealing the openings or ven¬ 
tilating the area. Providing proper 
ventilation keeps the gas from ac¬ 
cumulating and causing a health 
hazard. Harris says. 

“The first thing I tell people is. 


we’ve never found a situation that 
could not Ih' remedied." says Harris. 

Robert Hallisey, director of 
Massachu.setts Dejwrtment of Public 
Health Radiation Control Program, 
agrees that the presence of radon is 
not a problem, hut its concentration 
levels can In*. 

“Radon is more apt to be a pro¬ 
blem in tight, energy efficient 
homes.” Halli.sey says. 

The average level inside the home, 
should not exceed levels normally 
found outside the home. Hallisey

Town joins fight 
on trash cost hikes

Winchester is joining forces with 
other members of the North East 
Solid Waste Committee [NESWC] to 
oppose legislation which could 
significantly increase the cost of trash 
collection. 

House bill 1020 mandates regula¬ 
tions and safeguards which NESWC 
members say will increase tipping 
fees $10-$12 per ton in the coming 
year. That would mean an increase of 
$140,000 in Winchester’s trash bill. 

In a letter to State Sen. Carole 
Amick, selectman Judith Muggia 
asks Amick and other members of the 
senate to, “take a close and inform¬ 


ed view of H-4348 relative to the 
management of solid waste. 

“Winchester is a caring and 
responsible community which stands 
to be virtually ‘bludgeoned’ by H-4348 
(the bill’s new number) says Mug¬ 
gia in the letter. 

The bill, says Muggia, requires 
NESWC to test for effluence every 90 
days. The tests cost $120,000 each, a 
cost passed on to member cities and 
towns. 

One of the proposed changes in the 
bill would make this testing man¬ 
datory every 18 months, a time period 
NESWC members say is more

Schools face bus decision 
with contract expiration

Because the town saved 300 
million gallons of water over the past 
year, the annual assessment from the 
Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority [MWRA] will be almost 30 
percent less than last year. 

But water saved doesn’t necessari¬ 
ly mean water rates will go down. 

In fact, water rates will go up 
nearly 10 percent, according to Ed 
Grant, public works operations 
manager. 

The assessment is down because 
Winchester reservoirs were able to 
supply most of the town’s water last 
year, so the town depended less on 
water from the MWRA.

Potholes 
springing 
to life

With the advent of spring come 
crocus, robins, and those unplea¬ 
sant harbingers of the season, 
potholes. 

Potholes are beating nature 
this year, and many potholes are 
appearing. Public works crews 
are working to fill the holes as soon 
as they appear. 

Those gaping holes are caused 
by moisture seeping beneath the 
surface, according to David Sand¬ 
berg of the DPW’s highway 
department. 

When the moisture freezes, the 
pavement heaves and cracks, 
clearing the way for a pothole. 

“They come up all over the 
place,” Sandberg says. “There’s 
nothing you can do. You’ll always 
have them.” 

Public works crews could be 
seen early in the week, repairing 
the dangerous holes with cold 
patch. The patch is a temporary 
measure, Sandberg says, until the 
weather is consistently above 
freezing. 

Then crews will fill the holes 
with a hot top substance to seal the 
hole and keep it from breaking 
open again. 

Sandberg says cars hitting 
potholes can be severely damag¬ 
ed, and advises motorists to keep 
a lookout for them. 

“You’ve just got to be careful, 
and keep your eyes open,” he says. 

Despite some motorists’ beliefs 
that potholes seem to appear only 
in the paths of their cars, Sandberg 
says cars don’t automatically 
gravitate to them. “That’s just 
your imagination,” he says. 

Motorists who spot potholes on 
Winchester streets are asked to 
notify the public works depart¬ 
ment so the holes can be filled.

What can $1(X)0 buy? 

In Winchester, it buys bus 
transportation for hundreds of 
students for one day. 

Seven buses roll along Winchester 
streets, carrying the town’s children 
to and from school. Buses pick up 
elementary school children who live 
more than a mile from their schools 
and secondary schoolers living more 
than two miles away. 

Although total transportation ex¬ 
penditures make up less than 4 per¬ 
cent of the public school’s $12 million 
budget, school administrators think 
that might be too much.

Bylaw scofflaws may find 
themselves hit square in the pocket- 
book in coming months if the town 
adopts a policy allowing town officials 
to issue tickets for such violations.

The procedure, already used in 
Canton and Concord, allows 
designated town officials to hand out 
tickets imposing fines on violators of 
local bylaws. 

This could mean building inspec¬ 
tors issuing fines for building viola¬ 
tions, health inspectors ticketing 


Company nearing, the school has to 
decide whether it will pick up the 
company’s option for the next two 
years, advertise for other companies 
to bid, or go into the bus business 
itself.

residents or businesses for health 
code violations and dog officers fin¬ 
ing owners for violations of dog laws.

Crash kills youth, 
injures local teen 


A 16-year-old Woburn boy died in 
a two-car crash on the Woburn- 
Winchester line Tuesday afternoon. 

Greg Anderson, one of three 
passengers in a Camaro Z-28 driven 
by a Winchester youth, was killed 
when another car spun out of control 
as it travelled north on Holton Street. 

Police said a car driven by Ronald 
Grinkus, 42, crashed into the 
passenger side of the Camaro, which 
was headed in the opposite direction, 
according to Woburn police Chief 
Philip Mahoney. 

Despite a 45-minute attempt to 
revive the youth, Anderson was not 
breathing at the scene and later was 
pronounced dead at Winchester 
Hospital, Mahoney said. 

Injured in the crash was Gerald 
McManus. 17, a back-seat passenger 
in the Camaro. He was transferred to 
Massachusetts General Hospital, 


where he was listed in good condition 
Wednesday. 

Also injured were the driver of the 
Camaro, Michael Walsh, 18, of Win¬ 
chester, and Thomas Blanchette, 16, 
of Woburn. Walsh and Blanchette 
were listed in good condition at Win¬ 
chester Hospital Wednesday. 

Grinkus, also a patient at Win¬ 
chester Hospital, was listed in fair 
condition. 

Mahoney said fire rescue workers 
from Winchester, Woburn and 
Reading worked for 45 minutes with 
the Jaws of Life to extricate the 
youths from the Camaro. 

At the same time, he said, a team 
of paramedics administered in¬ 
travenous solutions to the youths and 
performed cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation on Anderson. 

An autopsy was scheduled for 
Wednesday morning at Waltham

In the Canton draft of the pro¬ 
cedure for adopting the policy, the 
town of Concord’s system of bylaw en¬ 
forcement is cited as an example. 
Fines in that town range from $1 for 
bicycle bylaw violations to $50 for in¬ 
fractions of hunting, digging, motor 
vehicle and other bylaws. 

In Concord most of the bylaws are 
enforced by police officers although 
the building inspector and dog officer 
are empowered to issue tickets for 


violations. 

The warrant article merely ac¬ 
cepts the chapters of the states 
general laws needed to design a policy 
regarding bylaw enforcement. 

“It is a home rule petition that 
should be on the warrant so we could 
use it. Because you have accepted the 
law, it does not mean you have to use 
it,’’ Muggia said.

year 1987. Actual costs were $()0.(K)() 
more than that figure. Fitzgerald

The fiscal year 1988 transportation 
budget stands at $4.39,553. 

For buses, that breaks down to 
$1.32.f>0 apiece for each of the 184 days 
school is in session. Fitzgerald .says. 
That’s up from $115 per bus from this 
year. 

The state reimburses the town for 
part of the cost, he says. He expects 
state reimbursements will amount to 
$14().(KX) this year.

The state of Massachusetts also 
requires the following immunizations 
(unless exempted for health or 
religious reasons): DPT (diptheria, 
pertussis, tetanus). Polio, MMR 
(measles, mumps, rubella). Children 
are not exempt unless they have a 
note from their physician. 

Before entering kindergarten 
every’ child must have a physical ex¬ 
amination performed by the family 
physician w’ith a health form com¬ 
pleted and returned to school. These 
rules apply to all children entering 
kindergarten and to any children new 
to the Winchester school system.

Greg Andonian, a Lincoln school 
student said he was enjoying the day.

Jeanne Froude, a mother wat¬ 
ching over the game floor, said hop 
scotch and nut toss were among the 
games played. “They do one game 
and move on to the next,” she said. 

Larry Beckley was in charge of 
the duck decoy table. ‘‘I’m trying to 
illustrate how decoys evolved into an 
art form.

Winchester is 
blessed with an abundance of talented 
and generous citizens, many of whom 
volunteer to serve in government and 
on various boards and committees. 
Tapping that resource through active 
communication, thoughtful consider¬ 
ation and dignified discussion will be 
of critical importance as Winchester 
prepares to meet the challenges that 
lie ahead.

Friday the 13th was definitely not 
an unlucky day for 10 Winchester 
High School students and teacher, 
Tom Tracy. 

It was the beginning of our 10-day 
tour of Italy. 

Boarding our Alitalia flight, each 
of us experienced feelings of fear, an¬ 
ticipation, and excitement about tra¬ 
veling in, and adjusting to, a new 
country and culture. 

After an exhausting eight-hour 
flight we landed in Milan where we 
met our tour guide, Ignazio Billera, 
who stayed with us throughout our 
trip. We also met the rest of our 
traveling group —15 kids from Bille¬ 
rica, Burlington, and New Hampshire 
with whom we became close friends. 

Our first stop was Venice. We 
stayed in Mestre, one of the three sec¬ 
tions of Venice. Since we had been 
traveling for two days we were all 
really tired and it was a quiet first 
night. 

Sunday we woke up at 7 a.m. How¬ 
ever, for three Winchester boys 9a.m. 
seemed more reasonable — they al¬ 
most missed the bus! We took a wat- 
ertaxi to the center of Venice. 

In Venice we toured the Doges 


(Dukes) Palace in San Marco Square 
where we saw the works of Italian 
painter Tintoretto. 

Our special tour guide was fantas¬ 
tic and informative as well as a native 
Venetian. She took us through the in¬ 
terior of the “Bridge of Sighs’’ which 
connects the palace to the jail cells of 
political prisoners. 

Committing crimes in Venice 
wouldn’t be worth spending years in 
those cramped, damp and musty 
cells; and these cells were said to be 
the most humane. 

Some of us took advantage of the 
view from the Bell Tower to snap a 
few panoramic pictures of Venice. In 
the afternoon. Heather McLeman, Su¬ 
san Solomon, June Williamson and I 
took a gondola ride through the canals 
with our gondolier Luigi. It was a very 
peaceful excursion where we got the 
chance to see the houses of Venice. 

At the end of our day we took our 
watertaxi up the Grand Canal; this is 
not allowed in Venice because only 
public taxis and inhabitants are 
allowed here. However, it was well 
worth the risk of a “traffic ticket’’ 
because we saw the beautiful hotels 
and homes which line the canal. That 
evening we went to the King’s Corner 
disco where we danced all night and 
met some native Venetians. 


Monday morning we went on to 
Florence. During the ride we saw the 
beautiful and lush Italian countryside, 
scattered with single homes with tile 
roofs. Our hotel was small and friend¬ 
ly and the food was outstanding. 

In the afternoon we walked around 
the city and saw Giotto’s tower; Giot¬ 
to was a great Italian painter and ar¬ 
chitect. Before I left for Italy I had 
seen “Room with a View’’ and the 
scene where the young Italian is kill¬ 
ed takes place in the piazza. We were 
actually there, standing where this 
movie had been filmed. Since Flo¬ 
rence is a confusing city, some of us 
got lost and had to use a little of our 
Italian vocabulary to ask directions. 

We toured La Cathedrale Santa 
Maria del Fiore Tuesday, which is 
beautiful with its elaborate decoration 
and colorful frescoes. Across from the 
cathedral was the Battistero di. S. 
Giovanni which displays the famous 
“Gates of Paradise.’’ These doors are 
comprised of ten panels of raised 
sculptures layered in bronze and solid 
gold. 

Next we visited the Church of St. 
Croce, the oldest church in Florence, 
where Michaelangelo, Dante, Galileo, 
Machiavelli and many other famous 
Italians were buried. We have studied 


these men in our humanities class so 
seeing their tombs and reading the in¬ 
scriptions were moving experiences. 

After lunch we went to the Acade¬ 
mia Museum where Michelangelo’s 
David is housed. It stands under a 
dome of natural light which falls on 
the statue and creates an ethereal 
atmosphere. 

Next we visited the Uffizi Muse¬ 
um. We eagerly went from room to 
room trying to find paintings of artists 
we had studied in humanities class. 
When we saw a painting by Raphael, 
Botticelli, Reubens or Lippi, we all 
gathered around to see the original — 
in class we had seen only slides. 

Later we shopped the open mar¬ 
kets and found leather jackets and 
gifts. Finally we were feeling comfor¬ 
table with “lira.” The night’s ac¬ 
tivities included another disco where 
we danced all night and returned to 
the hotel at 2 a.m. 

Next stop; Assisi. On Wednesday 
we traveled for five hours to the 
medieval town of Assisi. The land¬ 
scape surrounding Assisi is gorgeous; 
the sun filters through morning fog 
and makes the trees a rich green. 

St. Francis’ Basilica is the center 
of Assisi’s fame. This magnificent 
church contains the beautiful Giotto 


frescoes telling the story of St. 
Francis. 

Thursday we journeyed seven 
hours to Pompeii and Mt. Vesuvius 
near Sorrento. In Pompeii we saw the 
ancient ruins left behind after the 
eruption of Mt. Vesuvius in 79 A.D. 
The homes, shops and forum are still 
clearly visible. Rosemarie Piciccio, 
Jane Williamson and I have all taken 
Latin for four years with Ms. Cicca- 
riello and this experience was special 
to us because we had seen movies 
about Pompeii and now we were 
standing there. That night we went to 
another disco and stayed out with our 
new friends until 2 a.m. 

Friday we traveled north to Rome, 
eager to see this famous city. Ignazio 
took us to the the Trevi Fountain and 
we all threw coins over our left 
shoulders. 

Next, we visited the Pantheon; it 
is truly massive and I was over¬ 
whelmed, particularly by the height 
of its doors. In the afternoon we ate 
pizza and gelate (ice cream) and then 
we had some free time to sightsee on 
our own. 

Saturday was filled with exciting 
sights. Our tour guide was especially 
interesting and informative. We went 
to the ruins of the Roman Forum and 


she spoke about the government and 
the religion of the people. Next we 
walked around inside the Flavian 
Amphitheatre (colosseum). This is 
where gladitorial combats were held 
for the entertianment of the Romans. 

Our last stop was the Vatican and 
St. Peter’s. The interior of this church 
is incredible. The dimensions and 
sheer genius in constructing such a 
building greatly impressed me. 

In the section of the church by 
Michelangelo we saw his “Pieta.” 
The Pieta is a moving sculpture 
because it is of Christ in the arms of 
Mary and the expression on Mary’s 
face is one of divine calm and 
acceptance. 

That evening our bus driver, Nino, 
picked us up and drove to our last din¬ 
ner in Italy. On the way back to the 
hotel Nino sang “Arrividerci Roma” 
and many of us had tears in our eyes. 

However the real good-byes came 
Sunday. At Leonardo da Vinci airport 
we all hugged Nino and Ignazio (who 
had affectionately become “Iggy”) 
and did some last minute baggage 
checks and shopping. On the plane we 
exchanged addresses and reminisced 
about our experiences. There were 
some teary eyed faces, but each of us 
will always cherish our time together. 
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Texas education: 
no beans in chili

If I learned anything the four 
years I lived in Texas — and there 
was plenty to learn — I learned never 
to put beans in chili. 

This is a good thing to know dur¬ 
ing winter months, because few 
things stave off the northeastern cold 
better than a bellyful of molten chili. 

A lot of northeasterners think it’s 
all right to put beans in chili, possibly 
because they find beans in the chili 
they buy at Wendy’s or Friendly’s. 

All that really proves, however, is 
that fast food restaurant chefs don’t 
know beans about chili. Either that, 
or they know better but pack their 
chili with beans anv’way because it’s 
cheaper than using beef. 

Texans always get a big chuckle 
when they see someone add beans to 
chili, because Texans understand 
there’s no faster way to ruin the taste. 

.And real chili — I'm talking all- 
American. God-fearing Texas chili — 
contains little else but spices, sauce 
and loads and loads of beef. 

.As a general rule, in fact, a t.vpical 
serving of Texas chili is made with 
the b^f from several steers. Of 
course, that's a conser\ ative guide — 
veteran chili heads commonly add 
even more beef, according to taste. 

Indeed, rumor has it the phrase 
•Where's the beef? " was first coined 
not by the old lady in the Wendy’s 
commercial but by a Texan tasting 
chili cooked by a transplanted 
northerner 

As a native Bostonian and 
sometime Texan. I’m torn by 
loyalties to both sides. Just as I learn¬ 
ed not to put beans in chili. I’m sure 
other northerners could learn, too. if 
only .someone made the effort to show 
them. 

The way I figure it. northerners 
just suffer from the misconception 
that gas and other intestinal maladies 
associated with good chili is the result 
of beans 

Hagan’s Atomic Chili is the con¬ 
coction of a close friend who moved 
recently to Belmont. A St. Louis 
native who learned to cook chili when 


he lived and worked in Texas, Hagan 
would sooner add flour to his chili 
than beans. 

Anv'way. to make a long stor>- 
longer. I consumed some of Hagan’s 
Atomic Chili before covering a coun¬ 
cil meeting a couple of weeks ago. 
then went home. 

But I wasn’t home long before my 
wife telephoned Hagan to inform him 
the next time he fed me Atomic Chili, 
he’d better be prepared to let me 
spend the night at his house. Mean¬ 
while. when bedtime arrived in the 
Manugian household that night, I 
found myself sleeping on the living 
room futon. 

Still, as any veteran chili head 
knows, good chili is worth it. 

Good chili is also worth scorched 
mouth linings. 24-hour thirst and 
other inescapable side effects I learn¬ 
ed to endure eating chili cooked in 
Texas by my first newspaper boss, 
the redoubtable Bob MacNaughton. 

An inveterate chili head and win¬ 
ner of chili cookoffs throughout 
Southwest Texas — and the man who 
introduced Hagan to the insidious 
sport, incidentally — MacNaughton 
regularly tormented the newspaper 
staff with chili leftover from a 
weekend cookoff. 

Although MacNaughton makes 
terrific chili — provid^ you keep a 
few beers handy to extinguish the 
flames — in an office environment, 
where alcoholic beverages are pro¬ 
hibited, his chili is nearly lethal. 

The rest of the people in the 
building could always tell when Mac¬ 
Naughton was recycling chili due to 
the telltale lines of newspaper people 
at the water fountain and Coke 
machine. But that’s the price you pay 
for chili you’ll never forget. 

To this day. in fact, my hottest 
memories of Texas are not of native 
jalapenos or hundred-degree 
temperatures, but of mouth burning 
chili ser\’ed in deceptively bland 
styrofoam cups.

I’ll always remember. And that’s to 
forget the beans.

The day l)efore we came honit. we 
went to the beach a final time,just 
before sunset. The sea tried to Uach 
us something, writing lessons irthe 
sand, and then erasing them to try 
stating it another way. 

The sun went down. The wjler 
turned purple. And the stars cime 
out: Old Orion, that wintry huiler. 
looking closer and less square-sh)ul- 
dered ; the Big Dipper angling tovprd 
us at a more playful lilt. It vas 
heavenly. 

So it seems you must suffer sane 
to truly appreciate what is then 
granted. Our having suffered hot: a 
hard winter and a difficult passage 
made our week in the sun that miiih 
warmer.

Reader denounces 
animal bills 

TO THE EDITOR: 

Remember the so-called “Animal 
Commission’’ bills filed last year, and 
the year before, by the M.S.P.C.A. 
and New England Anti-Vivisection 
Society, about which I warned you? 

Those anti-dog, anti-dog owner 
bills, one of which even included licen¬ 
sing of cats, were defeated, thanks to 
so many letters against them, and 
hard work at the State House by some 
of us, but — they’re at it again! 

Both of those organizations, tho¬ 
roughly descredited by articles in the 
Middlesex News and Boston Herald, 
have again filed a very bad bill 
through Rep. Michael W. Morrissey, 
(D. Quincy), to set up another animal 
commission, at the taxpayers’ ex¬ 


pense, of course. 

This commission, relative to “an¬ 
imal control,’’ is supposed to come up 
with drafts of legislation to “carry” 
its recommendations into effect on or 
before the first Wednesday of June, 
1987, to be filed as bills. 

We heard that one definite propos¬ 
al will be for a $15 per dog license fee. 
That is an outrage, and it will create 
a hardship for many families, the el¬ 
derly, or those on a fixed income. 

Of course, money means nothing 
to those multi-million dollar, tax- 
exempt organizations, especially 
since it is given to them. All the 
M.S.P.C.A. has to show, for over 
$51,000,000, is eight shelters, state¬ 
wide, some of them tiny, and on huge 
land areas. 

One other proposal of theirs will be 
to cut the 10-day holding period for 
lost dogs in our public pounds ,down

Trodella Corp. gets go-ahead

With all the necessary approvals 
granted, and inside of two months, 
Trodella Electrical Corporation will 
begin constructing its new facility off 
McKay Avenue. 

The company will raze the 
warehouse now standing on the pro¬ 
perty, which was once a c(H)perage, 
and put up a two-story office building 
connected to a single-story light 
manufacturing plant to the rear of the 
property, further away from a 
residential area. 

The planning board approval on 
the subdivision Tuesday night was the 
company’s last hurdle. That approval 
is conditional on approval from the 
board of health. 

Trodella was granted a .special 
permit and site plan approval by the 
appeals board last fall. 

The company makes state-of-the- 
art electronics, Trodella vice- 
president Frank Massaglia says. 

Lawrence Murray, Winchester at¬ 
torney representing the company, 
came before the planning board seek¬ 
ing approval of the subdivision plan, 
which lays out the right-of-way onto 
the property and the division of the 
site’s two lots. 

The three-acre parcel sits in a 


light-industrial zone between the 
Aberjona River and MBTA property. 

McKay Avenue, which divides the 
two lots, leads into town-owned land 
on which the transfer sUUion and dog 
pound are located. 

Murray says the road probably 
will be submitted to the town for ac¬ 
ceptance as a public way sometime 
next year. 

The subdivision plan shows a total 
of 117 ijarking spaces on both lots. Ix)l 
two, approximately a half-acre, is in¬ 
tended entirely for parking, and is 
bounded on the east side by the 
MBTA. An MBTA railroad spur, 
which will be removed, according to 
the plan, runs through the property. 

According to the subdivision plan, 
building coverage makes up nearly 30 
percent of the parcel, with the rest be¬ 
ing open space. 

There are no wetlands on site and 
the area is not within a flood plain. 
Murray told planners the project 
received no objection from the con¬ 
servation commission. 

The manufacturing building 
planned for lot one has 19.414 square 
feet of space. 

A proposed 7.777 square-foot ex¬ 
pansion, which would be attached to

Locals make journey to Australia 
to help recapture the America’s Cup

Along with the rest of the United 
States, Anna and Rush Harwood 
celebrated skipper Dennis Conner’s 
recapture of the America’s Cup. 

But unlike most Americans, the 
Winchester couple and 42 other area 
residents cheered Conner and his 
crew from an enviable vantage point

“Our purpose was to go and have 
a good time, and to bring back the 
cup.” he says. ‘‘And we did it all.” 

Harwood worked out an extensive 
itinerary, including stops in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Hawaii, Fiji, Bora Bora and 
New Zealand, and sent it to the 
tourists on the Newport trip. 

Within two weeks, he says, the trip 
was sold out, even though it was a 
year-and-a-half before the departure 
date. 

Although not all the tour-goers 
were sailors, the 34-day trip was 
designed to appeal to every taste. 

The group left in the middle of 
January amidst ice and snow. 
Memories of the cold New England 
winter melted away as the group 
basked in the 80-degree sunshine of 
the South Pacific. 

It rained just three of the days they 
were away, and then not all day, Har¬ 
wood says.

and the development of several others 
under Winchester Healthcare Enter¬ 
prises, Inc., was a major accomplish¬ 
ment in the past year.

“Each one 
must be evaluated closely to insure 
the selections are in the best interest 
of patients and physicians,” said 
Loubier. Other negotiations will con¬ 
tinue in the coming year. 

In addition, Loubier emphasized 
the hospital’s ongoing commitment to 
women’s health, in particular mater¬ 
nity care. With the hospital’s Mater¬ 
nity Renovation Project scheduled to 
begin this year, a strong emphasis on 
serving the health care needs of 
women is especially important and 
appropriate at the present time. 


Delivering quality care, according to 
Loubier, is a distinguishing factor 
that will set certain hospitals apart in 
a very competitive market. He call¬ 
ed for a continuing commitment to 
providing quality care. 

Loubier also praised his manage¬ 
ment staff and tanked the board for 
supporting him and his staff, “The ac¬ 
complishments of the past year do not 
just happen,” he said. “I have a hard¬ 
working, creative management staff, 
and they drive me with enthusiasm.” 

In his comments, Weedon also 
discussed the high level of competi¬ 
tion in the healthcare market and 
stated that hospitals, including Win¬ 
chester Hospital, “continue to face a 
number of challenges in today’s 
market.” 

Noting that Winchester Hospital is 
in a strong financial situation, 
Weedon praised the financial perfor¬ 
mance of the hospital in the past year 
and presented an overview of an ag¬ 
gressive plan for the future. He stated 
that the board has approved a defi¬ 
cient budget for next year in order to 
focus on continuing the process of 
building the hospital for the future. He 
commended the board’s decision say¬ 
ing, “It may be necessary to do the

same thing for one more year in order 
to move ahead and plan for the fur- 
ture.” 

Weedon highlighted certain key 
areas where funds may be allocated 
including the possibility of providing 
24-hour anesthesia coverage lor 
maternity patients and developing a 
satelite program with Children’s 
Medical Center. He also mentioned 
competitive nursing salaries and 


marketing and public relations efforts 
as important areas to focus 
resources. 

Dr. Thomas Mulvaney, com¬ 
pleting his two-year term as president 
of the medical and dental staff, 
reported on the need to continue to 
provide quality care. He also discuss¬ 
ed the difficulties facing hospitals and 
physicians as they focus on defining 
and delivering quality health care in 
today’s complex market. Along with 
Loubier, he emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of insuring the delivery of quali¬ 
ty care at Winchester Hospital. 

The development of Highland 
Healthcare, Inc. a professional cor¬ 
poration whose members are on the 
active medical and dental staff, was 
also announced by Dr. Mulvaney. he 
reported the organization has been 
formed in an effort to address certain 
issues and concerns related to the 
emergence of HMOs and PPOs and 
participate in joint economic ventures 
with the hospital. 

In presenting his last report as 
president. Dr. Mulvaney said he “en¬ 
joyed working with the board” and 
praised the selection of Loubier as 
president of the hospital. He added 
that the board “found the right presi¬ 
dent and leader for Winchester 
Hospital”. 

Dr. Mulvaney welcomed Dr. 
Thomas Dowd as his successor. 
“Obstetrics is an ideal specialty for 
the next leader of the medical staff,” 
he said.

The boys basketball team got off 
to the same start as the hockey team, 
losing its first six games, but soon 
turned out to be a strong force in the 
Middlesex League.

Conference for 
Jewish aged 
in New York 

A conference sponssored by the 
Central Bureau for the Jewish Aged 
in New York was held recently, pro¬ 
viding some excellent thinking on ex¬ 
tended educational and cultural op¬ 
portunities for older people. A sum- 
merization of their positive thinking 
about retirement years is well worth 
pondering and incorporating into con- 
cete realities. 

J.E. Harrison’s summary of old 
age is positively stated. He was con¬ 
fident in his assurance; “Old age is 


a good and plea.sant time. Life does 
not cease when you are old, it only 
suffers a rich change.” This is the 
underl>ing attitude of individuals who 
find their later years a time of enjoy¬ 
ment and personal fulfillment. It is a 
time not of decreased interests and 
activities, but rather of increased op¬ 
portunities to pursue artistic inter¬ 
ests, to devote more time to commun¬ 
ity affairs, to obtain new knowledge 
through studying and to extend social 
contacts. Education and culture have 
a very wide scope in the enriched life 
of an individual. Education goes be¬ 
yond book-learning to travel, political 
activity, and vocational rehabilita¬ 
tion ; even retraining for new careers. 

Culture, too, means many things 
from going to concerts, art exhibits, 
plays, fostering creative expression 
through arts and handcrafts, deepen¬ 
ing cultural appreciation through 
drama, the history of opera, and an 
extended assortment of cultural en¬ 
richment programs. 

Approximately 10 percent of the 
population, about 20 million people, 
fall into a segment known as the ag¬ 
ed group. Some are rich and some are 
poor, some are happy and some are 
lonely, some need financial aid and 
others do not, but there is one central 
problem which is not related to their 
economic, social, professional, and 
educational situations but is faced by 
the entire group and by society as a 
whole. It is the fragmentation of our 
society because we have become 
masters at setting up isolation wards 
for different age groups. We have 
created the labels of “teen-agers,” 
“mature,” middle-aged,” and of 
course the label of “senior citizens.” 

Whatever group is labelled, pro¬ 


ductivity is important. We cannot 
waste human talent and potential. 
Older people might be more widely 
used in hospitals or in contact with 
pre-school programs. The problem of 
working mothers of young children 
need substitute mothers during the 
day. 

Older people need to learn new 
techniques or attain new skills and 
engage in new interests such as com¬ 
puterization in our society. New 
teaming provides mental stimulation, 
emotional satisfaction, and renewed 
interest in living. Today’s overem¬ 
phasis on the cult of youth tends to 
overlook the qualities which come on¬ 
ly with years. The mind, like the rest 
of the body, must be exercised to stay 


vigorous. 

Education for retirement years 

helps make the extended retirement 
period a useful and rewarding one. 
Companies, universities and others 
provide pro^ams that emphasize 
“time for living.” Training for new 
careers is becoming a part of the Am¬ 
erican scene. Many economists feel 
that areas of greatest economic 
growth in the future will be in the ser¬ 
vice areas. This will mean new types 
of jobs and new opporutnities for peo¬ 
ple seeking second careers. 

From ceramics to civics, mathe¬ 
matics to music, a variety of oppor¬ 
tunities await the older person who 
has a genuine desire to enrich his free 
time with beauty and delight.

says. 

Radon enters homes through 
cracks and fissures in the building 
where it contacts with the soil. This 
means it generally enters dwellings 
through the basement or ground level 
floors. 

The state public health radiation 
control program, provides consumers 
with information about radon, and a 
list of companies that conduct radon 
tests, says Hallisey. 

Hallisey agrees that residents who 
test and find levels above four 
picocuries should contact the depart¬ 
ment of public health. Levels between 
four and 20 picocurries should prompt 
residents to seek advice about addi¬ 
tional testing. 

“At levels above 20, we will come 
out to test accuracy if they call,” 
Hallisey said. 

Often homeowners will not call or 
will not seek additional testing for 
fear the presence of radon will lower 
the value of there property. This, says 
Hallisey, should not be so, as the pro¬ 
blem can generally be remedied with 
no lasting effects. 

Hallisey agrees that most radon 
concerns can be quickly addressed 
and warns residents should not be 
overly alarmed at initial test results. 
E.P.A. risk estimates are based on 
occupancy of the area for 75 percent 
of the time over 70 years. 

This, he said, means high concen¬ 
trations in areas where residents may 
not spend much time — such as un-

finished basements — are not of as 
great a concern as bedrooms which 
are occupied for a large part of each 
day. 

Keene estimates 10-15 percent of 
homes have concentrations greater 
than four picocurries. Although there 
are some general guidelines as to who 
may be at risk, experts agree there 
is not way to know what homes should 
be tested, other than to have them 
tested. 

“The only way to know for sure is 
to make a measurement,” says 
Keene. 

Homes more likely to have 
elevated concentrations of radon are 
single-family, owner-occupied homes, 
“in which lower levels are occupied 
for a long period of time,” says 
Hallisey. 

Multiple family dwellings, such as 
apartments, and “drafty Victorian 
style homes which have a lot of ven¬ 
tilation,” are less apt to have a pro¬ 
blem, Hallisey says. 

Residents who would like informa¬ 
tion about radon, or a list of firms 
which test for radon, can contact the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health Radia¬ 
tion Control Program.

cent increase in water rates. Last 
year’s rate of $.325 per million gallons 
of water is going up to $3,57 per million 
gallons, he says. 

He attributes the 300 million gallon 
decrease in MWRA water use to 
water conservation and heavy rain¬ 
falls. “We didn’t have to augment the 
reservoir as much,” Grant says. 

Winchester’s water pipes are 
carefully monitored to ensure the net¬ 
work does not leak, and Grant says 
they are in fairly good condition.

Want to save water? 
Board offers ideas 

Although this year the town’s water bill went down, the decrease can’t 
be taken for granted. 

“For three consecutive years, we’ve had rate increases in water and 
sewer services.” says Paul Di Natale of the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority, the agency that supplies nearly half of Winchester’s 
water needs. 

“We are strongly urging residents, municipalities and industries to Ix'gin 
a water conservation program,” he says. 

Such a program could mitigate the impact of future increases as the 
MWRA continues its cleanup of Boston Harbor. 

Some suggestions from the MWRA for residents wishing lo conserve 
water: 

* Install low-flow showerheads. The move will save 7..500 gallons of \val<‘r 
per household each year. 

* Use faucet aerators for extra water savings. 

* Install dams in toilet tanks. 

Change your habits — don’t run the faucet while shaving or brushing your 
teeth. 

* Instead of running the faucet lo gel cold drinking water, keep a bottle 
of water in the refrigerator. This small step can save several gallons, Di 
Natale reports. 

■* Operate the dishwasher only when it is full. 

* When washing your car. turn off the water when you are not using it. 
Although Di Natale says he doesn’t know exactly how much water is wasted 
by letting water run out of the hose, it is a significant amount. 

For municipalities, he suggests instituting a leak detection and repair 
program for town water pipes. 

In Quincy, for example, a town which gets all its water from the MWRA, 
nearly one million gallons of water per day were saved just by fixing one 
pipe.

Surreal Sweet 
Table is 
flawless

The American Repertory thea¬ 
tre, with its stunning production of 



Ronald Ribman’s Sweet Table at the 
Richelieu, has mounted one of its 
finest efforts to date. 

The play about nobility and 
charlatanism, is poetic and rich in 
language and totally penetrating. 

Ribman paints seductive word 
pictures on a magnificient 
panoramic canvas. His play has a 
dream-like, surrealistic quality: it is, 
at once, comedic yet desperate and 
tragic. 

Andrei Serban’s direction is one 
of sheer genius and the work of the 
entire ensemble is flawless. 

The sets are breathtaking. The 
costumes are utterly exquisite, with 
John Conklin responsible for both, 
and Howell Binkley’s lighting is in 
total harmony. 

Sweet Table opens with a 



furious sleigh ride through a driv¬ 
ing snow storm. Aside from the 
driver, its sole occupant is im¬ 
perious old Frau Von Kessel 
(wonderfully portrayed by Elizabeth 
Franz). 

A distressed young woman, 
Jeanine Cendrars (Lucinda Childs), 
pleads for a ride to the spa, and the 
Frau grudgingly acquiesces. Wrap¬ 
ped in furs and blankets, the Frau 
refuses to share her protective 
coverings with the freezing Jeanine. 

They arrive at the mysterious 
Richalieu, a gracious, elegant spa in 
an Old World setting. 

The clerk, Cathy (Lynn 
Torgove), recognizes Jeanine as 
having spent her honeymoon there 
and assigns her to the bridal suite. 
But Jeanine has made no reserva¬ 
tion, although she is listed on the 
register and her luggage has been 
forwarded. 

The Frau is infuriated that the 
clerk accomodated Jeanine first 
and has compounded the insult by 
giving her the bridal suite. 


When the clerk informs her that 
she has neither reservations nor ac¬ 
comodations, that the spa is filled 
and that she must leave, the Frau 
is beside herself. Jeanine intervenes 
on her behalf and finally a room is 
located. 

One by one the touching and 
mysterious guests arrive—the 
beasts of civilization—people of dif¬ 
ferent destinies and nationalities. 

That evening the curious 
assemblage of characters gather 
around the formal dessert table for 
after-dinner conversation.

ing and dancing. 

The slopes themselves are 
beautifully designed and groomed. 
The 4.000-foot mountain offers 
more than 2,100 feet of vertical 
drop. More than 100 acres are 
covered with snowmaking. 

Two lift bases allow skiers to 
criss-cross the mountain in a figure 
eight pattern. 

The gondola goes right to the 
summit, where a 360-degree view 
spreads out to the earth’s edges on 
a clear day. 

From the second lift area in the 
next valley a chair lift runs up to just 
below the peak. From either lift 
skiers can drop into either valley. 
Other chairs and T-bars climb part 
way up the mountain. A triple chair 
provides access to a number of 
reasonably hairy expert slopes. 

Jay Peak is rather less crowded 
than other big ski areas by virtue of 
its far north location. Lift waits are 
short, sometimes even nonexistent.

a bit, and discovered that my skis 
were almost half off a cliff. Three 
more inches and I would have gone 
over. 

Well, somehow I got out of there 
and hung up my skis for what I 
thought was for good. 

Much time passed. Somewhere 
in there I took up bicycle riding. 
Without long explanations, let's Just 
say I ended up spending three sum¬ 
mers riding my bike through the 
Alps. 

Alpine riding has two major 
components: going up and going 
down. 

Going up is a massive effort. 
You grunt in low gears for kilometer 
after kilometer of relentless grade. 

Going down is a study in high¬ 
speed control. You weave back and 
forth across the switchbacks, app¬ 
ly the brakes judiciously and 
generally try not to wipe out as you 
fly down the slope. 

Beginning to sound familiar? 
The consequences of a wipe-out on 
Swiss pavement are a lot more dire 
than those of a simple spill on the 


snow. Anyway, it didn’t actually oc¬ 
cur to me at the time that I was 
practicing skiing, but I was. Head 
hrst, weight forward, I would 
balance on those thin wheels and 
scream down out of the cool, dry air 
of the highlands into the humidity 
of the flats below. I must have 
descended 30 or 40 passes that 
way. 

Back In the States more time 
passed. Then one day Greg the Hot¬ 
dog started cajoling me. 

"Come on," he said. "Skiing’s 
easy. It’s fun. You’re in good shape. 
You can do it. Just come on up with 
me. You can rent equipment on the 
slopes." 

I had absolutely no idea of the 
evolution that had taken place in 
ski equipment. Incredible boots had 
been designed. Skis were ail plastic 
and metal. Bindings had become 
super-safe and easy to get into. 
When I brought out my extra pair 
of woolen socks, Greg laughed and 
told me to put them away: the new 
boots are so hyper-insulated, there 
is no need for bulky socks. 


Greg is a native Vermonter. He 
was born with skis on his feet. When 
he skis, he looks like a fish swim¬ 
ming in the Caribbean; he just rip¬ 
ples down the slope. He also is very 
social and would rather ski slowly 
with his companions than rocket off 
by himself. So he stayed with me, 
giving me pointers as we went 
along. 

And it all came together: early 
ski lessons, Alpine biking and a 
friendly instructor. I became an in¬ 
stant hotdog. Suddenly I couldn’t 
get enough speed. Going down the 
hill became the point, not the point 
to be avoided. I had adopted the 
essential skier’s attitude 
characterized by the famous words: 
go for it. 

We opened and closed the lifts 
for three days straight, and I was 
still panting for more.

pie of nights. Why don’t you go with my roommate, learn to ski and 
come up to my company condo for a ski weekend." 

Good idea! There was no backing out now. fve done some risky 
things in the past like riding a bicycle through Boston traffic. If I’m 
dumb enough to do that I guess I can take a chance and ski. 

The name ol the place is Boston Hills, and for a beginning skier 
like myself, this lillle hill looked more like Ml. Everest. I laughed ner¬ 
vously when I thought ol the possibility of skiing down one of those 
steep slopes. 

I know, ol course. Iliat I would not be encouraged to try this slope 
on my liist night. 

1 guess there are some people who would blindly lead themselves 
down the hill. Those fearless ones love to test their limits. I wanted 
to go with the tried and true method — lessons. 

Here I am with seven other beginners getting our first lesson from 
horman the Californian. 

Here al Boston Hills we teach the American Ski Method, as op¬ 
posed to the European Ski Method. The first thing you II learn is how 
to fall, they told me. ’When you havt? no control ovei w'here your skis 
ale taking you, and all attempts at stopping fail. lall. It's better than 
tunniiu] into a tiee or another skiei." 

Iiue. I he last Ihitig I want to do is hit a tree. Although hitting 
another skiei wouldn't be so liad.lt w'ould certainly stop you and it's 
beltei than hitting a tree. 

Ne.\t we learned what the lall-line was. that line that takes you and 
your skis down the slope when lacing that direction. 

The best w-ay to counteract that action is to stand perpendicular 
to the lall-line. This is very useful il you do not wish to make an un¬ 
wanted run Cown the slope. Once you stand perpendicular to the fall¬ 
line you gel up the hill by side-stepping. 

OK. Tve learned to stand perpendicular lo the fall-line and how to 
side-step. I’m content lo just stand there and look good. 

Bui. I wasn’t about to gel oil that easily! Now' there was the pro¬ 
blem ol getting down the slope and then turning around to meet the 
challenge. 

This maneuver is called pie-stepping, and it’s what il sounds like. 
1 he steps create a pie wedge palletn. Pie-stepping is related to the snow' 
plow and the herringbone. The herringbone is just another way of ascen- 
tlinc) tin* slope, and the snow plow is one way ol descending the slo[ie. 
like heinij pifjeon-toed. 

Some |)eople are quite content lo go down the slope in that man- 
ni'i; it insures they are less likely to lall. 

I say less likely because as you know w hen you’re a beginner you’re 
bound lo have youi sliaie ol tails. TIv.'n we did some maneuvering down 
the slope. 

lutn left, lean right. Turn right, lean left. 

Watc h out! Here come the hot ski students Itesh from their first lesson. 

I slowly worked my way up the beginner’s slope, affectionately 
known as the bunny-slope, using the side-stepping method then swit- 
( hiiuj lo the hcriinghone. I linally abandoned the skis to walk up the 
slo[)e — much taslei. 

I then proceeded in a downwardly direction so as not to fall, but 
that did not stop me. Nope. 1 fell anyway. Falling down is half the fun 
of skiing. I was told. 

I believe that half the fun ol skiing is watching other people fall: 
moreso if you are an advanced skier. It’s more fun if it happens on the 
bunny-slope. 

I thought there had to be a trick lo this. I made my way back to 
the top. My mind wandered back to those unheeded words of advice. 

Skiing is i*asy. just go with the flow, use your balance, and you’ll 
be line. 

I thou(|lit. all licjlit. let s tt\ it. I lie slope is relatively cleat. Relax. 
lAjsh oil. Here comes a tliop. turn to the lelt. lean riglit. Watch for that 
1)1(1 lotk. lurn right, lean lelt. Don’t gel loo close to the fence, turn 
away Irom the poles. 

Almost to the bottom. One last lurn. make the final stop. Perfect! 

II was lanlaslic: I was ready lo go again. I went back to the top as 
last as my little feel would lake me. I thought I had this licked. 

OH again. Whoah! Keep your balance. Watch out for that skier! Fall! 
!!?^!?!t''!tt! skier! Get up. go a bit further. Fall! Blast! 

T his run was shot. I never got down again without falling. The first 
run must have been beginner’s luck. 

By this time the tow-rope w'as running. I grabbed the rope and went 
lor a ride. I didn I quite make it. Hallway up I lost control ol my skis 
and wiped out.

MEDICAL STAFF 
MONITORS PROGRESS 

Anyone considering a weight 
loss program or a diet of any 
type should first check out its 
safety. Medical supervision 
within the staff is a must and 
Physicians Weight Loss Centers 
have excellent credentials.

womanizing husband Henri (Nestor 
Serrano). The Frau’s late husband, 
the Baron, was a member of the 
Krupp family that controlled the 
political destiny of many nations. 
Now she is alone. 

Mimosa Klein (Harriet Harris) is 
a product of Boston, Newport, and 
Wellesley College. A famous writer, 
she is haunted by the picture of a 
centaur (sexual overtone). 

She plays games of masochism 
and sadism with crude Franco 
Boupacha (Thomas Derrah), 
showering him with verbal abuse. In 
return, Franco humiliates her, for¬ 
cing her to grovel on her knees for 
a taste of dessert. 

In one of the play's most har¬ 
rowing scenes. Franco presses his 
switch blade to Dr. Atmos’s throat, 
prepared to slice him from ear to 
ear!

Stoppard 
takes zaney look 
at life 

Jumpers, by Tom Stoppard, will 
open in previews Saturday, March 
7, at the Huntington Theatre. 

Stoppard’s free-wheeling com¬ 
edy will be directed by Jacques 
Cartier. 

Jumpers previews March 7. 8 
and 10; opens Wednesday. March 
11, and will run through March 29. 

In Jumpers, an eccentric 
philosopher named George at¬ 
tempts to prepare a speech justify¬ 
ing man’s existence, only to be in¬ 
terrupted by a barrage of distrac¬ 
tions ranging from his seductive 
wife to philosophical gymnasts and 
a misplaced corpse. 

Emotion upstages logic as 
George searches for his pet rabbit, 
his wife searches for romance, and 
the police search for a missing 
jumper.

Artist’s world is on a table 


What Now? 


Nineteen pastel and two char¬ 
coal drawings by Donna Savastio 
comprise an exhibit entitled Table 
Settings at Julia Saul Gallery in 
Sudbury. Still life shares its role 
with color, light, and planar rela¬ 
tionships as the subject of these 
works. 

Artist Savastio describes her 
choice of the objects of table set¬ 
tings — plates, teapots, cups and 
saucers, table linens — in terms of 
form, saying she enjoys "setting up 
the formal problem of dealing with 
elliptical shapes on a flat surface." 

By often viewing a tabletop 
from above, looking down into 
china vessels and containers, re¬ 
moving sugar bowl and teapot lids 
then placing them on the table, Sa¬ 
vastio brings attention to the formal 
relating of shape-to-plane. She also 
uses objects’ cast shadows, as well 
as the stripes, folds and floral pat¬ 
terns of the table linens, to control 
eye movement across the planar 
surfaces that support the objects 
and incorporate them into the 
whole of the pictures. 

Shapes are knit together with an 
eye for the relief of contrast. The 
large geometric plane is set against 
the gauzy, soft curves of floral china 
or linen pattern. The wide stripe of 
a tablecloth cuts a broad path 
across the picture plane, marking 
the frontal boundaries of a space in 
which objects are placed with deli¬ 
cacy, and, at the same time, sturdy 
and concrete resolution. 

It is Savastio’s color and light, 
though, that give resonance to the 
tabletops with objects scattered 
across and settled upon them. As if 
to prove the point, the two charcoal 
drawings, rich in tonal patterning 
and linear description of space, 
seem drained of life and light next 
to the luminous pastels. 

At once both atmospheric and 
decorative, color comes to inhabit 


a shape, localizing itself while at the 
same time affecting and being in¬ 
fluenced by surrounding color and 
light. 

A blue bowl sings out with sharp 
clarity against the filmy whites 
around it. The refrain of its nearby 
lid collaborates for a Jaunty visual 
rhythm. A creamy yellow fan rests 
like a soft, folded sun on another 
table’s pale horizon, backed by a 
thick, deep grey ground beyond. 

A frothy green quivering near 
the surface of Octagonal Plates 
unifies the scattered china and 
napkins across the table’s top be¬ 
fore submerging itself in the deep 
olive patterned cloth that drops off 
the edge. 

Light trips across one picture in 
a sunny, airy mood, then sinks in¬ 
to another, brooding. 

Savastio approaches the world 
of her tabletops with conviction and 
respect for the pictorial and emo¬ 
tional range of this cast of domestic 
objects. 

Julia Saul Gallery is located in 
Mill Village at 359 Boston Post Rd.

Medford is diverse city, prices climb 


The general range for residences

The general upswing in Boslon- 
area real estate prices has carried 
housing in the city of Medford along 
with it. 

According to Richard DeLuca, 
operator of DeLuca Real Estate. 
Escott/DeLuca Condominiums, and a 
vice president of the Greater Boston 
Real Estate Board, the average price 
of a single-family home in Medford is 
now $14.5.000. 

Condomini«ims go for an average 
of $135,000. Multi-family units fetch 
$190,000. DeLuca says. 

The general range for residences 
is $129,000 to $200,000 for single fami¬ 
ly homes. $89,000 to $200,000 for con¬ 
dominium. and $170,000 to $300,000 for 
multi-family units. 

'•Compared to most of the surroun¬ 
ding cities we are substantially more 
convenient to public transportation, 
shopping, major highways and 
downtown Boston. " says John 
lleenan of Jerry Wolfson .Associates, 
a real estate firm. 

"'riiat’s what puts us on the map 
I with out-of-state buyershe adds. 
"This is the first city you're going to 
.see coming from out of state that in 
any way resembles a bedroom com¬ 
munity." 

Medford has no rent control. That. 


along with the proximity of Tufts 
University and its apartment-seeking 
student b^y. gives the city a very ac¬ 
tive rental market. This market at¬ 
tracts buyers of multi-family units, 
says Heenan. He is also president of 
councils G and H of the Greater 
Boston Real Estate Board. 

DeLuca characterizes the market 
as "getting back to normal" after 
several years of explosive price in¬ 
creases. He predicts a 10 percent hike 
in the year ahead. 

"What’s out there is selling 
realistically,” says DeLuca. “Interest 
rates haven’t been low’er for years, 
^’ou can get a 30-year fixed as low as 
B'G percent.” Transaction levels re¬ 
main about the same as 1986, accor¬ 
ding to DeLuca. 

Another advantage to buying pro¬ 
perty in Medford, according to 
lleenan. is its relative valuation. “In 
comparison to the western suburbs, 
our real estate is still significantly 
undervalued.” he says. 

I’here has Ikhmi a great deal of con¬ 
dominium growth, according to 
Heenan. 

“965 condos are currently assess¬ 
ed." he says, “and another 1,000 are 
in the plan." He also notes that the 
town contains 7,600 single family 
homes, 4.‘200 two-family units, and 500 


three-family units. 

Medford abuts the towns of Win¬ 
chester. Stoneham, Melrose, Malden. 
Everett (across the Malden River), 
Somerville, and Arlington. 

Medford was formed as a town 
Sept. 28. 1630, and was incorporated 
as a city May 81. 1892. The 1984 cen¬ 
sus put the population at 57,343. 

DeLuca calls the community 
"mostly blue collar," but young pro¬ 
fessionals have begun to settle in 
Medford, attracted by its convenient 
location and affordable housing. 

Heenan describes the city as “a lit¬ 
tle bit crowded," but observes that 
recreational facilities are available. 

(3n the border with Arlington lies 
the Lower Mystic Lake, which offers 
swimming and boating. To the north, 
some sections of the Middlesex Fells 
Reservation are open to the public for 
walking, cross-country skiing, and 
other outdoor uses. 

Those who enjoy salt water can get 
10 Revere Beach quickly. Along the 


Mystic River the Shell offers outdoor 
entertainment and programs in the 
summer. 

In addition, there are a number of 
historic homes, notably the Royal 
House, one of the earliest houses built 
in Medford. 

Col. Isaac Royal rebuilt the house 
in 1723 as a dwelling for 27 slaves. 
Gen. John Stark made it his head¬ 
quarters before the evacuation of 
Boston in 1776. Now the house is main¬ 
tained by the Royal Association. 

Another bit of history: Amelia 
Earhart, the first pilot to fly solo from 
Honolulu to California, and the first 
woman to cross the Atlantic, moved 
to Medford with her mother and 
younger sister, Mariel, in 1924. 
Amelia’s plane disappeared between 
New Guinea and Howland Island in 
1937 as she attempted the first solo 
flight around the world. Mariel still 
calls Medford her home. 

On the darker side, Medford rum 
was reputed to be the best made in the 


state. It was manufactured by the 
Lawrence family. 

James Pierpont, pastor of the 
Medford Uniartan Church, wrote 
Jingle Bells in the early 18.50s. 

Fanny Farmer of cookbook fame 
spent her childhood in Medford in the 
1860s. 

The city also has its share of 
museums, playgrounds and sports 
facilities. 

A good network of public transpor¬ 
tation facilities eases getting to and 
from surrounding areas. The MBTA 
goes directly to downtow-n Boston, 
and buses criss-cross the city. 

Route 93 cuts right through the ci¬ 
ty and makes getting to the high-tech 
industry around route 128 a matter of 
minutes. Going the other way, route 
93 pours directly into the central 
artery and downtown Boston. 

“We have two estates." say 
Heenan. referring to the upscale 
developments of the Lawrence 
Estates and the Brooks Estates. The 
estates feature three to five iK'droom 
single-family homes in colonial, 
tudor, cape and salt box styles. Many 
are brick, according to Heenan. and 
there is ample green space. 

“We’re a very diverse cit\. We 
have a little bit of everything," 
Heenan says.

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Funds 
for safe 
fields 
sought

'I’lie .school committee will sponsor 
two town meeting articles to fund 
design studies for the Aml)rose and 
Lincoln School playfields. 

Although no (lollar figure is attach¬ 
ed to the requests for funding on the 
tc . n meeting warrant, town engineer 
Jake Ciarcia has estimated costs for 
a traffic study in the Ambrose area 
will amount to about $5,000. 

Superintendent Charles Mitsakos 
told sch(K)l committee members Ciar¬ 
cia is in the final stages of negotiating 
^\^ agreement with an engineering 
fi. m to conduct the study. 

Ciarcia recommended a traffic 
study be conducted before final plans 
for a change in the road system are 
designed. The road now circulates 
around the school, separating the 
school from playing areas and 
creating a safety hazard. 

Total design costs, according to a 
capital plan developed last year, 
would amount to $468,000 to relocate 
playfields and redesign the roadway 
at Ambrose. 

Costs to renovate the grounds of 
Lincoln School, according to the same 
plan, are an estimated $247,000. 

The school committee is going to 
town meeting for initial funding 
because this year’s capital planning 
committee did not include the items 
in the town budget. 

Because the finance committee 
will make a recommendation to town 
meeting whether or not the projects 
should be funded, parents plan to 
meet with chairman Jerry Polcari to 
discuss the reasons for the 
renovations. 

The Ambrose project would 
redirect traffic now exiting on High 
Street through the rear of the proper¬ 
ty and out onto Westland Avenue. 

Playfields to the east of the school 
would be moved to the west side, 
away from the roadway. 

Although the school committee 
has asked for a cheaper, less com¬ 
plicated solution to the Ambrose safe¬ 
ty issue, Ciarcia has not yet submit¬ 
ted a new design, school committee 
chairman Michael Ronayne told com¬ 
mittee members. 

Ronayne stressed the importance 
of showing town meeting a complete, 
up-to-date plan before asking for in- 
tial funds. 

Problems at Lincoln School also 
involve safety issues. Parents of Lin¬ 
coln students complain the surface of 
the playground is contributing to a 
high amount of eye injuries and skin 
abrasions. 

Plans would upgrade the play 
space and surface and construct a 
fence around the property. 

While school committee members 
debated over which article to place on 
the warrant first, chairman Michael 
Ronayne said he was hesitant to put 
a precedence on either project. 

In other actions, assistant 
superintendent Robert Fitzgerald 
recommended taking North Shore 
Bus Company up on its two-year con¬ 
tract option instead of seeking other 
bids. 

After a survey of costs of transpor¬ 
tation in nearby school districts, Fit¬ 
zgerald said he found other com¬ 
munities to be paying about the same 
or more for their transportation 
needs. 

Winchester pays North Shore 
$132.50 per day for each of the eight 
buses it runs on town roads. 

The price “is probably as good as 
we can gel," F'itzgerald told commit¬ 
tee members. “My recommendation 
is to not go out to bid but roll over for 
the next two years."

Tannery site rezone 
sparks town officials 
to probe safety issue

Two articles concerning a Cross 
Street development to be put on the 
town meeting warrant brought town 
officials out in force to Monday’s 
selectmen’s meeting. 

Representatives of the planning, 
health, conservation and toxic waste 
committees attended the meeting to 
discuss Angelo Marotta’s proposed 72- 
unit development on a former tannery 
site. 

Although the articles the 
developer plans to put on the warrant 
concern a zoning change from light 
industrial to residential, and approval 
of an acce.ss road, much of the discus¬ 
sion focused on sludge found on the 
site. 

The gelatinous sludge on the site 
contains some heavy metals and is 
“non-hazardous" in nature, although 
there are pockets of hazardous 
materials mixed in, said William J. 
St. Hilaire, a representative for the 
developer. 

“Obviously there is an overriding 
concern about the sludge material 
and it is necessary to point out it is not 
classified as toxic waste," said 
Lawrence Murray, attorney for 
Marotta. 

Although Murray said rezoning for 
residential use would place the 
strictest restrictions on how the waste 
could be encapsulated or disposed of.

some officials were not convinced. 

“If it was not a hazardous waste, 
or a toxic waste, then the DEQE 
I Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering! would not Ih' in¬ 
volved. We want to be fully assured 
that whatever is done to that site that 
the public health is not jeapordized," 
selectman Robert Deering said. Deer- 
ing also serves as chairman of the 
town toxic waste committee. 

Stephen Black-Schaffer. a Ixiard of 
health member, said wastes could be 
holdovers from a tannery that was 
located there early in the century. 
After the tannery, the site housed a 
gelatin factory. 

“The fact that it had l)een a tan¬ 


nery explains (he fact that it is con¬ 
taminated with the.se heavy metals." 
Black-Schaffer said. 

Black-Schaffer and members of 
other boards expressed concern that 
(he developer address the issue of 
waste in studies and reports to be 
made available to all of the boards. 

“1 think I can summarize the opi¬ 
nion of the board of health as we are 
waiting to see," Black-Schaffer said. 

“The burden of proof is on the ap¬ 
plicant." Betty Vanderbilt of the con¬ 
servation comi.ssion said. She said the 
developer must prove the develop¬ 
ment presents no hazard to the peo-

Cherry sheet changes 
‘peanuts,’ says Maurer

The town will get less than expected but will also pay less than expected. 

That is the message on the state "cherry sheet," received this week 
by town manager W. Chadwick Maurer. 

"The net increase on the cherry sheet is about $40,000," Maurer told 
the board of selectmen Monday night. 

The cherry sheet is the form the state sends out to all cities and towns 
listing the state aid and assessments for state services to that community. 

Maurer explained that the town received $10,946 less than expected in 
state aid, but was assessed $50,896, less than expected for state services. 

"This represents about a $305,000 increase over last year’s cherry 
sheet," Maurer said. 

The board welcomed the news that the town would have a little more 
cash in its coffers, as a result. 

"So the news isn’t all bad. Good news for the budget projections for a 
change," chairman of selectmen Wade M. Welch said, 

Maurer previously stated in preparing the town budget that aid and 
assessments by the state would not help or hurt the town a great deal. The 
town simply was not relying on the funds, he said. 

Of the favorable cherry sheet, Maurer said that in terms of the budget 
as a whole, the money did not amount to much. 

"It’s peanuts," Maurer said. _ 


National programs falter 
through cutbacks: Muggia

Winchester is not alone when it 
stuggles with occasional fiscal and 
political problems, says selectman 
Juddith Muggia. 

Muggia recently returned from 
Washington D.C. where she attended 
the National League of Cities annual 
congressional city conference. 

Although Winchester is not a 
member of the league of cities, Mug¬ 
gia attended on her own and return¬ 
ed with a new view of legislation af¬ 
fecting Winchester and other cities 
and towns. 

"The effect of the dismantling of 
the federal and state partnership has 
been devastating," Muggia says. 

Programs cut or eliminated under 
the Reagan administrations include 


social and educational programs 
formed during the administrations of 
Dwight Eisenhower, Richard M. Nix¬ 
on. and John F. Kennedy, Muggia 
says. 

“It was a bi-partisan effort to see 
these things come through,” Muggia 
says. 

While such programs are being 
cut, paying interest on the national 
debt costs the average family about 
$2,400 annually, she says. This is one 
area of concern addressed by the 
league of cities lobbying efforts, she 
says. 

“When money spent on our own 
citizens has gone down by 50 percent, 
we are spending more and more on 
foreign aid," Muggia says. 

Through the league conference. 


Muggia says she learned that the 
federal government has lost more 
than $800 billion in revenue since the 
tax reform movement of 1980. 
Because of the reform, this money 
simply is not available for programs 
which are vital to cities and towns. 

The league of cities is now lobby¬ 
ing to hold tax reform at its current 
level rather than let it continue to 
lower certain taxes and further 
decrease federal revenues. The 
league is also lobbying to close tax 
loopholes, reduce military and 
foreign aid spending and impose a 
one-half percent tax on sellers and 
buyers in all stock market 
transactions. 

"If you look at the income of 
brokerage firms it is hard to imagine 


such a tax would be too painful,” says 
Muggia. 

Such measures are needed to con¬ 
tinue to fund, and in some instances 
re-establish, programs vital to cities 
and towns across the nations, she 
says. 

“Both drug abuse and education 
programs are absolutely on the block. 
Where are we if we do not educate our 
children’.^’’ says Muggia. 

In Washington, Muggia joined 3(XX) 
other representatives of cities and 
towns who shared concerns about get¬ 
ting social “safety net” programs 
back into the federal budget. The 
number of concerned citizens at the 
conference illustrated how wide¬ 
spread such concerns are. and added

‘You look interesting’ is Haber’s opener 

Winchester woman counted among Boston Woman’s interesting 100

Barbara Haber already has an 
opening line lor her next social 
(unction. 

Sbe II walk up to a guest, give her 
a once-over, and .say. ‘‘You look in¬ 
teresting." 

While it might not be the most 
original opener of all time, that line 
is bound to pop up at a party honor¬ 
ing the too women named the most in¬ 
teresting in town by Boston Woman 
magazine. 

As one of the honorees. Haln'r. who 
lives in Winchester, will undoubted¬ 
ly be subject to the same kind of 
sidelong glance. 

Part of what makes her intriguing 
is her work as curator of Scbicsinger 
Library on Women’s History in 
America at Hadcliffe College. 

Coming from the midwest in 1%(5 
when her husband took a job at a local 
university. Haber was eijuipped with 
degrees from the University of 
Wisconsin and the University of 
Chicago. 

Through a “combination of luck 
and luck.” sbe .says, she returned to 
school at Simmons College and earn¬ 
ed a degr(‘e in library science. 

Haber landed a job with the 
Schlesinger Library, then a small col¬ 
lection of about 8,000 books. The 
library appealed to her because, she 
says, “I felt I could read them all.” 

When she became curator of 
books, she directed the grow'th of the 
library to its pre.sent collection of 
about 80.000 volumes. 

Her entrance into the field of 
women’s history couldn’t have had

better timing. “The women’s move¬ 
ment began just after I arrived.” she 
says. As such, the collection 
chronicles the women’s movement 
and the women’s studies movement 
in a unique way. 

Haber says the Schlesinger is pro¬ 
bably the only resource in the coun¬ 
try with such an exhaustive collection 
of material. Students and authors use 
the library for their women’s studies 
research. Although the noncirculating 
collection is affiliated with Harvard 
University, a private institution, it is 
open to the public. 

Because she is responsible for 
building the library’s collection, 
Haber has to be a kind of a diviner, 
studying society’s trends to see what 
future historians will want to know. 

“A’ou can’t be sure w'hat social 
researchers will expect to find in a 
women’s history library,” she says, 
but feels the trendy diet-and-exercise 
phenomenon will be one of tbe targets 
of future investigators. 

Coming on the heels of the 
women’s movement, the emphasis on 
women’s fitness and awareness of 
their bodies seems curious. “Just at 
the time when women are liberated, 
they’re expected to look like 14-year 
old boys.” Haber says. 

The health and fitness books that 
have been hitting the bestseller lists 
are widely available now at local 
bookstores and public libraries, but 
they are precisely the books Haber in¬ 
cludes in the Schlesinger’s collection. 

The popular books, ignored by 
standard research libraries, will be 
lost unless they are housed in a per-

manent collection. “Unless we buy 
the materials, they will become 
.scarce.” Haber says. 

Haber sees one result of the 
women’s movement as placing the 
burden of work and family even more 
firmly on female shoulders. “Women 
still have a big problem with how to 
balance work and love,” she says, 
"especially in this particular govern¬ 
ment.” 

The lack of childcare programs in 
the workplace contributes to the 
burden. Haber was fortunate to be 
able to place her young son in 
Radcliffe’s progressive day care pro¬ 
gram and switch from part-time to 
full-time work. 

Haber balances her enthusiasm 
for her work with a love of cooking. 
She belongs to a group of culinary 
historians, which began with five or 
six people picnicking on a Radcliffe 
lawn and since has burgeoned into a 
membership of 150. 


A love of history and cooking are 
a natural combination lor Haber. She 
.says historians now .ire taking a 
clo.ser look at the history of f(HKl. delv¬ 
ing into lists of ingredients to gain a 
perspective on people’s attitudes 
about eating. I’he Schlesinger has 
5.000 cookbooks on il.^ shelves. 

The garden at Habei ’s Winchester 
home is a source lor fine, fresh 
vegetables in the summer, which she 
combines with fresh lish or whole- 
grain foods to create a meal. 

But Haber’s interest in cooking is 
not always work-related. ”1 believe 
people should let up. relax, and do 
other things.” she says, and she is 
proud of the fact she can whip up a 
terrific meal in less than 30 minutes. 

Being chosen as one of the most in¬ 
teresting women in town was a source 
of some amu.sement "It’s a little 
awkward, a little embarrassing, but 
it’s fun.” she says. "People are 
automatically curious.”

Lipman’s stories of differences 
tell students about other cultures 


Doug Lipman describes himself as 
a professional storyteller. 

To the 410 students, teachers, staff 
and parents at Lincoln .School, he is 
that and more. He is an "entertain¬ 
ing experience.” "a good expres¬ 
sionist who inspires us to invent our 
own stories.” and "someone who 
makes learning fun," according to 
some fourth-graders who recently in- 
terview'ed him. 

Lipman, Lincoln's Storyteller-in- 
residence for three months i through 
March), w-as not born a professional 
storyteller. 

He became interested in story tell¬ 
ing when teaching math to elemen¬ 
tary school children. He said the 
students just didn’t seem to listen or 
understand, so, to gel their attention, 
he started to tell stories. 

It must have worked, for Lipman 
has been telling stories and teaching 
parents, teachers, and students how 
to tell stories for more than 17 years. 

Lipman’s visit to Lincoln School, 
funded primarily by the School Im¬ 
provement Council, includes two all¬ 
school performances, 120 classroom 
sessions, two teacher workshops and 
five community outreach sessions at 
the Aberjona Nursing Home. 

The theme of his residency is "In¬ 
dividual Differences.” 

"Some tx?ople look at the dif¬ 
ferences between people . . the color 
of hair. skin, an accent, and say, Ah 
ha. we’re different. Therefore we 
should fight each other and 
disagree.’” explains Lipman. 

Through music and story, he pro¬ 
motes a different message, adding, 
"Our differences are to be celebrated.

But how did Lipman become a 
professional storyteller? 

To prepare himself, he read a lot. 
His collection of books today numlx?rs 


over 4000. 

Lipman says that part of his work 
involves promoting and advertising 
his business—for that is what profes¬ 
sional storytelling is. So far he has 
worked at more than 100 schools and 
conducted more than 300 workshops 
and programs. 

Lipman has performed in front of 
audiences as old as seniors 100 years 
of age and more to those so young that 
they had not yet been born. 

The professional storyteller sees 
little worth in much of today’s TV 
aimed at children because, he says, 
it is "missing heart." 

Cartoons and other shows lend to 
reinforce stereotypes and may in¬ 
fluence children’s ways of looking at 
people. Women may apix*ar prissy or 
fussy, timid, while men seem to be 
strong, brave, bearing huge 
muscles” 

In fact, reports one fourth grader, 
after an interview with Lipman, "ladies 
can be heroes and men can be 
scaredy cats. All people are different 
in ways yet are the same in other 
ways. Just to be yourself is okay.” 

To date, Lipman reports a warm 
welcome from the staff and students 
at Lincoln School, saying "everyone 
here makes me feel like Santa Claus.” 

That response is important to the 
storyteller who considei-s applause to 
he "imjKM-sonal.” adding that "what 
really means a lot to me is what they 
say afterwards” 

At Lincoln School, they are saying 
a lot. 

As one kindergartener pul it, "He 
(Lipman) is ‘wicked awesome ’ 1 like 
his songs and he makes me happy.”

A 
short videotape titled “It’s a Heart” 
finds the tinman, scarecrow and lion 
on a new kind of search—a heart for 
the tinman. Ultimately their journey 
leads them to the wizard w'ho gives 
the tinman a heart as well as a respon¬ 
sibility for caring for it. Another tape 
titled “The Heart That Changed Col¬ 
or” takes the tinman and scarecrow 
on a perilous journey through the land 
of Nicotine where they encounter the 
dreaded Queen Nicoteena in the dark 
and gloomy city of Smog. 

Additional materials included

Finally, the students put into prac¬ 
tice what they had learned by plann¬ 
ing and preparing their own lun¬ 
cheons. Guided by their teachers, 
each grade selected a menu that was 
both nutritionally sound and appeal¬ 
ing. Parents purchased food and early 
childhood education class under the 
direction of Harriet Nelson from Win¬ 
chester High assisted with the 


preparation. From the English muf¬ 
fin pizzas to the caramel-topped fruit 
fondues, it was obvious Muraco 
students learned their lessons well. 

Response to health and nutrition 
month has been overwhelmingly 
positive. Cydney Ambrose, chairman 
of the Enrichment Committee, has 
been flooded with thank you notes not 
only from Muraco students and 
teachers, but from the Winchester 
High participants as well. It is hoped 
that something that was enjoyed by 
so many will continue as a permanent 
part of the curriculum—just a little 
food for thought.

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O’Malley wants 
housing seat 


(KI)ITOK’S NOTE: The following 
release was submitted by Dennis M. 
O’Malley, candidate for election to 
the housing authority). 

At the present time, Winchester 
faces the prospect of making both a 
repayment to the state for all past 
discretionary funding that has come 
to our town and of losing all such 
future funding. This has come about 
by our continuing failure to keep our 
5-year-old compact with the Com¬ 
monwealth and build low and 
moderate income housing. 

I am a candidate for the housing 
authority not simply to fulfill this 
agreement, but more particularly, to 
fulfill our promises in a manner that 
best preserves that specialness and 
that dignity which is the essence of 
Winchester and its people. 

W'e will accomplish this in two 
steps: 


First, by the use of state and 
federal rent subsidy programs; and 
second, by the use of what is known 
as an inclusionary zoning by-law 
which I will propose immediately 
upon election. 

Rent subsidy programs allow a 
few families of moderate and modest 
means to live in Winchester by ren¬ 
ting from our existing housing stock 
and thereby reducing pressure for 
physical changes.

McCall-Taylor 
seeks plan board 


Jervey announces 
for re-election 


(KDITOH’S .NOTH: The following 
release was submitted by Maryann 
.MeCall-Taylor, candidate for re- 
election to the planning board). 

Maryann McCall-Taylor has an¬ 
nounced that she will seek re-election 
to the Winchester planning board for 
a second three year term. Currently 
chairman of the planning board she 
also served as its secretary for two 
years. In addition she serves on the 
fair housing committee, is a town 
meeting member and is chairman of 
the recently formed long range hous¬ 
ing plan committee. These activities 
reflect a long term interest in the 
areas of land use. zoning and housing, 
issues which are the focus of much of 
the planning board's activity.

‘The most important issues 
facing the planning board will con¬ 
tinue to be the town s efforts to pro¬ 
vide affordable housing and the 
careful disposition of the little re¬ 
maining vacant land. 

Efforts to provide affordable 
housing should not focus solely on 
responding to the agreement signed 
with the state but should be continued

living here. While town meeting has 
already provided for seven units of 
subsidized housing we still face the 
difficult task of developing a long 
range program. We cannot depend 
solely on the traditional housing 
assistance programs which are now 
Ix'ing cut back at the state and federal 
levels. Winchester’s housing plan 
should concentrate on what can be 
done at the local level with local con¬ 
trol. A promising approach is public- 
private partnership to allow more 
flexibility in dealing in the housing 
market. This is important if we are to 
take advantage of existing stock to 
provide housing and to formalize a 
mechanism for contributions from 
new construction. 

Whatever form the long range 
housing plan takes it is important to 
involve all interested parties early in 
the procc.ss so that the final plan will 
have support throughout the town. 

The same factors which have put 
housing out of reach of many are put¬ 
ting pressure on the little remaining 
vacant land in town. With soaring real 
estate values developers are looking 
at light industrial land for residential 
use. The conversion of light industrial 
areas should be examined for its im¬ 
pact on the neighbors, the town and 
its economic base. The planning 
hoard and the board of selectmen 
should together develop a policy on 
the long term mix of land use.” 

In addition to her town govern¬ 
ment experience McCall-Taylor is a 
member of the league of women 
voters, a Brownie leader, and an ac¬ 
tive board member of the Lincoln 
school association. She has a master’s 
degree in city planning from 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and a BA from Wellesley 
College. McCall-Taylor has profes¬ 
sional experience in planning as con¬ 
sultant to Arthur D. Little, Inc., the 
State of Massachusetts, and the 
American Bar Association. 

McCall-Taylor lives at 8 Sanborn 
Street with her husband Doug Taylor 
and her two children, Anna and John. 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: The following 
release was submitted by William 
Jervey, candlate for re-election to the 
School Committee). 

As a candidate for public office in 
Winchester, the issue which concerns 
me most deals not only with our 
public schools, but with our on-going 
ability to provide town-wide services 
in general. The town manager recent¬ 
ly submitted his budget which is 
naturally constrained by our an¬ 
ticipated revenues from property and 
excise taxes, fees, state aid and 
federal aid. In recent years, we have 
drawn down many of our reserve 
funds, so he has proposed that next 
year our town expenditures should not 
exceed those anticipated revenues. 
We have therefore been presented 
with a budget that calls for an in¬ 
crease in spending of 5.4 percent 
over this fiscal year 

Within the proposed budget, there 
are several major increases in ex¬ 
pense categories which are essential¬ 
ly non-discretionary unless the town 
were to reduce its work force by 
significant numbers. For example, 
our state pension fund assessment 
will increase nearly $140,000; group 
insurance and fire/police indem¬ 
nification over $160,000; and transfer 
station and NESWEC charges near¬ 
ly $125,000. The first, and smallest, 
debt service payment for the Town 
Hall renovations is due at $140,000. 
Some $900,000 has been allocated for 
contractual wage adjustments, and 
our recent labor contracts have been 
averaging about 4.5 percent—average 
for greater Boston, and certainly not 
extravagant. The school budget in¬ 
cludes an increase of $140,000 for 
transportation and $65,000 for special 
education tuitions (out-of-district 
placements). 

These items alone represent a 5.65 
percent increase over this year’s 
budget. They provide no new ser¬ 
vices. They support no new pro¬ 
grams. Yet they exceed the total 
budget increase by 25 percent. 
Without any consideration for the ef¬ 
fects of inflation on other budget 
items, we have already lost ground 
relative to the current budget and our 
current level of services. 

What does this mean? It means 
that we must borrow from our future 
to pay for the present. We do this in 
two ways. First, we do not adequate¬ 
ly fund capital replacement. The 
DPW and the capital planning com¬ 
mittee have developed a schedule for 
resurfacing the town’s roads. Based 
on the total miles of roads in Win¬ 
chester, and the average life of pave¬ 
ment, they have determined how 
many miles of roads should be re¬ 
paved each year, ro resurface the 
many miles of road next year would 


cost $2:i3.(KK). The budget proposes on¬ 
ly $140,(MM). At tluit level of funding, a 
road expected to last 15 years would 
not be resurfaced for 25 years. And 
there are similar examples in water 
and sewage projects, in town vehicle 
replacement schedules, and in the 
maintenance of town huildings,and 
recreation areas. 

Secondly, we will ultimately bor¬ 
row from the futun* by cutting out im¬ 
portant school programs and short¬ 
changing our children. For the years 
1981-1985 (the last years for which 
state-wide data are available), our 
school budget has grown at a slower 
rate than the state wide average. We 
have tried to be fiscally responsible, 
and at the same time we have been 
able to re-channel funds in ways that 
improve the quality of education we 
provide. FJementary pupil-teacher 
ratios have been reduced, early 
childhood programs have been im¬ 
proved, libraries have been re¬ 
stocked and some programs previous¬ 
ly sacrificed to Proposition 2''. have 
been revived. 

This year, however, we have been 
asked to reduce our requested 
operating budget by $220,000. On top 
of that, school related capital projects 
are being reduced by another 
$210,000. The current town-wide 
budget proposal would not even 
cover the increases in transportation 
and special education tuitions which, 
at this point, are unavoidable. Impor¬ 
tant programs are at risk: advanced 
placement, fine and applied arts, and 
business courses at Winchester 1 Ugh 
School; athletic programs; and ear¬ 
ly childhood programs. 

Winchester is now facing some dif¬ 
ficult decisions, and they will not go 
away for the next several years. All of 
our public bodies—from the board of 
selectmen to the school committee, 
from the finance committee to the 
housing authority, from the capital 
planning committee to the town 
meeting—must work together to pro¬ 
vide for the present without sacrific¬ 
ing the future. As one member of the 
finance committee said recently. 
“This is the year Proposition 2 '2 
comes home to roost."

In my initial announcement of can¬ 
didacy for selectman. 1 addressed 
issues I think important and com¬ 
mented on the role selectmen should 
play in dealing with them. However, 
expressing views about issues and l)e- 
ing an effective selectman are one 
thing, having the exi)erience and 
skills to execute those objectives is 
another matter. 

The home rule charter states that 
“...executive powers of the town shall 
be vested in the board of selectmen." 
Simply put. that board is responsible 
for managing the town’s business, an 
enterprise of over $30 million |)er year 
and about 800 employees. It stands to 
reason that a candidate’s manage¬ 
ment skills and experience should be 
an important factor as you make your 
choice on March 31st. 1 want to sum¬ 
marize some of my qualifications. 

My work is at Harvard Medical 
school where 1 direct functions hav 
ing to do with medical research, 
faculty appointments, payroll and 
faculty fringe benefits.

last fall. My service on that board has 
offered an opportunity to work on a 
variety of subjects including collec¬ 
tive bargaining, personnel policies, 
employee benefits and project to up¬ 
date the compensation plan. Our ac¬ 
tivities require close coordination 
with the town manager, the board of 
selectmen and the finance committee, 
experience that has provided an ex¬ 
cellent understanding of the work re¬ 
quired of a selectman. 

Following spring towm meeting in 
1985. the board of selectmen ap¬ 
pointed me to the special insurance 
advisory committee, a group formed 
to study and suggest ways that might 
reverse a trend of rapidly increasing 
town employee benefit costs. Our 
recommendations resulted in savings 
of over $100,000 in fiscal year 1986 and 
implementation of managed workers’ 
compensation program. 

Most recently moderator John 
Sullivan appointed me to serve on the 
town meeting special study commit¬ 
tee on low' and moderate income hous¬ 
ing where my principal contribution 
w'as in preparing and delivering 
reijorts made to the fall town meeting. 
Working on that committee has of¬ 
fered me first-hand experience with 
the housing issue and a broad 
perspective of this complex subject. 

This is a unique set of qualifica¬ 
tions. My job experience prepares me 
w-ell for the challenges that lie ahead, 
and my work on the boards and com¬ 
mittees helps me to understand the of¬ 
fice and its responsibilities. I am will¬ 
ing to listen, to cooperate, to lead 
responsibility, and to do the 
homework. The board of selectmen 
represents all of Winchester. It must 
provide leadership and direction by 
listening to opinions, studying the 
facts, engaging in constructive and 
congenial debate, and finally by 
establishing well-crafted, thoughtful 
policy. If elected, 1 will work con¬ 
tinuously to meet those objectives. 


Lombardi seeks 
planning seat

The planning board must continue 
to play a lead role in the character of 
new development and the 
maintenance of existing zoning by¬ 
laws. Having been raised in precinct 
one and as a current resident of 


precinct 8.1 believe that a [wirticular- 
ly keen eye should be fwiised on these 
two precincts in the next few years, 
due to the large number of proposed 
developments. 

1 am concerned that if I am not 
elected to the planning board that 
there will be virtually no planning 
board member who lives in this area 
where the concentration of our town 
population could increase 
dramatically.

Rotarian, past town meeting 
member, husband and father, I feel 
that I have the proper interests at 
heart to be an effective member of the 
planning board and w ould appreciate 
your support and an opportunity to 
serve you.

Winchester Hospital observed 
three-quarters of a century of caring 
this week i March 11 1 on the 7.5th an¬ 
niversary of its founding.

These continued for tw'o years. On 
February 1.1899, these same women

tion. Its purpose was to provide free 
nursing service for those who could 
not afford it. For those who could, a 
charge of $1 per visit was requested. 

The association very quickly 
received the backing and financial 
support of the townspeople. In 1906, 
the organization was formally incor¬ 
porated as the Winchester Visiting 
Nurse Association. Undoubtedly im¬ 
pressed, in 1909, Sophronia Harr¬ 
ington offered the town $50,000 to 
build a hospital as a memorial to her 
son, Frank. In response, a small 
group of businessmen undertook the 
challenge of raising an additional 
$50,000 they believed necessary to 
construct and equip the hospital. 
After six months, mostly because a 
majority of their members was heavi¬ 
ly committed to supporting other 
issues, they abandoned the idea. 

F'irmly believing that the best ap¬ 
proach to start out on a smaller scale, 
the Vistiing Nurse Association decid¬ 
ed to test for two years whether, in 
fact, a hospital in Winchester was

necessary and would be siit'cessful 
Taking a small amount from their 
treasury, and with additioriil gilts 
and pledges totally $7,000, they pur 
chased a three-story home on 
Washington Street known as Ihe I’odii 
House. 

Following a few minor alterations 
and the installation of some basic 
medical equipment, on March 11, 
1912, the association opened the 
12-bed Cottage Hospital. It flourished 
immediately, the demand for service 
exceeding the ability to supply them, 
thus making it quickly apparent that 
a larger hospital was necessary. 

This demand for hospital care, 
always met by the hospital’s commit 
ment to the community to pr ovide it, 
has characterized the hospital’s ex¬ 
istence and its grow'th to Ihe ijresijnl 
time.

Present, former scouts vs^ill recite promise on common ^ 
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Girl Scouts past and present let loose balloons Sunday at Winchester 
Junior High to mark the 75th anniversary of the group.

Today, Girl Scouls all over the 
country will kick off a year-long 
celebration of the 7.5th anniversary of 
the founding of their organization. 

In Winchester, current and former 
Girl Scouts will recite the scout pro¬ 
mise together on the town common, 
joining their voices with those of 
scouts nationwide. 

h’ounded in 1912 by Juliette (Gordon 
Low. scouting has been strong in Win¬ 
chester for the past 70 years. 

More than 250 colorful balloons 
dotted the sky over the junior high 
Sunday as dozens of (iirl .Scouts 
gathered to send their message of 
friendship across the miles. 

And scouts of all ages participated 
In a blood drive Tuesday, with 
Brownies making baked goods for the 
donors, .Juniors making posters, and 
Cadettes overseeing the donations. 

Troop leader Mary Ducey, a coor¬ 
dinator of the balloon launch, said she 
became reacquainted with scouting 
when her daughter joined the 
Brownies in first grade. She had been 
a Girl Scout as a child, and 
remembers the 50th anniversary 
celebration. 


So, by the time her daughter 
reached second grade, she says, “I 
was hooked." 

Ducey served as a Brownie leader 
for two years before she became co¬ 
leader of a Junior troop. 

She says the Girl Scout anniver¬ 
sary has called forth a large response 
from the community, including some 
former scouts who were in a Win¬ 
chester troop in the 1920’s. 

As a troop leader, Ducey and her 
three co-leaders try to stress com¬ 
munity service to their 45 Lincoln 
School girls, but scouting is not all 
work. Troops often go on overnight 
camping trips to area reservations. 

Ducey, a former teacher, says be¬ 
ing a leader is "very rewarding. I 
really enjoy kids." Her volunteer 
commitment to scouting has benefits. 
"I don’t think you get involved in 
anything unless you get a lot back, 
and I really do get a lot back," she 
says. 

After 70 years, interest in scouting 
remains at a high in town. 

"Winchester has a very strong 
program. There’s a lot of involvement 
and a lot of enthusiasm," Ducey says. 
"If we had more leaders, we would 
have more girls." 


"There has been a definite in¬ 
crease in the last two years," says 
leader Mary Johnson. "This year is 
the larr-gest enrollment, with well over 
400 gi rls In town.” 

Johnson, who was a Campfire Girl 
when she was a child, was also drawn 
to scouting through her daughter’s in¬ 
volve n.ient in Brownies. She became 
a leader for a second grade troop, and 
now i}> troop leader for a Junior troop 
of fourth, fifth and sixth graders at 
Mura CO School. 

"It’s been wonderful. I love it," 
she s£>.ys. "The girls are the best 
part. ’ 

A^> part of the citizenship badge, 
her t roop went on a field trip to the 
State house, where they met with state 
Hep. Sherman "Whip” Saltmarsh and 
took £1 tour of the governor’s office. 

Jcilinson is also the liaison between 
the Winchester scouting unit and the 
Boston council, trading information 
between the two and helping plan 
town wide activities. 

A tea for former and current adult 
Girl .Scouts is scheduled for this fall, 
and a party to commemorate founder 
Low’;s birthday is being planned for 
October.

The independent commission was 
established by the legislature in 1986 
and signed into law by the governor 
Dec. 24. It gives the more than 100.000 
handicapped adults in the state the 
same protection against home and in¬ 
stitutional abuse given to children and 
elderly. 


The new law requires doctors, 
nurses, psychologists, daiycare work¬ 
ers, foster parents, teac hers, social 
workers and police officers to report 
to the commission any abuse of dis¬ 
abled people. 

It also gives the three-Commis- 
sioner panel, appointed by the gover¬ 
nor, the power to run investigations 
of alleged abuse, and I'.o oversee 
probes by state agencies

Chris Verhaegan at Winchester High

Christophe Verhaegen will be 
graduating from Winchester High 
School this spring, but he’ll be leav¬ 
ing behind plenty of memories for 
Sachem sports fans. 

Verhaegen has been one of Win¬ 
chester’s top athletes. He has been a 
Middlesex League soccer all-star for 
the past three years, received honors 
as the league player of the year the 
past two seasons and was the state 
and New England player of the year 
for his performance as a midfielder 
last fall. 

Verhaegan has also received na¬ 
tional recognition for his soccer 
abilities with a selection to the 1986-87 
Gatorade Circle of Champions and as 
the only Massachusetts represen¬ 
tative in the Parade Magazine All- 
American High School Soccer Team. 

His athletic abilities also extend to 
basketball, where he has had two 
Middlesex League all-star seasons. 

Although a great athlete, 
Verhaegen is not truely an All- 
American " he’s Belgian. 

Verhaegen came to Winchester 
from Belgium five years ago and 
started seventh grade classes, which 
proved to be more difficult for him 
than for other students. 


“1 didn’t know any English before 
I came here. Just from TV’. There’s 
a lot of English over there on TV." 
V'erhaegen said. 

Verhaegen never took courses for 
English as a second language before 
or after coming to Winchester, and 
was scared when he entered the Win¬ 
chester school system. 

“That was tough, that was really 
scary. 1 didn’t know what was going 
on," V'erhaegen said, “The first cou¬ 
ple of months it was very hard, and 
then 1 just picked it up slowly. Now 
I speak almost as good as anyone 
else” 

Since then. V’erhaegen has Ixxjn an 
exceptional student, keeping a B 
average at Winchester High School 
and taking several advanced level 
courses. He will be attending Boston 
University on a full scholarship this 
fall and plans to study engineering. 

V'erhaegen played on his first soc¬ 
cer team at the age of six and has 
worked hard at it ever since. His first 
high school varsity season in Win¬ 
chester w.is during sophomore year 
and he has helped lead the Sachems 
since. 

"He’s an extremely skilled athlete, 
and he brought with him a lot of 
talent. It wasn’t a case of our develop¬ 


ing that talent, it was something he 
had. but he’s u.sed it very well. He’s 
worked well other players and with 
the team," Winchester soccer coach 
Gene Boulev said. 

V'erhaegen has led the Sachems in 
scoring over the past two years, an 
unusual feat for a midfielder, and. as 
a team captain, helped lead the 
Sachems to their first state soccer 
championship last fall. 

The attention Verhaegen has 
received is amazing, yet well deserv¬ 
ed, and the young athlett' tries not to 
let the awards and honors affect his 
performance. 

“It’s something good to have, but 
it doesn’t go to my head. Once that 
happens you lose everything. ” 
Verhaegen said. 

Verhaegen has also been a star on 
the basketball court for Winchester 
over the past two years. As a junior, 
he was second in scoring only to 
senior Hank Lynch. This year the6’!’’ 
guard led the team in scoring (18 
points per game, 3.')!) points lotah, 
assists (90), steals (47). field goals 
made and free throws made and was 
second in rebounds (117) only to l)’8 ” 
Eric Emeneau. 

The statistics are impressive, but 
Winchester basketball coach Mike

Borages thinks that Verhaegen 
sacraficed sonn’ of his offensive 
potential for the team. 

“He had to do (|uite a few things 
for us. After the first five or six games 
we moved him to |>oint guard. He took 
that sacrafice. it might have effected 
hisscoring, hut he did it unselfishly." 
Boyages said. 

What is even more amazing is that 
V’erhaegen nev«‘r played basketball 
until his freshman year because the 
sport is not [xipular in Belgium. 

His mam interest still lies with S(k‘- 
cer. He will Ih' playing soccer for the 
Boston University Terriers, a top 
NGAA Division I team, and eventual¬ 
ly would like to return to Belgium to 
take a shot at professional .soccer. 

"My first plan is to get a degree, 
no matter how long it takes.’’ 
Verhaegen said. “After I gel my 
degree, I wouldn’t mind going back to 
Belgium and giving tprofe.ssional) 
soccer a try. I know 1 can play over 
their." 

Each summer when he returns to 
Belgium, V'erhaegen practices with a 
semi-professional team. He works 
hard at the sport all yeai- long and 
seem:; determined to acheive bis go;il. 

V'erhaegen said if he did play pro¬ 
fessional soccer in Europe, he would 
eventually like to return to the United 
States to start a career in 
engineering. 

As for basketball. Verhat*gan says 
that he woulil like to keep playing for 
fun. but doesn’t think he’d he able to 
play on the collegiate level. 

"It’s very difficult to combine tw'o 
sports in college. esiKrially when soc¬ 
cer is so demanding," Verhaegen 
.said. “If the chance arises. I’d love to 
give it a shot, but I don’t know if I 
could plav at that level."

to the learning aspect of the con¬ 
ference. she says. 

■You just don’t feel .so alone when 
you see 3(KM) ptMiple who are there for 
the same reason you are - to make 
themselves heard.” says Muggia. 

Although many concerns address¬ 
ed by the group lelate to the federal 
budget, the group is not simply look¬ 
ing for federal handouts, says Mug¬ 
gia. .She quotes .Speaker of the House 
James Wright of Texas, who spoke to 
the group on this i.ssue. 

“You just cannot solve the.se pro¬ 
blems by throwing money at them, 
but on the other hand, you cannot 
solve them by throwing slogans at 
them either.” says Muggia. 

Too often the Reagan administra¬ 
tion has held back tin* money but free¬ 
ly thrown the slogans, she says. 

“The administration has really 
talked a good game but let’s face it. 


a lot of people are much worse off," 
she says. 

From the conference Muggia says 
she has brought back a sense of how 
concerns of citizens can best be ad¬ 
dressed and how she and other 
citizens can make their voices heard. 

“The more you understand the 
more you are apt to have an ar¬ 
ticulate voice,’’ she says. 


Following the proper procedure, 
and letting elected officials — be they 
on a local, state or national level — 
know your opinions can bring results, 
she says.

MDC, it would be included in the pro¬ 
ject at no cost to the town, Saltmarsh 
told the board. 

“We would hate to do the entire 
parkway and leave that stretch. I 
think from the town’s point of view, 
you would like to see it completed. ” 
Lespasio said. 

Selectmen expressed concern that 
by turning the road over to the MDC, 
the town would lose authority over the 
road. 

“I only want to feel that the town 
would have the kind of control and in¬ 
put they would want as it goes 
through almost entire.fy residential 
areas," selectman Judith Muggia 
said. 

Selectman Mark Lombardi was 
more critical. 

“I cannot see what advantage it is 
to the town of Winchester to give that 
road to the MDC. You are just asking 
us to give you the street. You pave the 
street — big deal we pave streets all 
day long,” Lombardi said. 

Lespasio said the commission 
would also repair the bridge over the 
Aberjona River. The bridge is struc- 
tUrany sound bi4 in need of cosmetic 
repair. He also said the bridge is 
historical and should be repaired and 
maintained. 

“I’m here to assure you from the 
MDC’s point of view we are not going 
to impede you from anything you’ve 
done in the past,” Lespasio said. 

Although the board did not agree 
to transfer Bacon Street to MDC con¬ 


trol. Lombardi suggested the trade be 
part of a larger deal. 

The board asked Saltmarsh and 
lK?spasio about the MDC turning Ginn 
Field over to the town. A citizens’ 
group, Winchester Playgrounds Inc., 
wants to construct a playground on 
the field and donate it to the town. 

The town has a long-term agree¬ 
ment with MIX’ allowing the town to 
use the field but is looking for more 
definite control before proceeding 
with the playground. 

Lombardi suggested that Bacon 
Street, Ginn Field and property 
around the three town reservoirs, 
which selectman Frank Sopper has 
said the town should acquire to pro¬ 
tect water resources, all be con¬ 
sidered in the .same deal. 

“I would rather see a package 
deal. We’ll see who the best traders 
are and who comes out the best.” 
Lombardi .said. 

Saltmarsh agreed to meet with 
MDC officials to discuss the larger 
trade, and report back to the board. 


Selectmen closed the warrant for 
town meeting with the provision that 
it fonid be reopened Monday night (r 
allow inclusion of such a trade article. 

“It may be a broad article that we 
can flush out later,” chairman Wade 
M. Welch said. 

In recognizing Leta Kniffin and 
John Harrington of Winchester 
Playgrounds Inc., Welch said the 
group would need MDC approval 
before the playground is constructed. 

“The land is MDC land, so before 
anything is put there by your group 
they would need MDC approval,” 
Welch said. 

The board in the past has praised 
the action and intent of the group and 
has supported the playground plan. 

When questioned by Harrington, 
selectman Robert Deering said that 
when he helped construct the existing 
facilities at Ginn Field, the MDC was 
not consulted. 

“When we did it, we just went and 
did it,” Deering said. 

He pointed out that the work done 
in 1981 was merely to replace existing 
equipment on the site.

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Reverend Robert Storer dies, 
was Unitarian minister 


Rev. Holx'rt A. Storer, 83, died at 
Winche.ster Hospital March 9 after a 
long illness. He was minister 
emeritus of the Winchester Unitarian 
(’hureh. 

Horn and raised Waltham, he 
spent four years in the theater prior 
to entering the ministry. He was a 
professional actor with the St. James 
Stock Company of Boston, and other 
companies. 

He graduated from the Universi¬ 
ty of Chicago, and received his 
bachelor of theology from Meadville 
Theological School. He also was the 
recipient of an honorary Doctor of 
Divinity degree from Tufts Universi¬ 
ty in HK51. 

Storer was ordained in 1937 and his 
first ministry was at the First Parish 
(’hurch of Dorchester, where he 
stayed for 13 years. 

In 1950 Storer was called to the 
Winchester Unitarian Church. During 
his ministry the church expanded 
greatly, its membership, activities 
and school enrollment grew. 

He revived the Unitarum Players 
into a vital orgainization and produc¬ 
ed two plays each year. He directed 
many of the plays and played the role 
of Stage Manager in “Our Town” by 
Thornton Wilder. 

Storer brought dance into the 
church service and wrote dramatiza¬ 
tions, rituals, and special services for 
use in churches of all denominations. 

He introduced a weekly morning 
discussion group for retired men in all 
churches and was instrumental in

Merry maple: 
springs 


In a letter to Thomas Jefferson 
in 1791. Benjamin Rush wrote, 
“Upon contemplating the present 
opening prospects in human affairs. 
I am led to expect that a material 
part of the general happiness, which 
heaven seems to have prepared for 
mankind, will be derived from the 
manufacture and general use of 
Maple Sugar." 

Indeed, nearly 100 years later, 
maple sugar is in great demand and 
its popularity increasing. 

New England is one of the 
largest producers of maple sugar 
and syrup in the world (Canada is 
actually the largest), and although 
these delicacies are a specialty of 
the North American continent. 
China and Japan are thought to be 
the original home of the maple tree, 
which has successfully adapted 
itself to New England’s rigorous 
climate and wide variety of soils. 

Groups of maple trees, old 
enough to be tapped, are called a 
sugar bush, grove or orchard. 

An indication of the production 
of the tree is the number of leaves. 
The more leaves on a tree, the more 
sap the tree will produce, although 
production usually begins while the 
trees are leafless, the 
snow is deep and the nights are 
cold. 

The first settlers learned the art 
of sugaring from the Indians. The 
Indians celebrated the return of 
spring each year with festivities and 
celebrations which included special 
dances and the tapping of the trees. 
Like first love, the first run’s sap is 
generally the best. 

Weather plays a crucial part in 
sugaring. Sap is available in quan¬ 
tity only after severe freezing and 
thawing. 


A long spring makes a maple 
sugar producer happy and the best V] 
syrup is made while the ground is ^ 
covered with snow. 

Sugar weather comes when 
winter breaks up and dormant 
maples prepare for new leaves, 
when the nights are cold and the 
sun begins to warm the days. 

The quantity of sap a tree will 
yield depends on the size of the 
tree, its age. the nature of the 
season, the meteorological condi¬ 
tions and the methods of tapping. 


How it works 

The trees are tapped by boring 
a hole approximately four feet from 
the ground, inserting a metal spout, 
hanging a bucket on the spout and 
slipping a cover over the mouth of 
the sap bucket. 



A tapping team consists of two 
or three people. The tapper finds 
the tree and readies it for the spout 
driver by removing the decayed 
limbs and finding the perfect spot 
for the hole, which he bores. 

The spout driver inserts the 
spout. 

The bucket hanger brings up 
the rear and this job often goes to 
youngsters. 

In their book about maple 
sugaring. The Maple Sugar Book. 
Helen and Scott Nearing, well- 
known environmentalists who mov¬ 
ed to the country many years ago 
to escape the pressures of city life 
and live off the land, refer to tapp¬ 
ing out as a thrilling and exciting 
occupation. 

Most people who have tried it 
would surely agree. Spring is chas-

Ing winter away. The sun is becom¬ 
ing warmer in the.daytime, while 
birds flock northward. It is a 
wonderful time to be outdoors. 

Spring is best 

There are as many answers as 
there are trees in the forest to the 
questions of when is the best time 
to tap. when to gather? Does the 
sap run better by day or by night? 

Bob MacArthur. owner and 
operator of a unique business call¬ 
ed Rent Mother Nature, confirms 
the notion that weather conditions 
determine all facets of sugaring. 


■’When made in small quantities 
from the first run of sap and proper¬ 
ly treated, it has a wild delicacy of 
flavor that no other sweet can 
match.” 

This thought of John Burrough 
in 1886 referred, of course, to maple 
sugar, which at the time was one of 
the only sources of sugar available. 


The first historic mention of 
sugar was in China in the 8th cen¬ 
tury B.C.. where it was spoken of as 
a product of India. By the 1800’s, 
sugar from India was established as 
a regular part of man’s diet 
although it was rarely found in this 
country. 


Sugar is found in the sap of 
rnany trees — palms, birch, walnut, 
hickories. sycamore, ash. 
basswood, butternut and maple, but 
only the sap of the palm and maple 
are crystalized into commercially 
profitable sugar.

Technically," MacArthur says, 
•‘tapping can be done in both the 
fall and the spring, but traditional¬ 
ly spring has been the best time for 
the alternating freezing and thaw¬ 
ing which is required to build up the 
pressure in the trunk of the tree, 
which causes the sap to run. 

"In this part of New England, 
tapping generally begins the last 
part of February. Further South, In 
North Carolina, it does not begin 
until the middle of March.” 

Most old timers gather the sap 
when the buckets are full, although 
others will gather every day to avoid 
a damaging freeze. 

The sap is boiled down in the 
sugar house. 

MaArthur says it takes 40 
gallons of sap to make one gallon 
of syrup. 

Once the sap boils it must be 
watched constantly to ensure it 
does not catch on fire. This boiling 
often continues all night, and 
billows of steam with a sweet aroma 
emmanate from the sugar house at 
boiling time. 

Syrup is usually ready to come 
off within 40 to 45 minutes after the 
sap begins to boil. A longer boiling 
time produces maple sugar. 

Maple syrup and sugar are tradi¬ 
tionally American products and 
could be called the most in¬ 
digenous of all American In¬ 
dustries. Maple syrup can be eaten 
in a variety of ways: as a cream, on 
snow, as butter, as candy and of 
course, on pancakes, syrup, either 
dark or light.

Something 
is wrong 
with Caesar 


Sellars directs 
five-hour folly 

Review 

Length is not synonymous with 
quality nor innovation tantamount 
to genius. When one has to wade 
through 13 pages of notes, credits 
and synopsis in vain hopes of 
following the storyline, something 
is wrong somewhere. 

Surh is the case in Peter Sellar s 
production of Giulio Casare in Egit- 
to (Julius Caesar), with Craig Smith 
conducting, for the Opera Com¬ 
pany of Boston’s mounting of 
George Frederic Handel's 18th cen¬ 
tury epic opera (there are forty 
numbers). 

Sung in Italian (obviously 
Sellars nixed the use of sub titles), 
and devoid of applause (as re¬ 
quested by Sellars). Julius Caesar 
ran just under five hours! The result 
was numbed rumps and aching sac- 
croiliacs. with many in the audience 
making a hasty departure during 
the second iniermisssion. 

This modern dress version 
simply does not work It is positive¬ 
ly incongruous and embarrasssing 
to watch one of the male leads with 
a scrawny body, attired soley in a 
bikini bathing suit, singing a Handel 
aria! If it was meant to be 
humorous, it s a strange kind of 
humor. 

Sellars does inject a couple of 
funny, if gimmicky, bits during the 
second act when Cleopatra attemp¬ 
ting to seduce Caesar makes a 
hilarious entrance floating down 
from the heavens. 

Maybe Sellars was prodded by 
the illogic of the drama, based 
mostly on Greek and Roman 
stories, sung in Italian to a provin¬ 
cial and fiercely nationalistic 
English audience, and compound¬ 
ed by the composer's German na¬ 
tionality and the presence in the 
cast of castrated males playing 
romantic leading men. 

Caesar (Jeffrey Gall) and his ad¬ 
vance man Curio (Herman 
Hildebrand) visit the Middle East, 
the major global trouble spot. 
Caesar is to give a major televised 
foreign policy statement and con¬ 
duct a series of summit 
negotiatoins. 

The neutral site is an interna¬ 
tional hotel, under construction, 
where tKe--64or-y--u^-rav-eis--at. 


poolside. 

Cornelia (Mary Westbrook- 
Geha). wife of Caesar’s enemy 
Pompey, arrives with her son Sesto 
(Lorraine Hunt) to sue for peace and 
Caesar agrees to mediate. Curio is 
immediately attracted to Cornelia. 

Achillas (James Maddalena), 
military commander for the self- 
styled local potentate Ptolemy, ar¬ 
rives with a gift. . . Pompey’s head 
on a platter. Caesar expresses 
outrage; Cornelia and Sesto are 
overcome with grief; and Achillas is 
smitten by Cornelia. 

Cleopatra (Susan Larson). 19. 
has designs on the throne and 
decides to woo Caesar to further her 
quest. Her effeminate brother 
Ptolemy. 14, her official spouse, 
cautions her to stop her plotting. 

Caesar’s harsh criticism of 
Ptolemy for the Pompey fiasco 
angers Ptolemy and he promises 
Cornelia to Achillas if he can ar¬ 
range foi the assassination of 
Caesar. 

Cleopatra, disguised as "Lydia" 
confronts Caesar with a tale that 
Ptolemy has stolen a fortune from 
her while impressing Caesar wth 
ner beauty. Then, observing a 
nunger for revenge on Ptolemy by 
Cornelia and Sesto, Cleopatra uses 
their venom to her own advantage. 
She offers to have her executive 
assistant Nirena (Cheryl Cobb), lead 
them secretly to Ptolemy’s 
apartments. 

During the summit meeting bet¬ 
ween Ptolemy and Caesar. Ptolemy 
is assaulted by Cornelia and 
challenged to single combat by 
Sesto. Ptolemy orders Sesto plac¬ 
ed in solitary confinement. Cor¬ 
nelia. to tend the flowers in his 
harem. Achillas makes his move on 
Cornelia as the first act finally ends. 

Accolades to soprano Lorraine 
Hunt, a standout as Sesto. and to 
soprano Susan Larson as Cleopatra. 
Also notable were counter-tenor 
Jeffrey Gall as Caesar, baritone 
James Maddalena as Achillas, and 
mezzo-soprano Mary Westbrook- 
Geha as Cornelia. Craig Smith con¬ 
ducted admirably. Regrettably, the 
set looked like a "no budget" job.

What About Art? By Meredith Fife Day

Three at Depot 


Group exhibitions sometimes 
frustrate viewers, leaving them un¬ 
able to determine the direction and 
vision of any one artist and wanting 
to see more of the individuals’ art. 

On the other hand, solo shows 
can deliver too much, and viewers 
may sense they have seen pieces 
that were pulled out of storage or 
perhaps too soon off the easel in the 
enthusiasm of filling a gallery’s 
spaces and a retreat from hard 
choices and judgments about the 
work. 

When three artists exhibit to¬ 
gether, depending on the size of the 
gallery and the work, the thrust and 
issues of the artists’ works are like¬ 
ly to be readily apparent without the 
fragmentation of too few works or 
the overkill of too many. The three 
members of Depot Square Artists 
showing their work through March 
at their cooperative gallery in Lex¬ 
ington each exhibit distinctive ap¬ 
proaches and styles. Having little in 
common but the shared space of 
the gallery, they are able to make 
their statements clear through con¬ 
trast with one another and the con¬ 
sistency and cohesiveness of their 
respective works. 

Betty Savenor of Lexington ex¬ 
hibits watercolors and monotypes 
in which the movement and surface 
textures created by the process of 
applying her medium become a 
major theme in the imagery. The 
motifs of water and landscape are 
well-suited to Savenor’s energetic 
and unemcumbered paint handling. 

With a frequently cool palette 
the artist allows purples, blues and 
greens to melt into one another, 
stopping short of cloudiness. Their 
sparkle is enhanced by the whites 
that both emerge from under the 
jewel-like color and push it just 
beneath the surface. 

The strongest of Savenor’s pic¬ 
tures are the most abstract. In Wa¬ 
ter’s Thrust, as in Turbulence, Run- 
Off, and Meltdown, the scale of the 
marks make for less object descrip¬ 
tion than total compositional inter¬ 
action, adding force to the works. 


With very different paint handl¬ 
ing, Nancy C. Eddy of Framingham 
observes a particular motif from the 
landscape and paints it over and 
again, subtly changing selected 
aspects. 

The gnarled and eccentric limbs 
of apple trees that loop into unex¬ 
pected turns are the subjects of 
these pictures. Painted in the quick¬ 
drying, translucent medium of egg 
tempera, they teeter on the edge of 
the surreal, casting animated sha¬ 
dows on ripe-green grass marked 
by similarly activated rendering of 
individual blades. The crisp hori¬ 
zon, as sharply delineated as the 
grass blades, and the blue sky, al¬ 
most pungent In its hue saturation, 
lend to the air of a reality beyond 
that observed. 

More atmospheric presence Is 
felt In Eddy’s watercolors. Here an 
ethereal light hovers over and blurs 
the horizon that is relentlessly clear 
in the egg tempera paintings. The 
air is palpable as it pushes back, 
then forward from that horizon. It 
wraps Itself around the orchard 
trees and provides light and space 
for their distinctive forms. 

A few of the plump blossoms 
that cover the trees’ boughs seem 
at one point to have fallen and land¬ 
ed on the smooth and elegant por¬ 
celain vessels of Lexington’s Ar- 
layne Peterson. With a light and 
lyrical touch, Peterson punctuates 
her simple forms with deft linear 
arcs and brushy shapes that coa¬ 
lesce into flower petals and stems. 

Perhaps the most beautiful of 
the artist’s many and varied pieces 
are the most technically challeng¬ 
ing: those in which the copper red 
glaze is used. Known for its volatile 
unpredictability in the kiln during 
firing, copper red’s early use by the 
Chinese is echoed here in spirit and 
form. These pots gracefully assert 
a quiet, unique beauty. The reds’ 
deep, cool and mysterious fullness 
dissipates into a blush across the 
pots’ surfaces, leaving an almost 
aura-like glow in its wake. 

Peterson incorporates dark. 


Square 

curved reeds into many of her 
pieces. The impertinence of these 
lively lines combined with the clas¬ 
sical ceramic forms charms with wit 
and originality.

The results of the state’s basic 
skills testing program are in. and for 
the most part.

Results from tests taken last fall 
by students in grades three, six and 
nine in reading, mathematics and 
writing show the majority of students 
have mastered those basic skills.

With town meeting approval, Win¬ 
chester seniors coming home after a 
hospital stay can look forward to hav¬ 
ing a social worker help with their 
needs.

Not adding any more town 
employees onto the payroll is a posi¬ 
tion Maurer has taken on the fi.scal

't he only exception to that policy 
has been a recommendation to add a 
part-time secretary to take the 
minutes for appeals board meetings, 
ho says. “Now, the chairman has his 
own secretary type them up.”

A senior after-care worker is 
necessary to help care for the town’s 
more than 4,000 senior citizens, coun¬ 
cil on aging member Vincent Berger 
told the finance committee.

The students shuffled into the 
auditorium, chattering, recognizing 
their friends and moving from seat to 
seat, as if (hey were gathering for an 
ordinary assembly. 

There were music, speeches, and, 
at the end. balloons, but last Friday’s 
assembly at the Winchester High 
School auditorium had a special 
purpose. 

At a memorial service for 16-year- 
old Greg Anderson, his counselors, 
teachers and friends told each other 
how they should appreciate one 
another, every day of their lives. 


Greg, a junior at W'inchester High 
Scho(jl, was killed in a car crash the 
afternoon of March 3. 

Beginning with the Beatles’ “Hey 
Jude," the service was organized 
around the music Greg loved, with 
members of the band in which he 
played bass guitar performing a piece 
for him. 

The auditorium was filled Greg’s 
fellow students, his teachers, and his 
parents and brother. 

“It’s been rny privilege to watch 
(he way the friends of Greg Anderson 
have worked out their grief,” said 
school counselor Connie Trickett, who 


opened the service. “They have been 
uplifted by friendship and love.” 

“He was a very quiet boy who has 
made very deep friendships,” she 
said. “He was not flamboyant. He 
struggled with being an adolescent in 
a very confusing world.” 

“It is his life we celebrate today,” 
Trickett said before reciting a poem 
by British writer Stephen Spender 
that read in part “Death is another 
milestone on the way. One life hums, 
revolves, one spark from the fire. It 
falls away quietly.” 

“He gave me a new attitude on 
things,” a friend of Greg’s said at the 


service. “He made me look at things 
differently. I have learned to ap 
predate everything I have and not 
take things for granted ” 

Students were quiet at the end of 
the service, filing slowly out of the 
auditorium, making a proce.ssion with 
dozens of red, white and black 
balloons. 

Outside in the school courtyard, 
snow was lightly falling. 

The Beatles “Let it Be” played in 
the background. The students releas¬ 
ed the balloons in the open air, and 
wept. The snow fell.

Crossing guartd costs 
scrutinized by town

Although the finance committee 
wants to take a look at how much it 
would cost to hire private security 
guards to do the job, school crossing 
guards employed by the town will 
continue to see the children of Win¬ 
chester safely across local streets. 

The crossing guards have been in 
eluded in the town manager’s budget 
request for fiscal year 1988, and the 
expense is supported by the finance 
committee. 

A switch to private guards is 
“definitely not being proposed by the 
town manager.’’ according to assis¬ 
tant town manager Mark 'IVogood. 


“His proposal is to include cross¬ 
ing guards in the budget just like they 
always have been,” he says 

Funds for the crossing guards, 
who work 15 hours per week, and for 
part-time police and fire dispatchers, 
make up $13,567 of the police depart¬ 
ment’s $1.6 million budget lor next 
year. 

The finance committee also will 
study replacing the police and fire 
dispatchers with a private answering 
service. Funds for the positions are 
included in next year’s budget.

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Students live history lessons 
with help of donated

Beginning with the disastrous fall 
of the economy in 1929. Liz Rogers' 
earnings dipi)ed as the Depression 
years stretched on. 

A waitress in California, Rogers 
spent nearly 30 percent of her 
$l,00()-per-year salary on housing in 
1929. Over the next few years, her 
savings decreased, hut she paid alx)ut 
the same percentage of her salary for 
rent and food as prices fell. 

Rogers’ experience is just one of 
a number of case studies students in 
an experimental section of Clarence 
Olson’s junior-level class in 
American. European and Global 
History investigated as part of a unit 
on the Great Depression. 

But instead of looking up charts in 
a textbook, the budding historians 
pressed a few keys on their new Ap¬ 
ple II computers, and the information 
flashed onto their VDT screens. 

In the midst of the technological 
revolution, the field of history is 
something of an anomaly. At least in 
the classroom, the use of computers 
to aid in historical research and com¬ 
parison is an innovation. 

“Most areas have been touched by 
computers already.” Winchester 
public schools computer specialist 
Nancy Upper said at a recent 
demonstration of the system. “Social 
studies has not really been affected, 
so you don’t really link computer:; ami

Upper wrote the SlH.ooo matching 
grant proposal to Apple (’omputers. 
Inc., which provided the computer 
terminals, two printers, and disks. As 
its contrihutinn. Winchester High 
School gave faculty time to develop 
the software and write accompanying 
assignments. 

The computer piograms are a 
means to an end, says social studies 
director William O’Connor, who 
researched and gathered the 
historical data along with colleague 
Olson. 

“What the computer will do as a 
tool, the students could never do go¬ 
ing from chart to chart. ” he says. 
“When they finish, they get a real feel 
for the time period.” 

Eileen O’Connor and Sara Mac- 
namara. who had chosen to follow 
waitress Rogers' case history, said 
the computer was a welcome change 
from the textbook.

a terminal and being able to compare 
prices of goods and salaries during 
the Depression was “pretty in¬ 
teresting.” O’Connor said. “You can 
better understand what they were go¬ 
ing through.” Macnamara thought 
the assignment was a good way to 
learn how to use the computer. 

“They get a feeling as to what life 
was like in terms of budgets, and the 
kinds of hardships people had to en¬ 
dure when the crunch hit the family,” 
teacher Olson said. But, he added, 
“The computer doesn’t replace 
anything. It just enhances the kinds 
of comparisons students can draw.” 

Olson and O’Connor worked on the 
program since last .summer before 


they piloted it a few weeks ago. 'riiey 
already have new ideas on how to im 
prove the softwai'e. and hope to add 
an extra honoi-s section of the histoi y 
class next year for advanced 
applications.

The merao.nes have stayed with 
Barone, and shaped the Wmcbesier 
p»>*sician s quest for peace 

One memory he carries is that erf 
the 8ih .Air Force Unit. krjcr*Ti as "the 
bloody hundred.' 

This dubiO-E distirxtiori grer* from 
the fact that this unit of combat pilots 
lost 100 percent of its ongmal cre-w 
Barone recalls five weelts when 
the "bloody hundred" lost yj-C/j p^anies 
a day. Elach plane earned 10 men 
One erf these men was Barone s rvjm- 
mate and close friend Charles Mybus 
of Virginia. 

"I still carry his picture in my 
pocket all the time We were pretty 
close.'■ says Barorxr 

If Barone has a fond .memor:. of 
his war expxnerjces. it is his associa¬ 
tion 'A ithj Gen George Patton Ba.'one 
served as Patton's liaison officer to 
the .Air Force in France 


"If the>- let Patton do what be 
wanted to do. the war would have 
been over sooTier." be says of the 
general's military ability 

Barone stayed on in Europe 
foUo-Aing the .Allied occupation, and 
served as flight surgeson for one of the 
judges in the .N'uremburg trials He 
also served as a .mess officer at that 
time because be had pre-war ex- 
pene.nce at a hotel in .Mairie. the 
closest anyone in his unit came to be- 
ir;g a mess officer 

'Ahen the mill tar:- 'Authdre**- from 
t.he area. Baror^e recalls that be and 
other .Americans still statiorred there 
became ver.- 'UTiCasy We were 
scared, he says 

"I'm a firm *bebe*.er that when Lhe 
soldiers win the -Aar let them stay in 
that area Let them run it. rx^t the 
politicians, because they do r^oi kry/A 
history." sass Barorx 

"I feel if you do ry>t kno*A history. 
you’ll make the same mistakes 
again.' says Barone 

ViTien he returned from the war to 
his V.inchester practice. Barone 
bacame aquainted uith Sen Henry 
Cabot Lodge from .Massachusetts 
Barone agreed to help Lodge's cam¬ 
paign. and thus, began his career in 
pniblic relations 

"I seem to have a yen for public 
relations." says Barone. 

Barone and his wife Cynthia 
Laraway Baror<e formed a public 
relations firm in 19S5 and went on to 
work for several politicians irjcluding 
President L^wight EiserJxrAer. 

In his work with Eisenhower. 
Barone put his musical background to 
work in politics and public relations 
Barone’s father was an opera con- 
ductCH- and taught him to codixrt at the 
age of four He accompanied his 
father on the Chataqua Tour, which 
was charged with spreading culture 
to rural areas of the nation 

"They hired my father to show 
what of)era was all about all over the 
nation," recalls Barone 

Utilizing this background. Barone 
and his wife wrote and published the 
song, "Ike is a wonderful man.’ 
which became Eisenhower's cam¬ 
paign song 

In 1956 the Boston Pops perform¬ 
ed the song. Barone recalls with 
pride 

"It almost became the inaugural 
song, he laughs 

During this time Barone was also 
running a thriving practice and ser¬ 
ving as medical director and sports 
doctor for Winchester F^iblic .Schools 


The latter job kept him particularly 
busy as Wmebester sports lea.ms had 
a very successfluJ year m 1955. 

"In 1955 we won just about 
ever:.lhmg." says Barone. 

His hectic schedule caught up with 
him and led to a heart attack that 
same year, ho-wever His friend and 
colleague. Dr Paul Ehidley \\'hite. 
who shared his concerns about w orld 
peace, advised him to give up 
medicine as it was to stressful 
"He wanted me to give up 
medicine and go into the slate depeut- 
ment. says Barone 

.Although he did not leave 
medicine. Barone did increase his 
pKiIitical and public relations 
actmties 

.Along with local and state ac¬ 
tivities. Barone traveled to 
Washington and corresponded with 
Richard .M Nixon. Eisenhower and 
John F Kennedy 

\^'hen .Nixon first sought election 
against Kennedy. BaroTie advised his 
campaign managers he would need 
the support of Eisenhower to win the 
election. This ad\ice. however, went 
largely unheeded. Barone recalls 
".About four days before the elec¬ 
tion they got panicky and called 
Eisenho'Aer. but it was too late. ' he 
recalls 

Barone recalls he also confered 
regularly with \Miile House Press Of¬ 
ficer Patnek Buchanan at the time 
of the .Arab oil embargo He urged a 
summit meeting at that time, saying 
communications or public relations, 
could avert military action 

".Amencan boys died in World 
War I and they died in Vi'orJd War II. 
to try and prevent the Germans from 
taking the oil wells. Barone says 
Although his suggestions for a 
summit meeting were not officially 
heeded the sunrimit later came about 
and the embargo was ended 

Barofie has pursued jXi&ce through 
involvement in th*e World Affairs 
C>>uncil. to which hie has hjelonged for 
20 years ar>d thie Amhiassadors Group 
of 'Ahich he has been a member for 
th>e past four years 

Through] these groups, as 'AeJl as 
his o’wn initiatives. Barone hias pur¬ 
sued his goal of 'Aorld peace Com¬ 
munication and puhilic relations are 
the key to this gfjaJ hie insists 

"We are thie best salesmen in thie 
world when it co.nes to selling soap 
suds or .McDonald s sand-Ajchies, h.iut 
we don't sell what we stand for in this 
country.' Barone says

may be doing a better job of selling 
thian the United States, he says 
"Thiis Gorbachies- guy knows more 
about public relations ihian anybody 
in thie \S'hite House Everybody is 
talking about how (Jorbachev is 
beating us at public relations. I per¬ 
sonally think the guy is trying to do 
some good, but he w’as appointed by 
a hiard-core politboro." says Barone. 

In his owTi public relations gesture. 
Barone orchestrated thie “Bells Heard 
•Around th>e World " in 1982 

In thiis program, church bells 
aro'ond the world rang for 15 minutes 
to protest So\iet military occupation 
of Poland, the imprisonment of 
Solidarity leader Lech Walesea. and 
to seek nuclear disarmament. 

The ringing began at the Old .North 
Church in Boston, and had the 
c-ooperation of thie .Archibishiop of (3an- 
turbury. world leaders and was ear¬ 
ned on Voice of Amenca Radio and 
thie Bntish Broadcasting network.

cake with 75’ in colored frosting and 
a big 7’ and ‘5’ were considered. 

“Wouldn’t it be nice to do a model 
of the hospital? Sears asked, having 
seen one done by a hospital in 
Nashua, N.H. “When we first talked 
about it, we all agreed that it would 
be too much work. But the more we 
talked, the more ideas we had. and 
the more enthusiastic we became. So 
we went to the Engineering and Pur¬ 
chasing Departments and obtained 
aerial views and architects’ plans. By 
then we were so excited that we just 
kept going.” 

The ‘construction crew’ worked a 
total of* 55 hours on the cake. They us¬ 
ed 50 pounds of cake mix (white and 
yellow), 55 cups of water, 21 pounds 
of Crisco, and 49 pounds of confec¬ 
tioners’ sugar. “We kept running out 
of sugar. That was our mortar,” she 
said. 

The buildings (or wings, including 
the parking garage) were constucted 
one by one and frozen to retain 
freshness. The Engineering Depart¬ 
ment furnished a board large enough 
for the cake to rest on but small 
enough to fit through doorways and 
onto the elevator; and it was wheel¬ 
ed up to the Main Lobby for the mid¬ 


afternoon festivities. 

The well-kept secret caught many 
employees by surprise, prompting 
many recommendations that the cake 
not be cut at all. 

As one after another came for¬ 
ward for a piece, it was not uncom¬ 
mon for them to ask for a piece of the 
area in which they worked.

(Tiocolate covered the pitched roof 
of the building, and the frosting cover¬ 
ing the sides of the buildings was so 
close to the color of brick that a 
bricklayer would have to look close to 
be sure the bricks were not real.

Randall told the board that 
lawsuits that had been pending 
against them which dealt with land 
usage had been dismissed from the 
courts. 

“The town does not have liability 
insurance for elected officials,” Ran¬ 
dall said. 

The planning board next discuss¬ 
ed the zoning articles they will submit 
at town meeting next month. 

These articles propose a max¬ 
imum building density of one building 
unit for every 5500 square feet.

When you work at home 
you can run the whole show

For years now, with jealous heart, 
1 have eyed the workplaces of those 
who leave the house to earn a wage. 

I visit offices; they look so serene. 
The folks there have little vases of 
flowers on their desks. They all seem 
to be standing about, gently gossiping 
or assisting one another in calm de¬ 
liberation. They lean back in their 
chairs. They suck on cigarettes. 

Then the goodies truck of quilted 
metal pulls up outside, or there’s a 
spontaneous moseying migration 
down toward the cafeteria; and they 
all come back balancing Danish or 
steaming cups of purposeful caffeine. 
I watch all this. I am sick with envy. 

I work at home. There is no cafe¬ 
teria; there is no quilted truck. There 
is only me and the spare student’s 
desk I bought 20 years ago for $15 
from the Warehouse of Discarded 
Furniture. 

For snacks 1 have the sad familiar 
contents of my own refrigerator: yo¬ 


gurts, half-cannibalized; a box of bak¬ 
ing soda with the top of its head rip¬ 
ped off; a drooling bottle of imitation 
maple syrup. 

When you work at home, it would 
seem you are wonderfully free in 
many ways, and so you are: free from 
the judging eyes of bosses, free from 
the necessity to look busy even when 
you’re not, to seem productive when 
all you really want to do is lie on the 
floor with your eyes shut, humming 
camp songs. 

In the start-up years of the quaint 
cottage industry I call my career, I 
spent many such days lying on the 
floor ; or prowled the house picking up 
toys; or inspected facial hair absent¬ 
ly in the mirror for 30 minutes at a 
time. Once I stripped and refinished 
a whole piece of furniture before I 
noticed the problem. 

The problem is, of course, that the 
boss is watching. TTie boss is you. This 
boss at some point in your home-ca¬ 
reer casts a withering look around, 
breaks into the humming, and says 


“OK, pal, the joke’s over. Start work¬ 
ing or fold up your tent.” 

And from that point on, you do 
work. The old saw about being harder 
on yourself than anyone else would be 
is true. 

He who works at home works tire¬ 
lessly, often foodlessly on into the 
night. Yesterday 1 had lunch at 4 
p.m., a scant half-hour before I had 
to knock off and make dinner. Bits of 
tunafish dotted my keyboard. 

Perhaps it’s the interruptions that 
lash me on so. People call. They ring 
the bell. The kids get tummyaches at 
school. They picture me at home 
here, a short phone call away in my 
sunny study. Next thing I know, 
they’re home with me. curled up on 
the couch with paper dolls and apple 
juice. One of them curls up under the 
desk. I fetch second rounds on the ap¬ 
ple juice; insert thermometers and 
extract them. 

Two phone lines ring ceaselessly. 
Two clocks chime and whir on the 
quarter hour. Footsteps thud 


ing horses groan. 

On cold days, we have the ping of 
video-games from within, a sound as 
annoying as mosquito drone; on 
warm days, screams and thudding 
noises from without, as kids drop to 
the sod like ripened fruit from the up¬ 
per reaches of the swing set. 

I pound away, all the while. I show 
no mercy. 

I can’t leave work and go home. I 
can’t leave home and go to work. I am 
chained to this desk, with its ghost of 
Fifties graffiti carved in the top, eter¬ 
nally here, eternally available. 

I chose the life, I know. And it’s 
pleasant enough. In fact, it’s very 
pleasant. My boss asks an awful lot 
of me, and let’s face it, she knows zip 
about the snack-needs of a hardwork¬ 
ing employee. 

But she listens to my complaints, 
sure enough, and she responds with 
a wondrous empathy. 

I hope she never fires me. I’d sure 
miss those camp songs.

Massachusetts House and Senate 
March 9-13, 1987 


The House and Senate. “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call’’ records local represen¬ 
tatives’ votes on four roll calls from 
the week of March 9-13. There were 
no roll calls in the Senate. 

Auditor(H ID- House 117-30, re¬ 
jected an amendment requiring the 
State Auditor to audit all legislative 
accounts at least once every two 
years. 

Amendment supporters said this 
would open up the process and make 
the legislature more accountable. 

Opponents said an outside firm 
already audits the legislature and 
claimed the amendment would 
violate the separation of powers in the 
constitution. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Representative Sherman Salt- 
marsh voted no. 

Probed! 5152)- House 137-12, re¬ 
jected an order requiring the House 
Ethics Committee to investigate 
alleged violations of the Code of 
Ethics committed in the Speaker’s of¬ 
fice by current or former staffers. 

Suporters said it is proper for the 
House Ethics Committee to probe 
these allegations and claimed it would 
show the public the House is willing 
to clear up the matter. 

Opponents said the order is a per¬ 
sonal and partisan attack on George 
Keverian and noted Keverian has 
already ordered the State Ethics 
Committee to investigate the matter. 

A Yea vote is for the order. A Nay 


vote is against it.

Amendment supporters said this 
local option provision preserves home 
rule and would prevent cities and 
towns from havihg this forced upon 
them. 

Opponents said the amendment 
cripples the bill and noted under the 
bill communities still have the final 
authority to reject the settlement. 

A Yea vote is for the local option 
amendment. A Nay vote is against the 
local option amendment.

TV makes this job look 
just a little too exciting

Everyone likes to see their profes¬ 
sion dramatized, and journalists are 
no exception. 

Unless, of course, the profession 
winds up being dramatized as poorly 
as mine was Sunday in a new televi¬ 
sion series called Hard Copy. 

When I heard CBS was putting on 
a new show about newspaper 
reporters, I got all excited. After a 
half dozen years of fairy tales on Lou 
Grant, I figured the network had sure¬ 
ly learned what newspapers were 
really like. 

Then I tuned in Hard Copy. 

Before the show even began, I had 
problems with the name. Hard copy, 
after all, means a typewritten sheet 
or paper printout of typed material, 
produced traditionally in a 
typewriter. 

But all modern newspaper 
reporters, whether at The Sun or on 
the Hard Copy TV show, type their 
stories on newfangled computer ter¬ 
minals. The stories don’t touch paper 
until they’re printed, photos and all, 
on the cheap newsprint stock that 
leaves readers with the blackest 
thumbs this side of a police station 
booking desk. 

I could understand if only they 
even just stuck a conventional type¬ 
writer somewhere inside the Hard 
Copy newsroom. Then maybe they 
could trot out some crotchety 
oldtimer from time to time who 
refuses to adapt to the new stuff. 

After all. Sun publisher Chuck 
Goodrich keeps an ancient typewriter 
in his office, and I even catch him 
pecking away on it now and then. But 
I didn’t see Goodrich or anyone like 
him among the cast of Hard Copy, so 
I’m convinced the title’s a sham. 

Still, the show’s name was only 


one of several journalistic pipe 

Hrp^mc on T feel dutvhp»»n'^ nr»rrpr>» 

about Hard Copy. There’s so many, 
though. I’m not sure where to start. 

I guess I could begin with the ab¬ 
surd improbability the show’s star 
reporter would track down the 
murderer, never mind wind up star¬ 
ing him face-to-face in his home. 

But why bother? V’ou see that kind 
of stuff in any TV show about any pro¬ 
fession, no matter how unlikely, 
because Hollywood writers seem 
bound by tradition to inject additional 
drama into their scripts. 

Little do the writers know how 
plentiful honest drama actually is in 
the world of the average newspaper 
reporter 

Writing this column, lor instance, 
and hour and a half past The Sun’s 
copy deadline, I feel as much 
pre.ssure as the average TV hero 
careening around corners in his or her 
Porsche. 

Which brings me to another 
laughing matter: since when does a 
lowly paid newspaper reporter speed 
around in a baby blue Porsche, the 
way the hotshot female reporter did 
on Hard Copy? 

Sure I’ve been known to speed at 
times, and I even drive a German ear, 
but no one’s going to mistake my 
rumpled Volkswagen for a shiny two- 
seater speedster. 

What’s more, I never speed on the 
job (Would you speed if you were on 
your way lo a town council meeting?) 
and, even if I did, I wouldn’t do it right 
behind a bunch of flashing police 
cruisers the way the reporters did on 
Hard Copy. 

I’ve learned from experience that 
speeding and flashing police cruisers 
invariably add up to only one thing: 
a speeding ticket and costly insurance 
surchage for yours truly. 

No one else who works at The Sun 
drives fancy sports cars, cither. Oh. 


sports editor Jim Woodworth bought 
a flashy new car last year — a used 
four-door Buick. Assistant editor Tom 
Content also got a new car — a basic 
Toyota hatchback given him by his 
father for college graduation. 

On the other hand, though, we 
real-life reporters don’t have to wear 
neckties 24 hours a day like the 
reporters on Hard Copy. 

Sure, we local newshounds may 
wear neckties on occasion, but usual¬ 
ly only when we have lo spend part of 
the day outside the office, covering a 
public meeting or something. 

Even then, we do out best to keep 
the necktie carefully crumpled inside 
a jacket pocket until it’s lime to go to 
the meeting. And if we’re real deter 
mined, we ditch the neckties 
altogether and hide our bare necks 
under high-collar sweaters. 

And another thing: you won’t see 
any padlocks on our office 
refrigerator, like they showed on 
Hard Copy. But maybe that’s because 
we Sun rejwrters can’t afford lo put 
anything inside our refrigerator 
worth stealing. like a full bottle of a 
soft drink. 

I could go on. but I won’t. I’m too 
busy trying to anticipate the exciting 
twists and turns in next week’s 
episode. In the previews, I saw the 
cub reporter burst in on his super¬ 
visor and lambaste the understanding 
veteran six ways from Sunday. 

I can imagine doing that myself, 
to my supervisor, in the middle of a 
busy week. And I can imagine myself 
out on the street a few minutes later, 
hunting for a new job. 

In real life, meanwhile. I’m still 
hunting for a decent TV show about 
newspapers and what it’s really like 
to be a reporter. 

Now that would be news.

ing for local services Kraus said. 

Kraus, and the special commis¬ 
sion, say on the average, state 
residents pay 5.04 percent of their per¬ 
sonal income for local serivces. The 
reasonable range for what residents 
pay for services is 4.54 to 5.54 percent 
of personal income, he said. 

Winchester residents pay 6.17 per¬ 
cent of their personal income for local 
services and would need additional 
aid of $2,480,071 to reduce the burden 
to a reasonable range, Kraus said. 

Kraus stressed that the town’s 
spending for services is “very 
reasonable for its people,’’ and the 
town needs additional local aid to off¬ 
set the financial burden. 

“This is not something anybody is 
guilty of,” Kraus says. “But your peo¬ 
ple find themselves paying more of 
their personal income (for services) 
than almost anyone in the com¬ 
monwealth,” Kraus said. 

The special committee is working 
on proposals to change local aid 
distribution. These recommendations 
will be out in September, in time for 
next year’s aid distribution, Kraus 
said. 

“In terms of Winchester we are 
working toward what we think is a 
much better fiscal situation,” Kraus 
said. 

Under the formula for local aid 
distribution, 40 percent of state 
revenues go into local aid or to pay for 
what were once costs to cities and 
towns. These funds are non¬ 
discretionary, Kraus said. 

The special commission wants 
money distributed on more of a need 
basis, where communities receive 
funds to equalize the percentage of in¬ 
come residents pay for services. 

“That amount of money is con¬ 
siderably in excess of any 40 per¬ 
cent," Kraus said. 

Following Kraus’s presentation, 
town manager W. Chadwick Maurer 
asked the senator if the special com¬ 
mission had considered reducing per¬ 
sonal state taxes and eliminating 
local aid completely. 

“Has any consideration been given

to eliminating local aid completely, 
reducing the state income tax, and 
giving the local communities the 
ability to raise the difference?” 
Maurer asked Kraus. 

“Instead of sending the money to 
the state and them sending it back, 
we’ll just keep it here,” Maurer said. 

Kraus said that under such a 
system, poorer communities could 
not survive financially. He said the 
special committee was looking to 
keep more funds in the communities, 
without passing through the state 
budget. 

Kraus said his committee will 
have recomendations ready in 
September for propsed changes in the 
local aid system. He said the recom¬ 
mendations will be based ()n 
numerical evidence of inequity in 
communities such as Winchester. 

Because the committee wanted 
evidence to support recommenda¬ 
tions, it did rush to change the regula¬ 
tions for this year, Kraus said. 

“We want them to be able to look 
at the numbers and check them to be 
sure they are right,” he said.

EDITOirS NOTE: The following re¬ 
lease was submitted by Robert R. De¬ 
wald — Candidate for election to the 
housing authority 

As a candidate for the Winchester 
housing authority, I am focusing on 
the following issues: Conservative ap¬ 
proach to low and moderate income 
housing; protection of open spaces; 
priority to senior citizens; cautious 
approach to commitments to state for 
discretionary funds; long term goals; 
fiscal responsibility. 

I have entered this campaign to 
bring the housing issue to the atten¬ 
tion of the voters. I hope that my posi¬ 
tion will give the voters an opportuni¬ 
ty to make a decisive choice. There¬ 
fore, my position is as follows: 

•Winchester’s 705 program. I fa¬ 
vor a very conservative approach in 
implementing a low and moderate in¬ 
come housing (705) program in Win¬ 
chester. First, it seems reasonable 
that we get the seven units approved 
by town meeting last year occupied 
before we make any future commit¬ 
ments. 1 feel that future acceptable

commitments can best be met by a 
combination of rental assistance and 
purchase of existing structures. 

Any new construction, if unavoid¬ 
able, must be scattered throughout 
the town, comply with zoning codes, 
blend into the neighborhood, not be 
recognizable as such, and the max¬ 
imum size must not be larger than a 
two family unit. 

If the Commonwealth should 
change its guidelines, for example, 
demanding a minimum of 12 units on 
two sites, then I would find it difficult 
to ask any neighborhood in town to ac¬ 
cept such clustered housing. Winches¬ 
ter is predominantly a single-family 
town, and clustering would not pro¬ 
mote harmony within the town and 
hence would not be in the town’s best 
interest. I am absolutely against the 
adoption of an inclusionary zoning 
by-law. 

•Open spaces: Park lands, school 
lands, playing fields and lands under 
the jurisdiction of the Wetlands Pro¬ 
tection Act must be preserved. Open 
spaces provide the nucleus for a vast 
number of leisure and recreational 
activities necessary for the welfare of 
a productive community. Therefore, 
open spaces contribute greatly to the 
quality of life aside from being nec¬ 
essary to the aesthetics of a 
community. 

•Senior citizens: Winchester’s 
housing program must give priority 
to its senior citizens. A serious pro¬ 
blem that our senior citizens face is 
the ever-increasing property tax rate. 
It makes no sense to build subsidized 
housing for our senior citizens while 
at the same time taxing them out of 
the very homes that they have lived 
in all of their lives. It would be ex¬ 
tremely helpful to senior citizens if 
their property tax rate were indepen¬ 
dent of future inflation. I propose that 
a feasibility study be done on fixing 
the tax rate of any Winchester home 
owner when he/she reaches the age 
of 67. A focal point of Winchester’s 
housing program must be a concerted

effort to ensure ample housing for our 
senior citizens. 

•Discretionary funds. (State funds 
in return for commitments by the 
town for low and moderate income 
housing). It is time that the discre¬ 
tionary funds issue be dealt with 
honestly and accurately. For exam¬ 
ple, the town agreed to supply seven 
units of low and moderate income 
housing for the discretionary funds it 
receiv^ for the downtown sidewalks. 
The debacle that resulted over site 
selection for the seven units must be 
avoided in the future. The citizens of 
the town should not be railroaded in¬ 
to commitments with the Common¬ 
wealth that might prove not to be in 
the town’s best interest in the long 
run. The citizens have a right to know 
in advance of application for discre¬ 
tionary funds the amount of money 
requested by the town, the exact pur¬ 
pose for which the money will be us¬ 
ed, and the number of housing units 
the town is exp>ected to supply in 
return. Housing sites must be approv¬ 
ed by town meeting prior to applica¬ 
tion for such funds, not after. Further¬ 
more, the citizens have a right to 
know if the state, and only the state, 
determines who the occupants of 
these housing units will be. Finally, 
Winchester’s low and moderate in¬ 
come housing program can only be 
successful if it is based on compassion 
rather than on discretionary funds. 

•Long-term goals: Some individ¬ 
uals have suggested that a low and 
moderate income housing program 
would be a viable means to inject a 
younger population into town. Such 
statements are utter nonsense. The 
affordable housing crisis in the Com¬ 
monwealth will only be solved 


through the free enterprise system. 
Only policies that promote a vigorous 
economy, with well paying jobs, can 
give young couples the opportunity to 
purchase a home in a town like Win¬ 
chester. Moreover, a strong economy 
would greatly reduce the need for low 
and moderate income housing which 
must be our long-term goal. 

•Fiscal responsibility. What we 
need in town is fiscal responsibility so 
that we do not Iiave to make unaccep¬ 
table commitments to the Common¬ 
wealth for low and moderate income 
housing that the citizens of the town 
do not want. Let us not give the town 
away to the state. In the event that the 
Commonwealth will not allow us to do 
the housing Winchester’s way then it 
is time for us to tell the Common¬ 
wealth in no uncertain terms that we 
are capable of providing fully accep¬ 
table housing using our own initiative. 

Robert Dewald has been a resident 
of Winchester for 18 years. He and his 
wife have two children, both gradu¬ 
ates of the Winchester school system 
and currently students at Tufts Uni¬ 
versity. He received his B.S. degree 
from Central Michigan University, 
majoring in mathematics and chem¬ 
istry, and his Ph.D. in physical 
chemistry from Michigan State Uni¬ 
versity. Dewald served two years in 
the U.S. Army as a 1st Lieutenant in 
the Chemical Corps. Dr. Dewald ac¬ 
cepted an appointment to the faculty 
of TufUs University in 1965 where he 
is currently Professor of Chemistry. 
He is a town meeting member and a 
member of the toxic waste study 
committee.

Reading, writing, ’rithmetic 
get top scores in Winchester

dard of 70 percent correct. 

Looking at the different standards, 
97 percent of grade 6 students passed 
the reading and mathematics test 
when scored on a 60 percent correct 
standard. Statewide, 89 percent of 
grade 6 students passed reading and 
92 percent passed math. 

At 70 percent correct, 93 percent 
of Winchester students passed 
reading, compared with 83 percent 
statewide, and 94 percent passed 
math, compared with 86 percent 
across the state. 

At 80 percent correct, the highest 
standard, 84 percent of Winchester 
grade 6 students passed reading (72 
percent statewide) and 91 percent 
passed math (74 statewide). 

In a report accompanying the test 
results, members of the state depart¬ 
ment of education note that socio¬ 
economic factors, including the ex¬ 
tent of parents’ education, affect the 
results of the tests. Education and 
other background factors were used 
by the state to compare results with 
similar communities. 

Students with parents having 
some level of post-secondary educa¬ 
tion are more likely to pass the tests 
than those students whose parents are 


Tests of students in grades three, 
six and nine in reading, 
mathematics and writing have 
mastered those basic skills. 


not high school graduates, the report 
says. 

In addition, the state report says 
females do better than males and 
students from suburban areas have a 
higher mastery of basic skills than 
those living in the city. 

Winchester results were in line 
with the state’s conclusions. Third, 
sixth, and ninth-grade students here 
have mothers and fathers with 
average education indexes well above 
the state average. 

“It implies the day-to-day, infor¬ 
mal education parents provide their 
children plays a major role in con¬ 
tributing to their children’s 
achievements,” Ackerman says. 
What parents teach their children at 
home ‘‘plays a definite role and com¬ 
plements in a very significant way

what the school is able to do in a for¬ 
mal w'ay. What parents do really mat¬ 
ters.” 

‘‘The entire system, as supported 
by the community, has a strong com¬ 
mitment to basic skills and strong 
achievement,” Ackerman says. 

The high scores were consistent 
from school to school within the 
grade, Ackerman says. 

However, third-graders at Lynch 
produced ‘‘a magnificent set of 
results,” with a 100-percent passage 
rate in reading and math, and with all 
students passing the writing portion 
of the test. 

Ackerman says those one-time 
results do not indicate any difference 
between teaching methods at the 
various elementary schools. Since 
curriculum is consistent school-wide, 
he would consider continued higher 
performances by Lynch students to 
be significant. 

Ackerman also sees a fluke in the 
sixth-grade reading results, which 
are below average compared with 
similar districts. 

The lower scores may be at¬ 
tributed to the loss of tests in one sixth 
grade, he says. Students had to retake 
the tests just three days before 
Christmas vacation, and that pro¬ 
bably resulted in the variation. 

Further study of the results will 
determine any specific weaknesses in 
the students’ performance. ‘‘The 
school is looking at individual results, 
and identifying any surprises,” 
Ackerman says. 

Ackerman will present the results 
of the tests to the school committee 
March 24. The CSA will hear a presen¬ 
tation on April 3.

MDC land to town control, were held 
for special town meeting at the sug¬ 
gestion of town manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer. 

‘‘These may not be the articles 
that you would ultimately want to 
have,” Maurer said. 

Maurer said the board may want 
to wait until it has more details of a 
land swap with the MDC to draft a 
more definative article. Such an ar¬ 
ticle could be voted on at special town 
meeting, conducted during regular 
town meeting. 

The proposed land transfer, 
discussed by the board at previous 
meetings, would allow the construc¬ 
tion of a playground on Ginn Field, by 
Winchester Playgrounds Inc. 

This group has received the 
hoard’s endorsement in raising funds 
to build a playground to donate to the 
town. 

Two separate articles to accept 
Simonds Road and Amberwood Drive 
as public ways were scratched from 
the warrant. 

‘‘These articles would be 


premature for the spring. In the 
orderly course of things these would 
be appropriate for the fall,” chairman 
of selectmen Wade M. Welch said. 

The board also voted to add an ar¬ 
ticle sponsored by the town manager 
to authorize the lease/purchase of 
computer equipment for the main 
town computer. 

The $35,000 for this equipment was 
previously in the main budget, but 
Maurer said he recently learned the 
lease/purchase agreement had to be 
approved as a separate article. 

By borrowing funds rather than 
leasing the equipment, tlie town could 
save three percent in interest charges 
on $161,000 over the course of five or 
six years, Maurer said. 

The board also added an article to 
abandon as a public right of way a 
portion of Forest Street. The exact 
wording of the article is to be added 
prior to town meeting. 

The changes leave 23 articles on 
the spring town meeting warrant. 

Town meeting will begin April 27 
and proceed on Monday and Thurs¬ 
day nights until all articles have l>een 
acted upon.

T.V. talks and 
debates, coffees, ads, volunteers, 
mailings, phone calls. All this after 
the soul-searching, the committee 
building and the family enthusiasm 
which are basic and vital to begin 
with. 

But, you know something. I enjoy 
it. Two weeks ago Saturday it was 
cold at the dump; not the kind of cold 
that hurt if you just got out of your car 
and emptied your barrels, but if you 
held a sign or tried to shake a few' 
hands for five or six hours, it was a 
cold that got to you. 

But dump-campaigning is a town 


tradition and my two rivals knew this, 
too. And w'hen the day was over. I felt 
good that so many people had w'aved, 
or taken my card, or asked me how' 
I felt about their street repairs or 
their w'ater-supply, or what is w'rong 
with their neighborhood playground.

Fantastic Forum 
Mickey Rooney at 


Review 

The revival of the 1962 Tony 
Award-winning musical A Funny 
Thing Happened on the Way to the 
Forum, fit the Colonial Theatre 
through March 22, proves a joyful, 
fast-moving production, and while 
Mickey Rooney is the draw, it is the 
solid supporting cast, all extreme¬ 
ly strong, that actually carries the 
show. 

Written by Burt Shevelove and 
Larry Gelbart, with music and lyrics 
by Stephen Sondheim, Forum Is a 
very funny musical burlesque bas¬ 
ed on the plays of Plautus, the 
Roman farceur who lived from 
about 254 B.C. to 184 B.C. Here, 
the Ijilarious illogicalities of Latin 
comedy and the zany nonsense of 
vaudeville are wedded in a madcap 
romp. 

Indeed, Rooney, looking more 
like a roly-poly Friar Tuck than 
Shakespeare’s Puck, plays it as if it 
were a sequel to Sugar Babies. 

The action takes place on a 
street in ancient Rome on which 
stands three houses: the house of 
Lycus (Mitchell Greenberg), a dealer 
in courtesans; the house of Senex 
(Robert Nichols) and his wife 
Domina (Marsha Bagwell): and the 
hosue of Erronius (Frank Nastasi), 
an aged citizen. 

Erronius has been away for 20 
years In searchof his long-lost son 
and daughter. 

Senex and Domina are prepar¬ 
ing for a trip to visit Domina's ail¬ 
ing mother and Senex places his 
number-oine slave, the hysterical 
Hysterium (Lenny Wolpe) in charge, 
warning him that he must, at all 
costs, keep their son, the virginal 
Hero (Bob Walton), away from the 
neighboring house of ill repute. But 
Hero, who has spied the beautiful 
Philia (Jennifer Lee Andrews) in the 
second story window of Lycus' 
establishment, has already fallen in 
love. 

Enter Pseudolus (Rooney), 
Hero’s cunning, quick-witted slave. 
Anxious to win his freedom the con¬ 
niving Pseudolus promises to ob¬ 
tain Philia, a courtesan-in-training, 
for Hero in exchange for 'his 
freedom. 

The major roadblock is that 
Lycus has already sold Philia to 
Miles Gloriousus (Michael Dan- 
tuono), a galltn warrior. But don’t 
fret; all ends happily. 

And what with mistaken iden¬ 
tities, Faydeau-type entrances and 


exits, sight gags, wisecracks, prat¬ 
falls, and deliciously unsavory 
characters, this merry, mirthful 
musical keeps rolling along. 

The best of Sondheim’s score 
includes the classic Comedy 
Tonight, the beautiful ballad Love¬ 
ly which displays Mr. Walton’s rich, 
full-bodied tenor and Miss Andrews’ 
lovely soprano voices, and the 
uproarious Everybody Ought to 
Have A Maid. There Is no 
choreography worthy of mention 
and while director George Martin 
keeps this audience-pleaser moving 
at a brisk pace, he misses a golden 
opportunity for far more comedy In 
his treatment of Hysterium’s bogus 
death scene. Sherman Frank, the 
musical director, and his fine crew, 
keep the show humming. 

Rooney, with his throaty, hoarse 
quality, speak-sings; he never was 
a singer and he hasn’t Improved. He 
offers up his usual shtuck—ad-libs 
and pregnant stares. A Zero Mostel, 
he ain’t! 

Robert Nichols is fine as the 
lecherous, forever philadering 
Senex and Marsha Bagwell, as the 
monsterously domineering 
Domina, makes the Bride of 
Frankenstein look like Goldilocks. 
Miss Bagwell displays awesome 
projection and a thunderous sing¬ 
ing voice. 

Bob Walton is likeable and win¬ 
ning as Hero; tall, handsome 
Michael Dantuono is perfectly cast 
as the perfectly egotistical 
Gloriosus and showcases a boom¬ 
ing baritone; Jennifer Lee Andrews 
is appropriately feminine and 
virginal as Philia; and Lenny Wolpe 
scores impressively as the flighty 
Hysterium. 

Further cudos to Mitchell 
Greenberg as the greedy, beady- 
eyed Lycus: Frank Nastasi as the 
flustered Erronius; the very hard¬ 
working Proteans James Darrah, 
Steven Gelfer and Reed Jones; and 
the seductive group of courtesans 
led by tall, pulchritudinous Lesley 
Durnin, and Zoie Lam, Karen Byers, 
Victoria Dillard, and (the Geminae 
twins) Lori Ellen Mello and Renee 
Robertson.... "Buy one... get one 
free!"

What To Learn

Museum hosts machines with 


"Robots and Beyond: The Age 
of Intelligent Machines" has made 
its debut at Boston’s Museum of 
Science. 

The exhibit offers a glimpse in¬ 
to the futuristic field of artificial in¬ 
telligence and ignites speculation 
on how robots will change our lives, 
workplaces, wars, space ventures 
and perhaps even add to our 
psychiatric dilemmas. 

It Is important to know what 
distinguishes robots from 
automatons and other clever 
machines. 

Robots have computers for 
brains and are capable of com¬ 
pleting an action independent of 
their creators. 

They follow precise program in¬ 
structions and are adaptable, that 
is, they can be reprogrammed to 
perform another task. 

At the present level of robotics, 
people are still smarter than their 
inventions. A robot cannot take 
logical leaps, reason intuitively, or 
decide to go skiing. 

Scientists are working on 
designing more intelligent robots. 

At this time however, the robots 
can only rely on what is in their 
memory banks. 

I forget why this is true and ac¬ 
cepted the assignment on artificial 
intelligence thinking I could fake it. 

Of course I was qualified to 
write about robots because a long 
time ago 1 knew a first generation 
research robot from Buffalo who 
was programmed to mow the grass 
in random swaths. 

This made the old sod stronger. 

People who enjoyed earning 
lots of money wanted to market this 
little "chore-bot" and put some fun 
into a dismal task. 

However, one day it met a cruel 
and early demise when it tangled 
with a skate and chain used to tie 
the Doberman out. 

Its tragic flaw was a lack of vi¬ 
sion and collision sensors. If you go 
to the museum, check the robot out 
whose sole function is to bump in¬ 
to plexiglass walls and furniture. 

It neither waxes nor vacuums, it 
merely finds its way around 
obstacles which my friend could not 
do. 

The accident happed many 
years ago and the robots on display, 
second generation and half-way to 
the third, have improved vastly. 

They have not. however, ap¬ 
proached the famous and im¬ 
aginary brethren of science fiction 
like "Hal" or "R2D2." 

The visitors first encounter with 
another kind, if they are not walk¬ 
ing the exhibit backwards, will be 
Jorel. 

Jorel is a philosophical android 
bearing a resemblance to C3P0. In 


real life, it is an audioanimatronic 
creature without skin, hailing from 
Kokoro, Japan. 

You can see through Jorel and 
watch his stiff attempts to .mimic 
human movement. 

Jorel predicts: "There are 
robots in your future. Will they be 
evil or kind, loyal or rebellious, 
passive or creative?" 

In a baritone voice, he pro¬ 
claims the robots visitors are about 
to meet "are the forerunners of 
those who will work among you and 
work by your side. . . Use your im¬ 
agination and your heart and 
remember what it means to be 
human.” 

I found out what it meant to be 
human when an arm used to stack 
blocks was incorrectly wired. Right 
on the directions was left and left, 
of course, was right. 

Another display advised the 
manipulator to press "No" but the 
button was installed upside down 
and read "On." 

Jorel said nothing about play 
yet its neighbor is "Lego Logo— 
The Great Widget Factory." The en¬ 
tire factory is a robot. 

It if you have a 35 mm, 
automatic focus camera with digital 
printouts and rewinding (it is also 
a robot by definition), use some 
discretion with the flash unit. 

The Lego-Logo exhibit has light 
sensors which lets it know when an 
object has passed by. 

The sensor then tells the com¬ 
puter brain what decision to make 
and what to do next. 

Lego Systems, Inc., which 
manufactures the children’s con¬ 
struction brick teamed up with Pro¬ 
fessor Seymour Papert of MIT who 
developed to Logo computer 
language. 

The result is a new product 
which is designed to teach children 
how to create programs using a 
special version of the Logo 
language called Aaron. 

Methods involve an inter¬ 
disciplinary approach combining 
math, engineering, architecture and 
other scientific disciplines. 

According to Papert, "My vision 
of how computers should best be 
used in improving the learning pro¬ 
cess is totally different. I think the 
child, not the computer should be 
in charge." 

Papert told a child with a men¬ 
tal handicap attending the exhibit 
who set the factory in motion, the 
’’nice thing computers is that they 
are a gentle taskmaster." 

A number of schools have func¬ 
tioned as laboratories for Lego TC 
Logo research and students have 
created new ideas, built prototypes 
and tested various concepts. 

A fourth grader constructed a 


door which opens automatically 
when a touch sensor is triggered. 

A fifth grader built a chocolate 
factory with computer controlled 
conveyor belts. 

Kits are available commercial¬ 
ly and peripherals are compatible 
with Apple 11 e's and g’s. 

A room is set aside near this ex¬ 
hibit where the genius, the merely 
gifted, the average, or mentally 
handicapped child can create away 
with legos and Logo to their hearts 
content. 

Other robots contributing to the 
creative or cultural life of our 
species are the Maestro and a com¬ 
puter artist. The Maestro, visitors 
are told, has been up all night com¬ 
plosing and plays a little funk as well 
as jazz on a versatile music 
synthesizer. 

On the day I visited, a bagman 
was banging away on the keys and 
I thought he was part of the show 
until a museum employee asked 
him to leave. 

An arty robot ink drawing is the 
creation of Harold Cohen who com¬ 
missioned the work via a Digital 
computer. 

An artist himself, Cohen claims 
credit for the resulting artwork 
since he was the one who pro¬ 
grammed the computer-brained 
robot to draw. 

Unfortunately, Odex who is an 
experimental walking machine built 
by Odetics can’t get around 
anymore. Its talents lie in climbing 
stairs and going into regions and 
environments which are unsafe for 
humans. 

A videotape shows the visitor 
what Odex was like in its prime and 
suggests this robot would have 
come in handy at Chernobyl. 

On loan from the Smithsonian. 
Odex will not be making the 
museum circuit which will tour the 
country with robots. 

It’s back to getting gawked at in 
Washington and wondering what 
rendered him useless along with 
bungling bureaucrats. 

The robot star of Short Circuit. 
No. 5, is alive but unreal in light of 
actual robotic technology. 

Designed for speed, with tank 
treads for feet, this Hollywood in¬ 
vention is shown doing battle with 
an evil robot in a videotaped 
segment. 

Thiis wierdly wired robot shouts 
acrimonious epithets: "Hey laser 
lips, your mothr was a snowblower." 

It sets a tree trap for an adver¬ 
sary robot and when it has the other 
machine hanging where it wants, it 
yells "That wraps you up, you 
wascally wobot." 

Actually the concept of robots 
as fighting machines is not farfet¬ 
ched. Considerable research con- 
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run 

brains 

centrales on creating war machines. 

In the future, robots will fight in 
the place of men. 

Robots have already joined the 
armed forces. Take for example, 
the cruise missile which can make 
decisions and identify a route to 
follow. 

Science fiction writer, Isaac 
Asimov, has devised robotic rules. 
Any ethical discussion should be in¬ 
formed by these principles: 

1) A robot must not injure a 
human being. It may also not allow 
a human to come to harm through 
its own inaction. 

2) A robot must obey orders 
given it by human beings. But it 
may not obey orders that come in¬ 
to conflict with the first law rule. 

3) A robot must protect itself 
only as long as this does not con¬ 
flict with the first and second rules. 

For a robot to come to its 
senses, it must be able to see, hear, 
talk, handle things, move around 
and make complex decision. 

These human capabilities pose 
a complex problem for robotic 
engineers. A section of the exhibit 
gives visitors an opportunity to 
assess progress In solving these 
scientific dilemmas. 

How well do robots see? How 
well do they convey what they see? 
Eight displays concentrate on these 
problems and the state of the art 
solutions. 

The Kurzweil Reading machine 
looks like a copier but is a robot 
which aids vision impaired and 
blind people by scanning a printed 
page and reading aloud. 

Robotics are improving the life 
of individuals with handicaps in 
many ways. 

How will robots make sense of 
sound so that humans will be able 
to converse intelligently with them. 

There is a Kurzweil speech 
recognition devise and visitors may 
speak to this computer and issue 
commands. 

"Word Strings" tackles the pro¬ 
blem of speech synthesis. Since this 
computer brain is not too bright, 
there are some humorous results as 
it duplicates words strung together. 

Visitors can also program 
robotic speech using a DECTalk 
machine by Digital in which eight 
different voice pitches are used. 

Most robots have a male voice, 
however. Beautiful Betty and Rough 
Rita may challenge male domina¬ 
tion in voice engineering. 

Then, there is a display on the 
sense of touch and robot skin. 
Visitors can push and prod a patch 
of “robotic skin" fashioned from 
piezo-electric film and elicit a ver¬ 
bal response. 

From the existing robot fac¬ 
tories in Japan to those in Sweden, 
robot technology is sure to revolu-

lionize industry. 

Scientists are already call the 
Age of Robotics the second In¬ 
dustrial Revolution. 

The third revolution will occur 
when we send factories into space 
to mix alloys and crystals which 
cannot be done on this planet. 

After Earth is polluted, we can 
ship pollutants there, some say. 

Besides these Vulcan factories, 
on the Earth robots do not tire. 
They give the same performance in 
the evening as in the morning and 
are capable of repetitive tasks 
without growing bored or becoming 
alienated from society. 

Anyone who has bought a car 
made on Monday morning In 
Detroit will hail the arrival of robot 
technology. 


Will robots put us out of work? 

It's possible. 

However, chances are they will 
be able to retrain people for another 
field. Will they unionize? That’s 
hard to say. 

A video presentation featuring 
a General Motors Fanuc assembly 
robot depicts these workers walking 
into a fiery-furnace, carrying out 
molten metal in their grippers and 
cooling it in a pool of water. 

In another area of the factory, 
arms spray paint car bodies. 

Will robots become brain 
surgeons? 

They have steadier hands than 
physicians. 

Once a tumor is located 
through testing, a robot can hold 
surgical instruments at a precise 


angle while the surgeon operates. 

Increasingly, mechanical parts 
are being invented to replace worn 
out or diseased human parts. 

There could be a time, coin¬ 
ciding with the aging of America, 
that many people could be 
cyborgs—men and women with 
robotic parts, hearts, lungs and 
perhaps windpipes. 

Certainly we already have ar¬ 
tificial and mechanical joints. 

Scientists and robotic engineers 
are constantly seeking ways to 
make robots more intelligent, more 
human. 

Artificial intelligence is defined 
as computer programs which can 
“learn from experience and make a 
robot appear to behave with 
intelligence. 

"However, the robot brain can¬ 
not think as our brain does. 

"It can only make decisions bas¬ 
ed on the information. . . in its 
memory banks." 

At the museum, you may toy 
with a computer which will play tic- 
tac-tne, question the "Mountaineer" 
and get information on all the 
mountains in the world except the 
sea eruption called Hawaii. 

Mountaineer does not do 
"states " although a science pro 
gram indicated this state qualifies 
as a mountain. 

Witness the "Birth of a Brain" 
which shows a large-scale in¬ 
tegrated circuit. It’s not the brain as 
we know it, but it tries. 

Cahners ComputerPlace at the 
museum will host a series of eight 
weekend workshops for children 
ages 4 to 13 and theii parents. 


Each two-hour session will ad 
dress a different theme and con 
tents will be age appropriate. The 
workshops will take place in a 
classroom in the rTiidst of the robot 
exhibit. 

Worksfiops vary in [jrice from 
$110 to $150 depending on tfie 
subject and whether or trot you ate 
a member. 

In another educatiorral dimen 
sion, there is a kit of materials to aid 
in the classroom for the elementary 
school teachers who visit the ex¬ 
hibit with their classes. 

The exfiibit will be at the 
museum through April 26 and lire 
sponsors are Digital Fquipmerrt 
Corporation and The Kurzweil 
Foundation. 

Will robots rob us of our human 
dignity, our jobs? 

Will they contribute to a 
wasteland of metal junkyards and 
human as well as mechf'nical 
absolescence? 

If you’re worried about that, go 
and visit the dinosaurs and the lit 
tie chickens wfio are snakefood 
once everyone goes home. 

Will robots become warriorss 
for opposing ideologies? We'd bet¬ 
ter make peace before technolgy 
advances further. 

Will we seek counseling 
because we get along better with 
robots than our bosses, editors and 
co-workers? Will robots write better 
stories about fellow robots? 

Go to the museum and decide 
whether you will wonder and 
wander around in the corridors of 
your mind asking the infernal ques¬ 
tion: What makes robots go?

What About Art? By Meredith Fife Day

Galleries in ^other places 


Alternative gallery spaces, as 
distinguished from commercial gal¬ 
leries and museums, are usually co¬ 
operative efforts, run jointly by art¬ 
ists and supportive groups. 

In some cases, alternative gal¬ 
leries are spaces given to art exhibi¬ 
tion by institutions that function in 
an altogether different role in the 
community. Such are the galleries 
at Habitat Institute for the Environ¬ 
ment, 10 Juniper Rd. in Belmont, 
and Newton Free Library, 414 Cen¬ 
tre St., Newton Corner. 

Habitat's natural beauty and se¬ 
cluded setting invite an attentive, 
contemplative attitude. The sensi¬ 
bilities of artists who exhibit in the 
main building on its grounds are in 
tune with those fostered by this 
place where nature Is a respected 
and revered refuge. 

The paintings and prints of Arl¬ 
ington resident Maryellen McCar- 
thy-Sakura, on exhibit at Habitat 
through April, have a sense of im¬ 
mersion and involvement in obser¬ 
vations of nature, ultimately re¬ 
sulting in identification with its 
spirit. 

Ironically, Sakura's still lifes 
often speak more eloquently of her 
response to nature than do her land¬ 
scapes. In the stretched-out hori¬ 
zontal “rockscapes," humble nat¬ 
ural treasures — shells, rocks and 
pods — are spaced so that no over¬ 
lap occurs and each object Is allow¬ 
ed the fullness and uniqueness of its 
form. With the same sensitivity that 
she approaches the individual ob¬ 
jects, the artist ties them together 
by their richly tonal cast shadows 
and, most effectively, a gently curv¬ 
ed branch that rests behind them 
and extends from one edge of the 
long picture to the other. 

Sakura refers to these works as 
"interior landscapes." She explains, 
"The interior arrangements are 
more private landscapes. The ob¬ 
jects whether real or imagined are 
tied to a common denominator. 
They are quiet with only the play of 
shadows. They are also a connec¬ 
tion or door into an oriental source 
of imagery." 

The flatness of these pictures, 
their carefully placed shapes and at¬ 
tention to intervals do, in spirit, cor¬ 


respond to the sensibility manifest¬ 
ed in Japanese rock gardens. 

Sakura’s work may be viewed in 
the gallery at Habitat 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m. Monday through Friday, and 
weekends by appointment. Call 
489-5050. 

The gallery at the top of the 
stairs in Newton's main library calls 
for more than a pause and glance 
around before heading through the 
door to more shelves of books. Ex¬ 
hibits director Elinor Persky has 
seen to it that the space of transi¬ 
tion from one part of the library to 
the other functions as a fine exhibi¬ 
tion area for thoughtful, serious 
work by area artists. 

Through the month of March, 
the books, paintings and prints of 
Jack Carlton are featured in the 
library gallery. 

A suite of prints done in colla¬ 
boration with artist David Puff- 
hausen is entitled Urban Chronicle 
and sets small schematized figures 
against a vast black sky that spar¬ 
kles with the white specks of stars 
in their constellations. 

The figures reappear through¬ 
out Carlton's work, always anony¬ 
mous and stiffly gestural, never 
touching one another and finally 
isolated within the confines of in¬ 
dividual rectangles. The shapes that 
surround these tiny enclosed peo¬ 
ple often take on the configuration 
of a keyhole through which the fig¬ 
ure is seen in a variety of poses and 
in contexts ranging from targets, 
brick walls and skulls to a ragged 
burst of gold leaf. 

The rectangles are set side by 
side and stacked. Repetition of the 
motif is effective in Carlton's look 
at the human condition. 

The artist’s books, also collabor¬ 
ative efforts, have the quality of pro¬ 
jects infused with caring and pains¬ 
taking attention of their every as¬ 
pect. The Love Album and Travelog 
recognize and capture the exquisite 
concentration of moments turned 
into indelible memories. 

Carlton’s work, original and ab¬ 
sorbing, may be viewed during li¬ 
brary hours, 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. Mon¬ 
day through Thursday, to 6 p.m. 
Friday, to 5 p.m. Saturday and 1 to 
4 p.m.

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Housing issues spark questions 

Selectmen, planning, housing candidates field questions

Housing led discussions Sunday 
when nearly 200 voters filled the 
Knights of ('olunibus Hall for the 
League of Women Voters’ candidates 
forum. 

'Phis was the first year the league 
forum included candidates for con¬ 
tested and uncontest(‘d offices and 
allowed all candidates to field 
questions. 

Most questions were aimed at 
those seeking three contested posi¬ 
tions: selectmen, housing authority 
and planning board. 

Contested candidates got four 
minutes to state their positions and 
uncontested candidates got two 
minutes. Eleven candidates made 
presentations. Kevin Lombardi (can 
didate for planning board) and Con¬ 
stance Papas (candidate for library 
trustee) had notified the league they 
would be unable to attend 

John Sullivan, unopposed in seek¬ 
ing his tenth term as town moderator, 
opened the proceedings with an ex¬ 
planation of the rules and brought a 
chuckle Irom the audience when he 
conditionally relinquished his oppor 
(unity to speak. 

“1 will yield my speaking time 
unless somebody .says something of¬ 
fensive about me," .Sullivan said. 

Following the pre.sentations. the 
crowd questioned the candidates 
alxuit a variety of issues, centering on 
housing and development 

Fielding questions about linkage 
- the process of requiring developers 
to make concessions to the town to 
have their developments approved 
the three candidates for selectmen 
differed somewhat 

"I would be for it,” William H 
O’Neil .said. 

Stephen Powers said he had some 
reservations about enforcing linkage 
requirements but was waiting for the 
results rf a town meeting study on 
various linkage methods. 

Thomas Schmitt said he would 
"support aggressive linkage ar 
rangements with all the developcTs 
who want to do busine.ss in the town." 

All three candidates for selectmen 
also spoke-against any future over¬ 
ride of Proposition 24. When asked 
by finance committee member 
Gerard Polcari what additional 
revenues they would seek for the 
town, each said he would pursue op¬ 
tions other than an override. 

Semitt said the town should en¬ 
courage "reasonable development" 
to increase the tax base and should 
w'ork with legislators to increase the 
flow of state and federal money to the 
town. 

O’Neil stressed retaining town 
owned portions of the Woburn Loop, 
while allowing abutters to purcha.se 
other poitions. 

Powers also mentioned maximiz¬ 
ing money from Woburn Ixjop proper¬ 
ty and pointed to management as the 
key to the town’s financial future. 

"We should learn how to manage 
our revenues and expenditures, ” 
Powers .said. 

Planning board candidates 
Maryann McCall-Taylor and 
Margaret Roll and housing authority 
candidates Robert Dewald and Den 
nis O’Malley also were questioned on 
various housing .'iid development 
issues.

candidates for selectman all agreed 
abuttors should have first crack at the 
property but they differed on the 
directions the town should take with 
the property.

Powers agreed that abuttors 
should be given the first opportunity 
to buy the land when it is put up for 
sale. 

.Schmitt differed in that he said 
abuttors should be given the first op¬ 
portunity to lease the land. The town, 
he said, should retain ownership of 
the land in case building restrictions 
are later lifted, which would increase 
its value. 

Turnout at the forum was in¬ 
dicative of strong community concern 
for the issues discussed and the up¬ 
coming election, said some of those 
present.

Ginn playfield wins 
approval from MDC

Winchester Playgrounds Inc., has 
a tentative go-ahead from the 
Metropolitan District Commission 
(MDC) to build a playground on Ginn 
Field. 

Winchester Playgrounds Inc. had 
offered to raise money build and 
donate the playground to the town. 

A stumbling block arose when it 
was learned the town did not own the 
property but leased it from the MDC. 

State Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
(R—Winchester) met with MDC of¬ 
ficials last week and reported the 
MDC had agreed to let the playground 
be built. 

"They did not see any problem 
with it," Saltmarsh said. 

The town leased the property from 
the MDC for 99 years for $1 in 1937, 
Saltmarsh said. The terms of that 
lease prohibit erecting any structure 
or building on the site without written 
permission from the MDC. 

Such permission will be granted 
.soon, .Saltmarsh said. 

The MDC commissioner will meet 
with members of Winchester 
Playgrounds Inc. to hear details of the 


project and formally grant the per 
mi.ssion, he .said. 

Saltmarsh said he told the MDC 
the town has a long range plan and is 
planning to spend several million 
dollars to upgrade parks and 
playgrounds over the next few years. 

"1 felt 1 should make them aware 
of that," Saltmarsh said. 

Although the MDC would not be in¬ 
terested in selling the Ginn Field pro¬ 
perty. the terms of the lease do not 
present a problem for the project. 
Saltmarsh said. 

"1 think 49 years is more than ade¬ 
quate." Saltmarsh said. 

With tenative approval. Win¬ 
chester Playgrounds Inc., is moving 
ahead with several fundraising 
events, says Marcia Lampson, 
publicity director of the group. 

"Everybcxly is in favor of it. Now 
it’s a tola! green light. It is nice not 
to have any question marks." Lam- 
son said this week. 

'I’he group is planning a dance May 
29 at the Knights of Columbus, a booth 
at 'I’own Day May 30 and a children’s

Summer workshops suffer, 
grants may fund programs 


Proposals for 260 weeks of sum¬ 
mer curriculum workshops were 
received by the Winchester school 
system, but as a result of budget con¬ 
straints, only 63 of them will be 
funded.

Winchester and Wedgemere train 
stations will get $6()0,(K)6 worth of ex¬ 
terior improvements, according to 
Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
(R—Winchester). 

Design is proceeding on schedule 
for upgrades to the parking areas of 
both stations, according to a 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority (MB'FA) status report. 

'Fhe upgrade to the Winchester sta¬ 
tion will include improved drainage, 


repaving and sealing of the parking 
lot, new striping, landscaping, 
driveway and sidewalk repairs, new 
signs and trash receptacles, the 
report says. 

'Fhe Wedgemere station upgrade 
will be more extensive, involving 
lower ing the parking lot several feet. 

'Fhe resulting soil studies, 
drainage design and installation, new 
utilities, new pavement foundation 
and pavement, layout I'edesign, land¬ 
scaping, driveway entrance 
r econstruction, new sidewalk. r'e|xrir's 
to the existing station building, new 


signs and lighting will cost about 
$450,000, the report says. 

"We anticipate we’ll have the 
design work (orr the Winche.'^ler sta¬ 
tion I complete very close to the end 
of March and we should be able to 
advertise for bids in April." said 
Peter Dirnond, Public Information 
Officer at the MB'FA.

SELLING A 
FIXER-UPPPER 

When a seller decides to market 
his home as a "Handyman Special," 
some hard decision will have to be 
made. 

The first decision will probably 
be the choice between fixing the 
house up or selling it "as-is." ^fore 
that decision can be made, the 
seller needs to know how much the 
house is worth in its present con¬ 
dition.

The size and strueture of the town 
forest eoinniittee is set by

45. section 21 which says, ‘•the special 
town forest committee shall l)e com¬ 
posed of three members who shall 
choose their own chairman and shall 
serve without eompensation. ” 

The question of how many 
members the board could have came 
up last week when selectmen inter¬ 
viewed two catididates for a single 
oix'ning on the town forest committee. 
After interviewing Donald Kllis, who 
has served on the board for one year, 
and Kred DiMinico. selectmen asked 
if the three member board could be 
enlarged. 

The state general laws say it 
cannot. 

Selectmen Monday ap[)ointed Ellis 
to the e.xisling opening and accepted 
the resignation of Dominic Serratore 
from the forest committee. 

Serratore's resignation ereates a 
second vacancy which will be posted. 
The board agreed that DiMinico 
would b(‘ encouraged to re-apply for 
the second posted opening. 

"I think the fair w'ay and the 
logical way would be to appoint Mr. 
Ellis and re-post I the second posi¬ 
tion!.” selectman Robert Deering 
said. 

The committee also interviewed a 
seventh applicant for the council on 
aging. 

Last week the board interviewed 
six applicants for four open seats on 
the council. 

The board unanimously supported 
the motion of selectman Mark Lom¬ 
bardi to appoint Elaine Chipman, 
Carolyn Dettinger. Louise Kelly and 
Donald Rowlingson to the council. 

Lombardi said he made the motion 
after consulting with sitting memlx3rs 
of the council and based on careful 
consideration of the qualifications of 
all applicants. 

The four appointments expire 
March 31. 1990.

The board approved a special auc¬ 
tioneer permit for Another Era Anti¬ 
ques for April 10 at the Sons of Italy 
Hall. 

The board received a report from 
Dominic Serratore. director of public 
works, commending Adam Keats for 
a fine job on his Eagle Scout project. 

Keats surveyed the entire town 
and prepared a map and inventory in¬ 
dicating the location and condition of 
each street sign for the town. 

"You have provided the depart¬ 
ment of public works with a valuable 
report which will Iw utilized for an im¬ 
portant maintenance function," Ser¬ 
ratore said in a letter to Keats. 

The board also received a report 
from town counsel Douglas Randall 
on his successful defense of the plan¬ 
ning board, the planning board 
engineer and the building inspector.

Cab, wine consultant want to start business

It was business, but not (juite as 
usual, for selectmen when two pro 
spcclive business owners sought the 
board’s approval Monday night. 

Sharon 1). Corser. of Woburn, 
wants to begin a taxi service in town. 
She spoke to the board witli her at¬ 
torney Marianne Yon FYldt. 

Von F'eldl said the town’s :i9-year- 
old regulations for "hackney carriage 
licenses" create a "catch 22” situa¬ 
tion for applicants. 

Regulations require applicants to 
obtain insurance, properly zoned 
commercial space and properly 
licensed drivers In'lore they can gel 
a license. 

The attorney said these are costly 
procedures and Corset* would like to 
know she would be allowed to operate 
her business before she pursues them. 

"It seems the application is 
designed more for an existing 
business to move to Winchester.” Von 
F'cldt said. 

In a written statement Von FY'Idt 
said her client saw the need for a new 
cab service that would stay open and 
serve the community at reasonable 
rates throughout the day. 

She plans to operate from (i a.m. 
until midnight, she said. 

Corser presented the board with 
statements from Police Chief John P. 
McHugh, and building eommissioner 
Arthur R. Gallagher saying they had 
no objections to the permit being 
issued. 

Despite the existing requirements 
for the permit, selectman Judith P. 
Muggia said the board should en- 


eourage the applieanl. 

■‘We ne(*d to do the best we can to 
support an application like this that 
comes through with favorable recom¬ 
mendations.” Muggia said. 

Seleelman Mark Loinl)ardi ques¬ 
tioned supporting the venture before 
requirments had been met. 

“The building insjH'ctor has no ob- 
jectioiis because there was no 
building to inspect. 1 am against giv¬ 
ing the licen.se l)efore she has the 
business. " Lombardi said. 

Seleelman Eraneis Sop|H'r pinled 
out that another cab service in town 
might cause space problems in the 
downtown area. There is now only one 
cal) service operating in Winchester. 

There is one parking space 
downtown allocated as a taxi stand. 

“Will we have to allwate another 
space or will they have to fight over 
the one space’.’” Sopper asked. 

Von F'eldt said the cab will be 
radio-dispatched and will operate 
from the office at 2 Lowell Ave. 

Muggia suggested the l)oard grant 
a license which hinges upon satisfac¬ 
tion of existing requirements. 

“Given the ‘catch ‘22’ of our licen¬ 
sing procedure, if you are willing to 
go through with this. 1 would like to 
grant a provisional lieen.se.” Muggia 
.said. 

Town council Douglas Randall 
agreed that this could be done. 

“It is really provisional upon 
satisfaction of these retiuirements 
and delivered at that lime.“Randall 
said. 

The decision pleased (’orser and

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Schools to chart test scores 
throughout student careers 


A report prepared by David 
Ackerman, assistant superintendent 
for curriculum and instruction, on 
Winchester students’ performance on 
the state basic skills tests reveals 
higher than average scores. 

Thoughout the state, children in 
grades 3, 6, and 9 are tested in 
reading, writing and mathematics to 
see whether they have the minimum 
skills education is supposed to 
provide. 

Those identified as below the 
cutoff can then receive special 
attention. 

The test is still evolving, and so 
cutoffs have not been firmly 
established in math and reading. Next 
year there will be an official state 
standard, according to the report 
presented to the School Committee 
Tuesday night. 

This year, hypothetical cutoffs 
were used of 60, 70, and 80 percent of 
questions answered correctly. 

The percentage of students scoring 


below 60 percent ranged from less 
than 1 to just over 2; the percentage 
scoring below 70 percent ranged from 
1 to just over 5; and the percentage 
scoring below 80 percent from 7.5 to 
just under 15. 

Ackerman suggested to the com¬ 
mittee that a cutoff of 75 percent 
would be consistent with Winchester’s 
previous standards. He said the 
“historical comparison must be con¬ 
sidered next fall when the state an¬ 
nounces its standard and Winchester 
weighs the option of setting a higher 
one." 

Winchester outperformed the state 
in all grades and all subjects, and 
placed near the middle of the pack 
when compared to similar 
communities. 

Sp)ecial needs students in Win¬ 
chester did well compared to the 
state. 

Females outperformed males on 
each test at each grade level at the 
state level. In Winchester this trend 
was somewhat less pronounced. 
However, ninth grade girls outper¬ 


formed ninth grade boys in math, a 
surprising result in the face of the fact 
that boys have consistently and 
signficantly outscored girls on the 
quantitative Scholastic Aptitude 
Tests. 

In writing, two students out of the 
third grade class of 199 failed; no 
students failed in grade 6; and two 
students failed out of 232 in the ninth 
grade. Ackerman attributes this 
strong showing to Winchester’s 
writing standard being higher than 
the state average. 

Ackerman recommended to the 
committee that students scoring 
below the 75 percent cutoff receive ad¬ 
ditional attention. 

He also asked for a continuation of 
efforts to “monitor student growth in 
reading competency, esp>ecially dur¬ 
ing the pivotal period from roughly 
grade 5 to grade 9 when students need 
to stretch beyond basic reading skills 
to be able to comprehend longer, 
more complex and abstract reading 
materials.”

Winchester schools’ increasing 
focus on early grades won school 
committee attention at its regular 
meeting Tuesday night. 

The early childhood education pro¬ 
gram in Winchester has been making 
great strides, according to a report 
presented by David Ackerman, assis¬ 
tant superintendent for curriculum 
and instruction, and Suzanne McGee, 
principal of the Vinson-Owen School. 

The report was presented to the 
full school committee as an update to 
the program’s status. A final report 
will be presented at year end, Acker¬ 
man told the committee. 

“A tremendous amount has gone 
on this year,” Ackerman said. 

Winchester implemented its first 
K-l readiness class this year through 
funds provided by the the state under 
Chaper 188. 

An “outreach” program was 
established to provide a communica¬ 
tion link between pre-schools and the 
public schools. 

An extended day was im¬ 
plemented in the kindergartens. The 
children now are in school 8:45 a.m. 
to 12:30 p.m. 

New or revised documentation and 
reporting systems to track pupil pro¬ 
gress in the kindergartens, k-l 
readiness class, and Grade 1 were 
established. 

Several key curriculum 


documents were generated, including 
an early childhood parent handbook, 
an updated guide to the kindergarten 
curriculum, and a guide to the K-l 
program. 

Workshops for kindergarten 
teachers on “developmental educa¬ 
tion” and “hands-on” science were 
held as well as meetings between 
kindergarten and grade 1 teachers 
aimed at smoothing the transition 
from pre-school to school. Workshops 
were also held for the purpose of 
revitalizing the grade 1 curriculum. 

Sharon Haselkom, who earned her 
doctorate in education at Harvard, is 
currently conducting an evaluation of 
all these initiatives. 

In discussing her findings, 
Haselkorn said she had been 
‘‘repeatedly impressed by the 
knowledge and caring of the staff” in 
the Winchester system. 

She stressed the need to give 
young children “things to learn in the 
way they need to learn them,” taking 
into account the egocentrism of 5 and 
6-year-olds, their daily life ex¬ 
periences, and their imaginations. 

She praised Winchester’s ap¬ 
proach of “taking the best and 
brightest” of educational theory and 
adapting it to the needs of individual 
students. 

MeGee told the committee of the 
early childhood newsletter now being 
produced. The publication is written 
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by experts in education and sent to 
parents of 3 to 6-year-olds. 

Committee member Donna Lan¬ 
dry said she had received “excellent 
feedback” on the pilot report cards 
being sent to grade 1 parents. The 
new report car^ are meant to convey 
more meaningful information to the 
parents. 

Committee member Edward 
O’Connell asked how a child is singl¬ 
ed out for the K-l program, a class 
designed for children not ready for 
grade 1, but who should not be held 
back in kindergarten. 

Haselkorn explained that the 
screening is done by a coordinator, 
that a student is not “shunted off to 
the side,” but is a part of the 
mainstream of the early childhood 
program, and that the child’s ability 
to ^ successful in later grades is 
enhanced by having gone through the 
K-l program. 

McGee, who was a member of the 
screening committee last year, said 
the committee had identified a 
number of characteristics that in¬ 
dicate an unreadiness to enter grade 
1, but that the committee only recom¬ 
mends such a step to the parents. A 
team of four evaluates each child, and 
the parents make the final decision. 

McGee said that last year, after 
sufficient discussion with the parents 
involved, 100 percent of them went 
along with the committee’s 
recommendation. 

Superintendent Charles Mitsakos 
said the schools planned to follow the 
children over the years to try to 
measure the effects of the program. 

The meeting began with a farewell 
reception for Steve Powers. 

Powers is resigning after three 
years of service to run for selectman. 

The school committee voted 
unanimously to accept a gift of a 
stereo to the Lincoln School Library 
from Robert Whitman of 3 Willow St.

The ‘‘Woburn 
Loop" -1 feel that this was a good in¬ 
vestment by tlie tow’ii and it could pro¬ 
duce needed income revenue by in¬ 
dividual parties who would huild on.

form of tax revenue. Of course, user 
fees are also another form of revenue 
to the town.

What are the three greatest 
challenges facing the board to which 
you are seeking election, in the coin¬ 
ing year? 

Housing: Winchester must come 
up with a long range solution for pro¬ 
viding adequate low and moderate in¬ 
come housing. This is being ac- 
I complished in part by a rental subsidy 
program funded by the state and 
federal governments. We must also 
adopt an inclusionary zoning by-law 
which would require private 
developers to set aside a percentage 
of newly constructed units for low and 
moderate income housing. 

Parking: The planning board must 
Ix' ready to use the results of the near¬ 
ly complettxl parking study. This is an 
update of the 1981 study and will 
result in specific recommendations. 
There is a need for creativity and 
leadership to act on these recommen¬ 
dations to improve parking and traf¬ 
fic circulation in the town center. 

Zoning: I feel that it is not in the 
best interest of the town to have every 
remaining parcel of land turned into 
housing developments. The planning 
board needs to develop a long range 
plan which incorporates a creative 
mix of land use options which con¬ 
tribute to the growth and stability of 
the town. 

What do you see as the obligation 
of the board to which you are seeking 
election, to the town? 

It is the responsibility of the plan¬ 
ning board to consider a wide range 
of opiiojjo A.Ill regard to land use in 
Winchester. There must be a setting 
of common goals and a meaningful 


and regular communication Ixdween 
the housing authority, the conserva¬ 
tion of commission, the planning 
board, the board of appeals and the 
Ixiard of selectmen. With these Ixxirds 
working toward common objectives, 
each individual board will contribute 
to a more complete and considered 
plan. The planning board must 
demonstrate leadership, initiative 
and follow through. There is a need to 
be both firm and fair when dealing 
with new' developers. Any new pro¬ 
posal must be studied for its impact 
on traffic, neighborhood compatibili¬ 
ty, open space, and the overall quali¬ 
ty of the product to be accepted by the 
town. The planning board has a 
responsibility to the town to see that 
when a building or develpment is ap¬ 
proved that the finished product is up 
to the standards, design and quality 
which was promised by the 
developer. 

How will you work to meet this 
obligation? 

I feel that I can bring a broad 
perspective and good communication 
skills to the planning process. I will 
work hard at being knowledgeable of 
the issues and problems facing the 
board.

W'hen I w’as a kid, it seemed to me 
that all situations in life were either 
black or white, bad or good. I felt that 
sincerity was good.

But unlike most of my friends, as 
a high school student I felt that drink 
ing was bad.

Somehow my certitude 
Insured his compliance: he poured it 
out. 

Later, in the college years, I began 
losing sight of my formerly clear-cut 
sense of the black and the white. 

I had my first drink at a fraterni¬ 
ty party, w'ith a date, on my very first 
college weekend. I was 18. We tossed 
off cups of the lethal house punch. We 
supped heartily on a vat of stew. I 
kicked my shoes off. 

A little later, feeling mellow and 
free and limitless. I seemed to exper¬ 


ience a sensation of warmth, starting 
at my toes. I looked down to see my 
foot immersed to the ankle in a bowl 
of beef stew. 

1 remember taking my.self to the 
bathroom then; hoisting my leg up in¬ 
to the sink; attempting to work bits 
of carrot out from the silk-stockinged 
spaces between my toes. A world et¬ 
ched in blacks and whites had slipped 
away from me for good. 

From then on. as far as drinking 
went. I did it. We all did it. It was a 
mark of sophistication, our announce¬ 
ment to the world that we were 
adults. 

I guess kids today drink for the 
same reason. Only they seem to drink 
more. And they seem to drink young¬ 
er. Then too, they have more spend¬ 
ing money, and greater access to 
automobiles. 

As a result they are dying on the 
highways at a rate that is both scary 
and sickening. 

Attention is being focused oii this 


problem. We have now .stiff sets of 
laws regarding the offense of driving 
under the influence. Organizations 
like M.A.D.D. (Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving) have raised people’s 
awareness. 

Yesterday 1 saw a teenager with 
a T-shirt that said D.A.M.M. It stood, 
the fine print said, for Drunks Against 
Mad Mothers. On one level it was fun¬ 
ny. On all the others, it wasn’t. 

Kids today have access to much 
more freedom than most of us did 
growing up in our era of town-wide 
curfews and church-sponsored 
dances. But freedom implies respon¬ 
sibility. Freedom demands judicious 
decision-making. 

It seems to me that many of our 
children lack the tools for good 
decision-making, whether those deci¬ 
sions involve drinking, or drugs or 
sexuality.

Reader says 
water must

TO THE EDITOR: 

With the town election coming up 
Tuesday, a myriad of issues have 
arisen. None, however, are as basic 
and as sensitive to every resident in 
town as those questions involving our 
water supply. In a step to improve 
this water supply it has recently been 
suggested that the town appropriate 
money on the town warrant “to pro¬ 
tect and upgrade’’ (Winchester Star 
3/12/87) the town’s three reservoirs. 
It is my Ix3lief that appropriations and 
measures should be undertaken to 
protect our most valued resource. Ex¬ 
penditures geared toward this aim 
should Ixi weighed in accordance with 
cost effectiveness and relative 
necessity. 

Today, the town of Winchester has 
three separate, independent water 
pressure systems. They are known as 
the East High System, the Middle 
Gravity System and the Metropolitan 
District Commission System (MDC). 

The MDC system serves all the 
streets west of Cambridge and Pond 
Streets. 'I'he source is a water tower 
on Turkey Hill in Arlington. 

'Fhe East High and Middle Gravi¬ 
ty systems receive their water from 
the Middlesex PY*lls reservoirs. 

These water systems consist of 
nearly lOO miles of water mains. The 
pipes range in size of two inches to 24 
inches in diameter. They are either 
lined or unlined cast iron pipes or 
asbestos cement pipes. 'I'he town has 
about 800 hydrants, 10,000 control 
valves and roughly 6,000 services. 


Each water system serves close to 
8,000 people. 

In the spring of 1978 Winchester of¬ 
ficials hired \Veston and Sampson 
Engineers Inc. of Boston to study the 
water system. On October 3. 1979 a 
study of the town’s water system was 
presented to the Board of Selectmen. 
'I’he report was said to cost $‘20,(K)0 and 
took 2,000 man hours to complete. If 
implemented, the recommended im¬ 
provements were estimated at a cost 
of $6.8 million to the town. 

As projected, upgrading the water 


'I’he House and Senate. “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call’’ records local represen¬ 
tatives’ votes on 7 roll calls from the 
House se.ssions dealing with the $147.6 
million increase in direct local aid to 
cities and towns. There were no roll 
calls in the House or Senate during the 
week of March 16-20. 

(Editor’s note: These roll calls are 
from February sessions. We did not 
cover them earlier because we could 
not insure the accuracy of the infor¬ 
mation and votes available at that 
time.) 

Local .Aid Packagc( H 3;J00)- House 
145-0, approved non-binding resolu¬ 
tions providing $147.6 million in in¬ 
creased direct local aid for cities and 
towns. 

Supporters said the package pro¬ 
vides increased aid and informs com¬ 
munities well in advance how much 
they can expect. 

A Yea vote is for the package. 

Representative Sherman Salt- 
marsh voted yes. 

$23 Milliondl 3300)- House 86-58 
and 99-42, rejected two amendments 
providing an additional $23 million in 
increasecJ local aid. 

'Fhe amendments include different 
formulas for distribution of the 
money. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will help many communities and 
claimed cities and towns are being 
shortchanged because of the usual 
underestimation of growth revenue. 

Opponents said (he House cannot

Stahili/ution Eiinddi 3300)- House 
109-36, rejected an amendment 
creating a local aid stabilization fund 
into which would be transferred an 
amount equal to the difference bet¬ 
ween 40 percent of the estimated 
growth revenue and 40 percent of ac¬ 
tual growth. 

Supporters said the fund Is impor¬ 
tant and would be used to help local 
communities during any future 
economic hard times. 

Opponents said the 40 percent 
growth requirement is already being 


high bacteria counts. A fourth, less

Without proper distribution even the 
eleanost reseiToir and most protected 
water is subject to contamination. 

Improving the quality of water 
most assuredly goes hand and hand 
with improving its distribution. Ow¬ 
ing to the neglect and lack of upkeep 
our water system has suffered this 
century, suggestions pertaining to 
such “distribution” should be given 
precedence. Keplacing pipes, 
regularly (lushing the entire system, 
altering the system’s design in cer¬ 
tain areas, and increasing water 
flow/piessure by maintaining peak 
elevation of our reservoirs through fill 
solutions to our water sources; all ap- 
|)ear to be substantive, cost effective, 
solutions to our water problem. Once 
these goals have been met, sugges¬ 
tions in regard to “outdoor” con¬ 
tamination should be solicited and 
discussed. 

Winchester will have a water pro¬ 
blem until the water is safeguarded 
from the flaws of its own transport 
system. With a glass of “Poland 
Spring” water in my hand, I toast all 
those who suggest a long range plan 
for improving our water, as opposed 
to a short range “straddling the 
fence.”

Opjx?nhoimer 
of the zoning board of appeals 
unanimously denied with prejudiee a 
{X'tition for a variance to build two 
single-family houses on Lots 20 and 21 
at McCall Road. 

By denying with prejudice the 
petitioners cannot take the issue 
Ix’fore the board again for two years. 

The petitioners Joseph and 
Dorothea Meli and James and Kim 
Aiken jointly own the land which 
lacks sufficient frontage for two 
houses under the zoning code. 

Lawrence Murray, representing 
the petitioners, argued that the 
topography of the lots require that 
two houses built on it share a common 
driveway and that it is not 
economically feasible to build a single 
family home on such a large site. 

Paul Amico and James Mawn, 
spoke against the variance. The op¬ 
ponents cited concerns about blasting 
during construction, traffic density 
and neighborhood property values. 

It was also noted that the lots were 
not zoned for two houses when they 
were purchased by the petitioners in 
1985 and that the purchase price 
($290,000) and tax assessment 
($124,000 for l^t 20 and $85,000 for Lot 
21) reflected this. 

The board concluded that any 
hardship to the petitioners was of 
their own making in purchasing lots 
that were not zoned appropriately for 
their plans and that the derogation 
from the zoning law would be too 
great to allow a variance. 

Chairman Ferdinand S. Pacione, 
Looney Jr., and Hoefling voted 
unanimously to deny without pre¬ 
judice a petition to build a 12 foot ex¬ 
tension to a garage which would bring 
it too close to the lot line. 

The petitioner, Anthony Gattineri 
of One Hutchinson Road, w'as seeking 
to keep his service vehicle out of sight 
and to decrease the noise when it was 
started.

Meetings between the finance 
committee and the school committee 
this week and last exposed the start 
of a budget battle.

Given the 
town’s support for an historical 
building, you’d think they could come 
up with a few measly hundred thou¬ 
sand for the schools.” 

Superintendent Charles Mitsakos 
distributed copies of a study that 
shows Winchester’s per pupil cost is 
low compared to other communities 
of a similar profile.

Some of these positions may yet receive funding, in which case some 
of the teachers would be rehired.

Once the authority has Ihe bids, 
actual costs will be known. 

"If we don’t do I the work |, we’re 
going to have a deteriorating 
system, ” said Saltmarsh, who is also 
a senior member and Clerk of Ihe 
Legislature’s Transportation 
Committee.

The high cost stems from the re¬ 
quirement to remove the existing 
tracks, ties, and gravel to effect the 
repairs. Rail traffic will have to be 
rerouted while the work Is Ixjing done. 

"We really don’t know the scope of 
I the bridge improvement project! un¬ 
til we see the preliminary design," Di- 
mond said. The preliminary design 
should be complete sometime this 
summer. 

The funds for these projects will 
come from the Commuter Rail Im¬ 
provement Program of the 
Massachusetts Comprehensive 
Transportation Act of 1985, which 
raised $2 billion through a bond issue. 
About $1 billion of this went to MBTA 
projects, says Saltmarsh. 

The Commuter Rail Improvement 
Program is covered by the MBTA 
funding. In 1985, $100,000 was spent on 
the upgrade of the Winchester plat¬ 
forms. buildings, window replace¬ 
ment, asphalt, signs, fences and cur¬ 
bing. This year the work is "concen¬ 
trated primarily outside.” Saltmarsh 
said. 

Saltmarsh praised the program, 
stating that "ridership is increasing 
by 5 percent a year. I take the rail 
sometimes and there are no seats 
when I gel on in Winchester.” 

The Winchester station is a 
1.5-minute ride from North Station in 
Boston.

Savor the smells, sounds and sights 
of this landscaper’s dream gone wild 


By ANDY TOMOLONIS 

Tall hardwoods screen out the 
bright sky, scattering blotches of 
light across the woodland floor. 

Plants and flowers thrive in the 
natural spotlights. Giant trillium, 
lady’s slippers, shoulder-high cin¬ 
namon ferns, Jack-in-the pulpits, 
Canadian mayflowers and wild pink 
geraniums. 

A brown woodthrush flits across 
an open space and disappears into 
a thick flowering rhododendron. 

Ten feet ahead, a yellow-banded 
garter snake picks up the vibration 
of footsteps and slides from its sun- 
ning patch into the cool 
undergrowth. 

You want to soak it all in, savor¬ 
ing the smells, sounds and sights, 
but a set of fieldstone steps leads 
the way down a hill, and deeper in¬ 
to the woods you go. 

This might describe some idyl¬ 
lic trip through a storybook fantasy 
forest, but it's actually one small 
part of a living botanical museum 
tucked into 45 acres in northern 
Middlesex County. 

Garden in the Woods, owned 
and operated by the New England 
Wild Flower Society, is a land¬ 
scaper's dream gone wild, boasting 
more than 1.500 varieties of plants, 
including native wildflowers inter¬ 
spersed with exotic imported flow¬ 
ers and plants. 

For amateur botanists and flow¬ 
er garderners. it's a treasure trove 
of ideas for backyard projects. 

Hardwood shrubs are mixed 
with 4-foot-high Jack-in-the pulpits 
and native ferns. 

There are swamp gardens, 
shady woodland flowers and even a 
desert with New England's own 
native prickly pear cactus plants. 


One garden features only 
flowers that thrive in acidic soils 
and another demonstrates what can 
be done with high-alkaline plots. 

Each planting is a little different 
from the others, but all of them fit 
together. 

Diverse land formations in the 
garden allow for such an incredible 
variety of plantings, says Wild Flow¬ 
er Society spokesperson Barbara 
Lyons. 

The area was carved out in the 
glacial period some '/z million years 
ago, she explains. Cracks in the 
glacier formed rivers as the ice 
melted and these rivers left piles of 
sediment called eskers. 

The hilly landscape — with its 
valleys, brooks, swamps and small 
pond — provides a maximum of 


gardening possibilities in a relative¬ 
ly small area. 

The Curtis Trail, one of the main 
paths through the garden, cuts 
down a steep hill, underneath a 
flowering dogwood tree and opens 
in front of the sunlit pond. The 
water is surrounded by giant ferns, 
wild irises and other lakeside 
plants. 

The pond, which was dug by 
hand more than 50 years ago, was 
dredged last October and an addi¬ 
tional stand of flowers was planted 
nearby to present an even more pic¬ 
turesque scene when they grow 
thicker in the years to come. 

"We’re preserving conditions in 
the garden,” Lyons notes, pointing 
to the pond. "In time, a small pond

like this would be filled In with 
leaves and then it would grow over." 

Throughout the garden are 
spots where nature has been stall¬ 
ed in various stages of 
development. 

In an area that is preserved as 
swampland, a tiny path winds 
around gardens of carnivorous pit¬ 
cher plants and native Mew England 
orchids. 

In summer, a sunny field shows 
off its giant lilies, black-eyed 
Susans and other common but 
beautiful native wildflowers. 
Another area is left to develop nat¬ 
urally In the shade of giant white 
pine trees along a quietly gurgling 
brook. 

More living exhibits have been 
added in recent years — an orchid 
path that was created last year with 
help from the Mew England Orchid 
Society, a sunny meadow garden 
with colorful field flowers, and a 
Mew Jersey Pine Barrens garden. 

The society has also begun pro¬ 
pagating wildflower seedlings on 
the site, making use of its new solar 
greenhouse to produce plants for 
use in the many exhibits and to sell. 

Despite the changes and addi¬ 
tions, the basic concept of mixing 
wildflowers with exotic plantings in 
the garden has continued. A tour is 
an inspiration to anyone who has 
ever experienced the satisfaction of 
planting a flower or tree and wat¬ 
ching it grow. However, even those 
who have no desire to pick up a sho¬ 
vel can soak in the sights and just 
appreciate the beauty. 


Field trips 
teach nature

Landscape designer 
founded garden 

The garden was the creation of landscape designer Will C. Curtis 
and his partner Dick Stiles. 

In 1931. Curtis, a graduate of Cornell University, was manager of 
the Little Tree Farms nursery in Framingham. 

While walking through the backwoods one day. he discovered the 
piece of land that later became the garden. He instantly recognized 
its potential for plants. 

At the time the property was owned by the Old Colony Railroad, 
which used it as a gravel pit to supply the sand needed for railroad 
beds. Curtis boiight the original 30 acres from the railroad for $ 1.000 
and began to car\e out a landscapers’ showpiece: a place where he 
could prove that ei^ptic, imported plants from India and other distant 
lands could be grown alongside natural wildflowers for a stunning 
effect. 

Curtis first built a cabin and then began clearing spots in the for¬ 
est with the help of Stiles, who later became his lifelong partner in the 
garden. Working with hand tools, they dug ponds, cleared trees, plant¬ 
ed shrubs and rearranged the vegetation to suit their plans. 

The hurricane of 1938 destroyed much of their work, but the two 
men pressed on for the next 20 years building much of the garden to 
its present state. 

By the early 1960s, however, Curtis and Stiles realized that the pro¬ 
ject was too large for just two men to accomplish. In 1965, they turn¬ 
ed the land over to the New England Wild Flower Society, which now 
maintains its headquarters at the site. Curtis remained director of the 
garden until his death, four years later. Stiles stayed on as curator un¬ 
til he retired in 1970. 

Since the land was turned over to the society, members, friends 
and visitors added 15 more acres, bringing the garden to its current size. 

Today, the 2,700-member New England Wild Flower Society still 
runs the garden under the guidance of Executive Director Thomas 
Butcher.

Pictures from Berlin 


What Next? 


Desire for Life: Pictures from 
Berlin, an exhibition of large seri- 
graphs by neo-expressionists based 
in Germany, is on view at Framing¬ 
ham’s Danforth Museum of Art, 123 
Union Ave., through April 15. 

Contemporary artists selected 
by exhibition curator Wolfgang Max 
Faust include Gerd Rohling, A.R. 
Penck, Salome, Helmut Midden- 
dorf, Olaf Metzel, Elvira Bach, Lu¬ 
ciano Castelli, Peter Chevalier, 
Rainer Fetting, Karl Horst Hodicke, 
Bruce McLean, Reinhard Pods, and 
ter Hell. 

The 13 artists’ works have in 
common a subjective view of reali¬ 
ty rooted in the social and cultural 
context of West Berlin. Intensity of 
expression, often communicated 
through spontaneity and immedi¬ 
acy in handling, and emphasizing 
speed and gesture. Is another com¬ 
mon denominator in these pictures. 

Dr. Annellese Harding, former 
curator of the Goethe Institute 
Boston, which collaborated in pre¬ 
senting the exhibition, lectured 
recently at the Danforth. She link¬ 
ed the now-international neo-ex- 
pressionist movement not only to 
the broad panorama of post-war 
contemporary German art, but to 
traditions and major figures in Ger¬ 
many dating back as far as the 
16th century painter, Mathias 
Grunewald. 

Explaining that In expression¬ 
ism "spiritual Intent of the artist is 
given the primary role," Dr. Harding 
cited the works of German artists 
Ludwig KIrchner, Franz Marc, Paul 
Klee, Emil Nolde, Max Beckmann, 
Kurt Schwitters, and the Dada 
movement as precedents In neo- 
expresslonlsts’ "subjective creation 
of an Idea." 

Fetting’s self-examination and 
portraiture echo Klee’s exploration 


of self. Dr. Harding pointed out, as 
well, resemblances to Klee’s stick 
figures in Penck’s condensation of 
form to signs and symbols. 

Beckmann’s "packed imagery" 
is recalled In the dense configura¬ 
tion of Chevalier, Castelli and Mid- 
dendorf. The intensification of col¬ 
or to signify and parallel a charged 
emotional and psychological state, 
central to the work of Nolde, distin¬ 
guishes most of the exhibited 
serigraphs. 

Other stylistic and ideological 
elements mentioned by Dr. Harding 
that characterize the neo-express¬ 
ionist works, giving them cohesive¬ 
ness as a group as well as linking 
them to the expressionist German 
tradition, are p>olitical commitment, 
mysterious combination of dispar¬ 
ate images, fragmentation of form, 
preoccupation with city life, quick¬ 
ness and urgency in the mark, and 
finally, a determined effort to 
merge art with life in the tradition 
of Grunewald’s 1516 Isenhelm 
Altarpiece and the influential late 
20th century performance artist 
Joseph Bueys. 

The inevitable waning of neo¬ 
expressionism as the major thrust 
in contemporary art lessens neither 
interest nor impact of these ag¬ 
gressive and impassioned works. 
See the exhibition during museum 
hours, noon to 4:30 p.m. Wednes¬ 
day through Friday and 1 to 4:30 
weekends. 

Other exhibits at the Danforth 
Include Patterns In Nature and Art 
featuring work In a variety of med¬ 
iums by contemporary artists and 
American Still Life, 1923-1936:

If you consider your garden an¬ 
other living space, an extension of 
your house, then it’s easy to de¬ 
corate the area to make it a com¬ 
fortable retreat from the world. 

Your “garden room” needs 
something to cover the ground, 
something to define and decorate 
the walls, something to modify the 
light. You’ll require seating, 
lounging and storage areas, and 
you may want to add something to 
cook on or something to play with. 

Once you decide on how you 
want to use your garden, you can 
choose from any number of addi¬ 
tions that will serve your needs 
and desires beautifully. 

The furnishings of your garden 
can be as simple as a couple of 
lawn chairs or a hammock strung 
between two trees. Or it can be as 
complex as a series of redwood 
terraces with a gazebo, Jacuzzi 
and elaborate fountains. 

The easiest way to establish a 
well-dressed garden — no matter 
what its size — is to first define 


the area as a room. Begin with the 
flooring. If a traditional “wall-to- 
wall” green lawn doesn’t suit your 
taste, break it up with redwood 
decking. This creates a sense of 
levels, personalizes the space and 
visually ties the area to the house. 
A concrete slab can be added as 
the basis of a patio, although ma¬ 
terials such as unglazed Mexican 
tiles and bricks are more popular. 
Both materials can be laid in any 
of many pleasing patterns from 
herringbone to circular arcs. Both 
materials wear well and mellow 
with age. 

The ground itself can be cov¬ 
ered with something other than 
grass.

the wall with a traditional split- 
rail or picket fence or a rock wall. 
Wrought-iron fences are perfect 
for Victorian homes. 

Carefully planted trees also can 
create a wall — and a ceiling that 
blocks out the sun. Planting trees 
for shade will greatly alter the 
look and feel of your garden space 
over the years. If you want imme¬ 
diate — and structural — control 
over lighting conditions, consider 
wooden lattices, with or without 
climbing vines, covered terraces, 
glassed-in or walled spaces and 
sun rooms. A patio can be covered 
with a retractable canvas cover 
that will add hours of use to an 
overly sunny area. Large canvas 
patio umbrellas create a tempo¬ 
rary ceiling that shields a lunch¬ 
eon or a quiet afternoon of reading 
from the sun. 

Now that the area has been de¬ 
fined. what goes into your garden 
room? Begin with seating and 
lounging furniture. 

Furniture of wrought iron, 
sometimes with fabric seats, gives 
the garden a traditional look. This 
goes well with tables made of 
marble or with glass tops that are 
tempered and long wearing. Mexi- 
can-style furniture made of leath¬ 
er and woven wood adds a 
Southwestern feeling. Chairs and 
tables made of bent twig, cane and 
rattan emit a rustic charm. For a 
more contemporary look, use 
plastic and canvas. 


If you live in an especially wet 
climate, use materials that will 
not rot or mildev', or be prepared 
to remove furniture during the 
rainy season. Metal chairs cov¬ 
ered with long-wearing plasticized 
paint are a durable choice. 

For lounging, consider the tried 
and true. These devices of respite 
include the hammock, available in 
canvas or string: the chaise, per¬ 
fect for a good stretch, and the 
swing. The traditional arc swing is 
a wonderful addition in nostalgia. 
And freestanding metal gliders 
also are in vogue again. 

Now, decorate your space with 
extras that suit your needs. With a 
little extra money to spend, con¬ 
sider adding a water feature. The 
sound of splashing or running 
water has been considered a ne¬ 
cessity for peaceful gardens since 
the time of the ancient Persians. 
Choose from fountains of metal. 


ceramic and stone, all ready to in¬ 
stall above ground with very little 
external piping necessary. 

Or. create an in-ground pool, 
pond, waterfall or series ot 
stepped pools. With the addition ol 
water lilies, koi and other Oriental 
fish, water features can become 
the focal point of the garden. A 
water feature also can become a 
personal retreat — a hot tub 
placed in a terrace or a gazebo 
covering a Jacuzzi could be the 
resting spot you’ve hoped for. 

And don’t forget the additional 
touches — birdbaths and bird 
feeders, sculptures of reclining 
figures or Buddha, sundials and 
artistic containers filled with 
plants.

mend “summerizing” a home dur¬ 
ing the spring. 

Bill Moore, vice president of 
marketing for Trane Dealer Prod¬ 
ucts Group, a manufacturer of 
heating and air-conditioning prod¬ 
ucts, named four main areas on 
which to concentrate to prepare a 
home for summer heat. 

Central Air-Conditioning. Air 
conditioners generally are trouble 
free, so they often are ignored 


until something goes wrong. If 
that’s during the heat of summer, 
it may mean a long and uncom¬ 
fortable wait for repair specialists 
to get everything in working 
order. Routine maintenance and 
checkups during the spring, how¬ 
ever, may prevent problems from 
occurring when the heat is on. 

Since air conditioners are com¬ 
plex systems, Moore urges con¬ 
sumers not to attempt to make ad-

justments themselves. He recom¬ 
mends, however, that they 
perform some simple mainte¬ 
nance tasks. 

To begin, check and clean an air 
conditioner’s filter once a month. 
Excessive accumulation of dust 
particles blocks the airflow, forc¬ 
ing the unit to work harder to 
maintain desired temperatures — 
and that means higher operating 
costs for the home owner. To 
clean the filter, it can be left in the 
frame and vacuumed or taken out 
and washed like a sponge. 

Also, since air conditioner effi¬ 
ciency depends on a free flow of 
air over the coil, make sure the 
outdoor compressor unit is kept 
clear of all shrubbery and flowers. 

Each spring, arrange for a pro¬ 
fessional checkup of the system. 
The serviceman should oil all 
unsealed bearings, tighten belts, 
check for and repair refrigerant 
fluid leaks, add refrigeration, 
flush the evaporator drain line 
and secure all electrical connec¬ 
tions. 

If an air conditioner was costly 
to operate or malfunctioned last 
year, Moore said it’s time to con¬ 
sider replacing it. Though it’s 
tempting to repair an old unit, 
buying a new compressor or other 
parts usually won’t increase its ef- 
hciency, he said. 

Before making a purchase, 
Moore said, check the system’s 
Seasonal Energy Efficiency Ratio, 
a standard measure of cooling ef¬ 
ficiency used by the Department 
of Energy. A SEER of 6 indicates 
poor performance, SEER 8, good 
performance, and SEER 10, excel¬ 
lent performance. 

Ventilation. Proper ventilation 
allows hot air to escape from the 
home, decreasing by 10 percent to 
30 percent the cost of running an 
air conditioner. Ventilation is es¬ 
pecially important in the attic, 
where summer temperatures can 
reach 150 F or more. 

Natural ventilation can be 
achieved by placing vents in the 
roof, the number depending on the 
floor space of the attic. Start with 
1 square foot of vent opening per 
300 square feet of attic floor area, 
following the vent manufacturer’s 
installation instructions. For max¬ 
imum efficiency, vents should be 
evenly spaced on all sides of the 
attic. 

A whole-house attic fan is an¬ 
other ventilation device to keep a 
home cool. Fans can be installed 
on the ceiling or on the rooftop to 
draw air from all parts of the 
house and expel it through attic 
vents. 

Moore also recommended “in¬ 
stalling vents and exhaust fans in 
kitchens, laundry areas and bath¬ 
rooms, since activities that take 
place in these spaces place a 
strain on air-conditioning by gen¬ 
erating additional heat and mois- 
turey ♦ - ' 
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Decorating bedroom can be child’s play

A child’s bedroom is more than 
a place to sleep. It’s a private 
hideaway, a laboratory, a stage, 
an artist’s studio. It’s a place for. 
children to live out their fantasies 
and grow up in confidence. 

Designers are beginning to real¬ 
ize the importance of bedrooms 
and are accommodating — even 
indulging — parents who want 
their children’s bedrooms to be 
special. 

Child-centered design can be 
something as simple as hanging 
artwork and shelves at the child’s 
eye level instead of at adult level. 
Or having open spaces, not 
drawers, where children can store 
toys. The room may seem out of 
kilter and cluttered to an adult, 


but a room scaled to size for a 
child makes it easier for a child to 
see where things belong — and to 
be creative. 

For the ultimate in creativity, 
child-centered design can be quite 
complex, with parents hiring art¬ 
ists to paint wall murals and build 
special furnishings to transform 
the bedroom to a themed fantasy- 
land — a train station, a castle, a 
jungle. 

The main thing is to make sure 
that the environment is a room 
that’s safe, comfortable, innova¬ 
tive and what the child wants. 
Many parents are finding that at¬ 
tention to detail in kid’s rooms 
pays off. In fact, good design for 
children’s rooms might be the next 


best thing to having a nanny on 
hand. 

Sharon Haven, author of a book 
on designing children's rooms, 
said this of the redesign of her 
boys’ room: “Their room was so 
disorganized and messy before. 
Now that it’s designed, they’re so 
proud that I never have to say 
boo.’’ 


The basic rules for child-cen¬ 
tered design, according to Haven 
and Alexandra Stoddard, who also 
has written books on interior de¬ 
sign. are:

tell you what he wants in his 
room, listen to him. 

— A child should be able to en¬ 
tertain himself in his room with¬ 
out depending on parents. 

— If children share a room, pro¬ 
vide private space. 

From there, serendipity rules 
the roost. Beds become Arabian 
tents, the floor can become a giant 
game board with the use of paint, 
fabric tape or colorful carpeting, 
and wall murals can take children 
on journeys to jungles or castles.

(From previous page) 
closet can make a delightful pup¬ 
pet theater, if you cut out the cen¬ 
ter panel and add stage curtains. 

Furniture becomes play space 
as holes to climb in and out of, 
ladders and lofts are added to 
beds. A simple tent can be made 
by suspending a pole the length of 
the bed from the ceiling with 
hooks and hanging cloth from the 
pole. 

The more you hang from the 
ceiling, the more furnishings you 
remove from the floor, the more 
space the child has to play and be 
creative. Floor spaces are special 
places to a child, according to 
Stoddard. You can maximize floor 
surfaces by hanging the bed, build¬ 
ing a loft for sleeping or reading 
or using trac lighting instead of 
floor and table lamps. 

Paint or colorful carpeting can 
turn the floor not only into a game 
board but also into a complex se¬ 
ries of highways to drive toy 
trucks over. 


Windows are another special 
place for children, Stoddard said. 
Window seats stuffed with 
cushions permit the child to study 
the ever-changing world outside 
his window. 

Since parents should let chil¬ 
dren rule the room design, they 
may find it difficult to put togeth¬ 
er a room to be shared by two 
children. The best way to avoid 
the parental malady of shattered 
nerves is to never put together a 
room for children without discuss¬ 
ing almost every aspect of the job 
with the children in question, ac¬ 
cording to syndicated lifestyle co¬ 
lumnist Gary Krino. 

Otherwise, you may put in bunk 
or loft beds only to find that both 
children are afraid of heights. Or. 
you may paint the walls your fa¬ 
vorite color only to find them re¬ 
covered in crayon with the chil¬ 
dren’s favorite colors. Who cares 
if one child likes red and the other 
likes green? The kids are the ones 
who will live in the room, not you. 


Color also can be a good way to 
ensure that each child gets the pri¬ 
vate areas he needs. Paint each 
child’s personal shelves, drawers, 
dressers, cabinets or bookcases 
with his choice of color. That way 
each child clearly knows what be¬ 
longs to whom. 

To create personal turf, not just 
personal storage areas, use free¬ 
standing dividers. These are ex¬ 
cellent for creating private areas 
for hobbies, reading, whatever. 
Let the kids decorate the divider 
with their own artwork and pa¬ 
pers from school. Cork board di¬ 
viders work best for this. 

Some dividers can be attached 
to a wall and opened and closed 
accordion-style. The ultimate 
space-saving divider is a Venetian 
blind suspended from the ceiling. 
When it’s not in use, up it goes - 
out of sight, out of mind. 

Ultimately, washable fabrics 
for upholstery are the best bet, the 
designers agreed.

out walls and combining existing 
baths with closet space or a sel¬ 
dom-used room to create large — 
and elegant — bath retreats. 

With hectic schedules and the 
complexity of life today, these lux¬ 
urious personal environments are 
really something to come home to. 

"Instead of sitting in your living 
room after work, you can relax in 
a whirlpool or climb into a tub for 
two,” said Thomas Klein, a prod¬ 
uct manager for Kohler Co. 

Kohler developed a two-person 
bathroom cubicle that provides 
not only a steam bath, sauna and 
whirlpool but also simulated 
spring rain and a soft breeze. 

An exercise bathroom is perfect 
for people who "do not like the ‘ 
effort involved or the lack of pri¬ 
vacy in going to a ... gym,” said 
Florence Perchuk, an interior de¬ 
signer specializing in kitchens and 
baths. She added that suburban 
dwellers may not always have 
health club facilities available un¬ 
less they include them in their 
homes. Depending on exercise in¬ 
terests, home owners can include 
in their bathrooms everything 
from stationary bicycles and row¬ 
ing machines to ballet bars and 
full-length mirrors, Perchuk said. 

Bathroom socialites are sure to 
want whirlpool tubs in their bath¬ 
rooms, whether they relax in the 
tub with their children to share 
the events of the day or entertain 
friends with a stereo and wet bar. 

New bathrooms don’t have to 
include all sorts of specialized 
equipment, however. A new bath¬ 
room can emerge with the addi¬ 
tion of accessories such as gold- 
plated faucets and fittings for 
sinks and tubs, oversize pedestal 
sinks and sleeker toilets, Perchuk 
said. 

A new color scheme also makes 
a big difference. A popular option 
for smaller bathrooms is to use 
one basic color throughout the 
room from walls to floors to fix¬ 
tures, according to Richard 
Sturgis, director of design at 
.IHlcttSf sce.iu'xL piige). 
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American Clean. That way, the 
eye takes in the entire expanse in¬ 
stead of being distracted by con¬ 
trasting colors.

For added ef¬ 
fect, paper the ceiling. Coordinat¬ 
ed borders give the presentation a 
finished look. 

Mirrors add pizzazz anywhere

small ones. Mirrors open up small 
spaces and, if you’ve done a super 
job in decorating the bath, it al¬ 
lows what you’ve done to make a 
multiple impression. 

Real personality comes through 
in what you hang on the walls. 
Frame prints or posters and hang 
them in appropriate arrange¬ 
ments. Don’t go with valuable art 
in the bath, however, as the room’s 


humidity could damage it. 

A collection of hand mirrors or 
straw hats or a series of built-in 
shelves holding glass objects and 
plants add a special splash. 

Windows are another important 
element for a bathroom, accord¬ 
ing to syndicated lifestyle colum¬ 
nist Gary Krino. Natural light 
works wonders, and there are sev¬ 
eral windows and window treat¬ 
ments that let the sunshine in 


while still maintaining privacy 
One example is a window — or 
even a wall — of frosted glass 
blocks. They allow in light, but not 
the neighbors’ glances. 

Wood shutters, too, can work 
wonders. Depending on the decor, 
they can be painted or stained and 
slats can be adjusted to allow in 
the amount of light that seems 
right for the room. 

Another approach is stained 


glass. Use the glass as a piece of 
art and build the bath’s color 
scheme around it. 

The bathroom always has been 
an important room — after all.

by the editors of Time-Life Books, 
gives insight into the history, 
building and use of indoor/outdoor 
living areas. The porch and the 
patio long have been part of the 
American scene, with the deck a 
relative newcomer, according to 
the book. 

A porch is a roofed structure at¬ 
tached to the house, often at a 
point of entrance. It may have a 
concrete floor, but more common¬ 
ly it has a wood floor that very 
much resembles the flooring on 
the inside of a house. The floor¬ 
boards rest on joists supported by 
masonry piers. 

During the Victorian period, 
porches were deemed so essential 
that they carried almost all of the 
burden of architectural style. 
Sleeping porches were the rage, 
and much of a family’s relaxation 
time was spent on the porch. 
Excesses of that era — too many 
deep-set porches made many 
houses dark inside — led to the 


temporary decline of porch popu¬ 
larity in the 20th century. 

But porches are on their way 
back into popularity. The trend 
toward smaller houses makes the 
idea of having a convertible in¬ 
door-outdoor room appealing. And 
developments in translucent 
building materials are making it 
possible to build porches that do 
not greatly reduce interior light. 
Winterized porches, if they have a 
southern exposure, actually can 
become passive solar collectors, 
pumping heat to adjoining rooms. 

Patios and decks are essentially 
open-air structures, although they 
may have some sort of rudimenta¬ 
ry screen. A patio is a masonry 
platform set at ground level, and 
it can be formal or informal, de¬ 
pending on the material used. 
Bricks set in sand or concrete 
pavers sunk in gravel are consid¬ 
erably more casual than an ele¬ 
gantly veneered surface of ceram¬ 
ic tiles. 

Decks are deliberately infor¬ 
mal. Built of wood and often left 
unfinished, they are meant for rus¬ 
tic settings and hard use and are 
frequently chosen for rough ter¬ 
rains. Traditionally, decks are lo¬ 
cated off the kitchen or living 
room, but they can be attached to 
any part of the house — off bed¬ 
rooms, baths or even the front

In planning an outdoor living 
area, it is important to consider 
not only design, but also cost and 
comfort. Tile is by far the most 
expensive surfacing material — 
costing, with its concrete base, 
more than twice as much as a 
plain concrete slab and three 
times as much as bricks set in 
sand. For a deck, the cost of mate¬ 
rials is approximately half that of 
a comparably sized porch. If you 
add a sun screen, however, the 
deck’s price will rise close to that 
of a porch. 

Another key point is to assure 
comfort outdoors, which can be 
accomplished through careful se¬ 
lection of outdoor furniture and 
through built-on additions such as 
benches, serving counters and 
small storage structures for bar¬ 
becue equipment, bench cushions. 


deck furniture, gardening equip¬ 
ment. plants and other items. 
These storage structures may be 
designed as part of a privacy 
screening or wind block, which 
can make the deck even more 
comfortable. 

The Southern Forest Products 
Association has published a book¬ 
let offering designs for decks, 
fences, patio enclosures, storage 
sheds and other projects, small 
and large. The designs, which can 
be purchased from the associa¬ 
tion, show how to plan each 
project and how to buy, saw, nail, 
paint, stain and handle lumber. It 
njcommends using pressure-treat¬ 
ed pine lumber that will last for 
decades outdoors.

swimming pools have a definite 
fascination, and it has as much to 
do with status and the I’ve-made- 
it syndrome as it does with doing a 
swan dive into the deep end. 

To get what you want from a 
pool, though, you’ll need to do 
some homework. Pools are an in¬ 
vestment, a major investment. 
Dropping $25,000 for a pool and 
related amenities is hardly un¬ 
common. 

According to pool builders, 
there are numerous aspects asso¬ 
ciated with putting in a pool, and 
each should be investigated in 
depth before the earth-mover 
starts digging up your yard. For 
example: 

— How will you use the pool? 

— What kind of pool will serve 
you best? 

- Where in the yard should it 
be'^

— How about a pool/spa 
combo? 

— What’s your budget? 

— What do various types of 
pools cost? 

— What about amenities?

— What about property tax in¬ 
creases? 

“Yards are becoming more inte¬ 
grated into family lifestyles,” says 
Ray Alderete, president of 20th 
Century Pools. 

“People aren’t slapping in any 
sort of pool. They’re looking for 
something creative and different 
that adds aesthetically to the 
home. 

“With a pool, you want to appre¬ 
ciate the value of a home, not 
depreciate it. The pool must be a 
continuation of the home. The pool 
is part of the home just like the 
wallpaper and the furnishings.” 

James P. Foley, president of 
Stonecreek Pools and Spas Inc., 
advises clients to consider the en¬ 
tire yard when planning a pool. 

“I like to portion the yard,” he 
said. “You might want a barbecue 
area, a sun deck area, a covered 
patio for dining, a grass area with 
plenty of privacy — perhaps off 
the master bedroom. 

“You should plan carefully 
where the pool goes, so that once 
it’s in you don’t end up asking

yourself where it could have gone 
for better use of the space. You 
should also determine where the 
sun hits the yard and when, and 
locate the pool accordingly.” 

The ages of family members 
also help determine what kind of 
pool should be installed. Young 
families have lots of potential for 
the use of a pool, said Iny Bullard, 
president of Aquarius Aquatech 
Pools. 

"If the kids are in their teens, 
though, you might just want to in¬ 
stall a spa or a lap pool for ex¬ 
ercising.” 

Waterfalls, fountains and creek- 
type running-water elements are 
becoming increasingly popular as 
pool/spa combos and free-form 
pools. However, straight-lines still 
are popular, particularly lap 
pools. 

“Many adults with no children 
in the home are installing lap 
pools for exercise,” said Bullard. 
For optimum exercise, a lap pool 
should be at least 10 meters (37 Mj 
feet) long and 6 feet to 7 feet wide. 
Depth should be at least SVz feet to 
accommodate flip turns and the 
outstretched arms of swimmers. 

Shorter lap pools (10 to 12 feet) 
can be fitted with special, heavy- 
duty jets that work like a tread¬ 
mill, allowing the person to swim 
virtually in place. In general, be¬ 
cause they hold less water, lap 
pools are less costly to operate 
than standard-size pools. 

Waterfalls, fountains and spas 


might sound like wonderland on 
the surface, but when it comes to 
budgeting for the pool, such amen¬ 
ities should be scrapped if they 
mean sacrificing what should be 
included in the rest of the yard. 

“If people are on a budget,” said 
Foley, “I tell them to put in a 
functional pool with a brick or 
concrete deck so that there’s 
money left over to do the 
landscaping and so on. You should 
budget the entire yard, not just the 
pool. Tiie barbecue, the patio furn¬ 
ishings, they all figure into the 
cost. 

“Budgets should be figured be¬ 
fore consulting with a pool design¬ 
er so the designer will know the 
boundaries.” 

“You’re not just looking at a 
pool when you’re looking at a 
pool,” said Alderete. “You re look¬ 
ing at at least $5,000 to $6,000 
more, and then how about a barbe¬ 
cue for entertaining along with a 
fire pit or a gazebo?” 

The shape of the pool usually 
has little to do with cost. 

“Generally, it’s the overall 
size,” said Bullard. Pool costs are 
figured per square foot and ac¬ 
cording to perimeter footage. 

Pool installation should take 
from four to eight weeks depend¬ 
ing on the size of the project (in¬ 
cluding decking, trims, etc.), 
weather conditions and access to 
the yard (will walls have to be re¬ 
moved)? 

A serious consideration for any 
pool is its depth. 

“You’ve got to think of the fu¬ 
ture here,” said Foley. “If you’ve 
got two kids 5 and 7, they can dive 
into a pool that’s 5 feet deep. When 
they’re 12 and 14, though, they 
can’t. For adults to dive, you need 
a depth of at least 8 feet.” To ac¬ 
commodate a variety of activities, 
a pool ranging in depth from 3V2 
to 8 feet is a good choice, he said.

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Sleek kitchens 
bright, efficient 


The watchword for kitchens of 
the ’80s is “efficient,” according to 
the National Association of the 
Remodeling Industry, and the hot¬ 
test trends are centered around ef 
ficient work and storage spaces 
Other popular features are practi 
cal lighting, energy-efficient ap 
pliances and sleek European styl 
ing. 

In addition, many home owners 
are combining a once-small kitch¬ 
en and separate dining room into 
one spacious, informal area for 
cooking, eating and entertaining, 
the association said. 

The more activities that take 
place in the kitchen, the more or¬ 
ganized it needs to be — and that 
means a minimal crossing of 
paths by people using the kitchen. 

Kitchen traffic patterns are 
determined by the placement of 
major appliances, with imaginary 
lines drawn between them form¬ 
ing a work triangle. Traditionally, 
the smaller the triangle, the more 
efficient the kitchen because a 
person has to walk less to accom¬ 
plish tasks. 

One way to make the triangle as 
small as possible is to place one or 
more of the appliances in an is¬ 
land in the center of the kitchen. 
These islands can house cooktops, 
stoves, sinks and also can be used 
as a second work area if more 
than one person is cooking. 

An alternative to the work tri¬ 
angle theory of design, the work 
zone theory, also makes use of the 
kitchen island to promote efficien¬ 
cy. The work zone design, demon¬ 
strated in a kitchen developed by 
Better Homes & Gardens maga¬ 
zine and Whirlpool, groups equip¬ 
ment by function and so is able to 
accommodate more people than a 
standard work triangle kitchen. 

The kitchen revolves around a 
center cooking/dining island with 
a cooktop that faces a semi-circu¬ 
lar table seating five. A food prep¬ 
aration area to one side of the is¬ 
land includes a sink, cutting 
boards, small appliance storage, a 
refrigerator/freezer, a floor-to- 
ceiling pantry and lazy Susan stor¬ 
age. The cleanup center on the 
other side of the kitchen houses a 
double sink, a trash compactor 
and a dishwasher. An oven and a 
microwave are adjacent to the 
cleanup area. 

With this arrangement, two peo¬ 
ple can use sinks in different areas 
of the kitchen instead of attempt¬ 
ing to share one. And one person 
can use the cooktop while another 
uses the microwave or conven¬ 
tional oven. 

For maximum kitchen efficien¬ 
cy, the types of appliances includ¬ 
ed in any kitchen should be based 
on the family lifestyle, according 
to the remodeling association. 

A working woman who bakes 


casseroles on the weekend and 
freezes them for later use may 
need a large freezer. If the family 
helps with meal preparation, the 
kitchen should have extra counter 
space or two cooking centers. If 
children, teens and adults all seem 
to eat at different times, a mi¬ 
crowave oven is essential. If a 
family entertains frequently, con¬ 
sider two ovens or a modular 
cooktop with a grill. 

As traffic patterns and appli¬ 
ances change to meet consumer 
demand for efficiency, so does 
kitchen design. Gone — or disap¬ 
pearing quickly — is the cluttered 
country look. The kitchen efficien¬ 
cy now preferred and clean, stark 
design seem to go hand-in-hand. 

Marla Owca of Whirlpool says 
kitchens now reflect “a sleek, al¬ 
most European look. The trend is 
toward the European look and 
that cleaner, uncluttered look is 
more in demand.” 

Stainless steel, chrome, Lucite 
and black-glass-fronted appli¬ 
ances fit the mold. And a black, 
white and red color scheme, for 
example, can make a dramatic 
color impact. 

The sleek look especially is ap¬ 
parent in cabinets. Not so long 
ago, everyone wanted wood cabi¬ 
nets. according to New York de¬ 
signer Charles Mount. Now, formi¬ 
ca, laminate and stainless steel 
are the chosen materials. 

“Industrial-type shelving not 
only looks new. but it costs less 
than wood.” he said. 

Not only have cabinet exteriors 
become sleek and streamlined, so 
have their interiors. The new cabi¬ 
nets are fitted with specialized 
shelves and racks to enlarge stor¬

age capacity. Some cabinets have 
pull-out shelves, which are espe¬ 
cially convenient for storing pots 
and pans, according to Jan Coo¬ 
per. a home economist and mana¬ 
ger of consumer education for the 
Maytag Co. Other cabinets feature 
vertical dividers to neatly accom¬ 
modate cookie sheets and trays. 

Efficiency and sleek design 
often have been thought of as ster¬ 
ile and cold. But that concept 
doesn’t necesarily hold for kitch¬ 
ens. Many home owners feel that 
the new high-tech kitchen emits a 
warm family feeling. 

It seems efficient design has 
found its home — in the ’80s kitch-
